Cb^rch,  haviiiff  been  requested  and  referred  to  the  General  S^nod, 
by  the  Particular  Synod  of  New  York ;  and  it  beitig  desirable 
that  our  selection  of  Psalms  and  Hymns  should  be  improved  and 
enlarged  : 

Itewlvedj  That  the  Synod  reauest  the  Rev.  Dr.  Liyingston  to 
make  a  selection  of  Psalms  ana  Hymns  agreeably  to  the  views 
expressed  upon  this  subject ;  and  they  appoint  the  Rev.  James 
v.  C.  Romeyn,  James  S.  Cannon,  Peter  Steddiford,  and  Jolm 
Schureman,  a  committee  to  whom  Dr.  Livingston  will  submit  the 
seilsction ;  but  for  the  greater  security  in  a  work  of  such  imporU 
ance,  it  is  resolved,  that  after  it  is  adopted  by  the  committee,  it 
shall  be  reported  to  the  General  Synod,  and  obtain  their  ultimate 
^  approbation  before  it  be  published.

The  committee  to  whom  Professor  Livingston  was  requested 
to  submit  his  selection  of  Psalms  and  Hymns,  reported :  Thmt 
he  had  accomplished  the  work  assigned  him ;  that  they  have 
examined  the  same,  and  judge  it  to  be  a  judicious  and  excellent 
selection;  that  they  accordingly  recommend  it  to  the^  General 
Synod  for  their  ultimate  approbation,,  and  .suggest  tbe  .^proprieiy 
of  having  it  immediately  published  dnd  ^intre^Cied  iiito*ail  amr 
Churches.  \  '  \^   /   •  •  • 

The  General  Synod  having  received  the  report,  pi  the  Com- 
mittee appointed  upon  the  subject  of  the  Psdin^s  ayd  Hymns,  and 
having  inspected  the  selection  made  by  the  Rey.  'Erofe^sgi  Liv- 
ingston, agreeably  to  the  request  of  the  Gen^raJ  *8ynod  in  their 
last  session,  do  express  their  high  satisfac{i9p  ,a;)clr  detiided^ppro- 
bation  of  the  same.  It  is  therefore  Resolved^  That  this  selection 
be  forthwith  published  and  introduced  into  public  worship  in  all 
oar  Churches.  And  the  General  Synod  recommend  the  same  to 
all  families  and  individuals  within  their  communion,  to  be  adopted 
instead  of  the  book  which  has  hitherto  been  in  use.  It  is  further 
Resolved,  That  the  Catechism,  Articles  of  Faith,  and  what  has 
formerly  been  published  with  the  book  of  Psalms  and  H3nnn89 
be  also  added  to  the  new  edition ; — ^and  that  the  copyright  of  the 
book  be  secured  for  the  express  and  sole  benefit  of  such  students 
as  may  attend  oar  theological  lectures,  and  may  need  pecuniwy 
assistance. 

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  Dr.  Livingston  be  requested  to  super- 
intend  the  publication  of  the  first  edition  of  the  new  Psalm  Book, 
and  when  published  that  he  afiix  his  name  thereto.

EXTRACTS 

From  the  AeU  and  Proceedings  of  the  General  Synod  qf  ike 
Reformed  Dutch  Church  in  North  America. 

Session,  June,  1890. 

Revived,  That  the  Rev.  Thomas  De  Witt,  D.  D.,  William  M'Murray 
D.  D.,  Isaac  Ferris,  and  the  elders  Peter  D.  Vroom,  Jr.,  and  John  D.  Keeae, 
be  a  committee  to  select  from  the  different  collections  now  published 
Hymns  on  a  varie^  of  subjects,  to  constitute  the  second  Book  of  Hymns,  to 
be  added  to  those  now  in  use  in  all  future  editions  of  our  Psalm  and  Hjfmn 
Book,  and  that  said  committee  report  such  selection  to  the  next  General 
Synod  for  their  approbation. 

Session,  June,  1831. 

The  committee  appomted  by  the  last  General  S3naod,  reported  a  seleotioii 
of  Hymns.   Whereupon  the  ioUowing  resolutions  were  adopted. 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  said  additional  h3rmns  reported  by  the  Committee 
appointed  by  the  General  Synod  in  1890,  be  accepted,  ordered  to  be  pab- 
lished  as  a  second  Book  of  Hymns,  and  authorized  to  be  used  by  the 
churches  in  the  same  manner  as  the  Psalms  and  Hymns  now  in  use. 

2.  Resdved,  That  all  future  editions  of  the  Psalm  Book  shall  contain  the 
A^itional  Hymns,  together  with  the  Canons  of  the  Church,  as  soon  as  the 
Board  of  Direction  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  able  to  make  the  necenaiy 
arrangements  with  the  Publisher.

Q.  8.  Hath  God  created  thee  naturally  so  wicked  and  perveiae  7 

A.  By  no  means:  but  he  created  me  good  and  after  his  own  image,  in  ihe 
trae  knowledge  of  God,  in  righteousness  and  in  holiness. 

Q.  9.  Whence  then  proceeds  thatdennvity  which  is  in  thee? 

A.  FhMn  the  All  ana  disobedience  ox  Adam  and  £ve  in  Ptoradise ;  hence 
our  nature  is  become  so  corrupt,  that  we  are  all  conceived  and  bom  in  sin. 

Q.  10.  What  was  that  disobedience  t 

A.  That  they  did  eat  of  the  fruit  of  the  tiee,  which  God  had  Ibrbidden 
tfiem.

A.  Certainly :  for  he  is  the  fiither  of  us  all;  and  we  have  all  sinned  in 
him. 

Q.  12.  Are  we  th^  incapable  of  doing  any  good  of  ouraelves,  and  prone 
to  all  manner  of  wickedness? 

A.  Indeed  we  are:  unless  we  are  regenerated  by  the  spirit  of  God. 

Q.  13.  Will  God  sufier  such  disobedience  and  corruption  to  go  unpunish- 
ed ? 

A.  By  no  means :  but  in  his  just  judgment  will  punish  them,  both  in  time 
and  eternity,  as  it  is  written :  ^  cursed  is  every  one  that  conlinu^  not  in  all 
things,  which  are  written  in  the  book  of  the  law,  to  do  them."

A.  It  is  a  certain  knowledge  of  God,  and  of  his  promises  revealed  to  us 
in  the  gospel,  and  ah  hearty  confidence  that  all  my  sms  are  forgiven  me  for 
Christ's  sake. 

aO.  What  is  the  sum  of  that  which  God  hath  promised  in  the  gospel, 
and  commanded  us  to  believe  ? 

A.  That  is  comprehended  in  the  twelve  articles  of  the  Catholic  Christian 
Faith,  which  are  as  fbUows : 

I.  Ihdiene  in  Ood,  the  Father  Almighty,  maker  of  heaven  and  earth.

Q.  21.  When  yon  profesB  to  believe  in  God  the  Father,  and  the  Son,  and

A.  In  no  wise  :  for  there  is  tmt  ene  only  foe  Gorf. 

Q.  22.  Why  do  yon  then  name  three,  tbe  Father,  the  Son,  and  tbe  Holy 
Ghoet? 

A.  Because  God  hath  so  revealed  himtelf  in  his  ^rd,  that  theae  three 
disCinet  persons  are  the  only  one  and  true  God,  and  we  also  are  baptized  in 
the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

Q.  23.  What  believest  tfioa  when  thou  sayest,  -I  beUeve  in  God,  the 
Father  Almighty,  maker  of  heaven  and  earth  r' 

A.  That  the  eternal  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who  of  nothing 
nmde  heaven  and  earth,  and  still  upholds  them  by  his  prOTidence,  k  my 
God  and  Father,  for  Christ  his  Son's  sake. 

Q.  24.  What  believest  thon  when  thou  sayest,  And  in  Jesos  duist  his 
enly  becotteii  Son  our  Lord  r* 

A.  That  Jesus  Christ  is  the  eternal  and  only  Son  of  the  Father^  ce-esKft 
tial  with  God  the  Father,  and  the  Holy  Ghost. 

Q.  25.  Do  yon  not  believe  that  he  also  became  man  7 

A.  Yes :  for  he  was  eonceived  by  the  holy  Ghest,  and  bora  af  the  ViigiB 
Mar>'. 

Q.  26.  Is  his  Godhead  then  changed  into  bnmanity  7 
A.  No :  For  the  Godhead  is  immutable. 
Q.  27.  How  is  he  then  become  man  7 

A.  By  assuming  the  human  nature  into  a  personal  union  witb  his  divine. 

Q.  2s.  Did  he  then  bring  his  human  nature  from'  heaven  7 

A.  No :  but  he  took  it  on  him  of  the  Virgin  Mary,  by  the  operation  of  the 
Holy  Ghost,  and  is  thus  become  like  unto  us  his  Dretnren  in  all  things,  sin 
excepted,  Heb.  2. 17.  and  4. 15. 

Q.  29.  Why  is  he  called  Jesus,  that  is.  Saviour  ? 

A.  Because  he  saves  his  people  from  their  sins. 

Q.  30.  Is  there  no  other  Saviour  / 

A.  No :  for  there  is  none  other  name  under  heaven  given  aro<mg  men, 
whereby  we  must  be  saved,  than  in  the  name  of  Jesus,  Acts  4.  12. 

Q.  31.  Why  is  he  called  Christ,,  that  is.  Anointed  ? 

A.  Because  he  was  anointed  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  ordained  by  God 
the  Father,  to  be  our  chief  Prophet,  our  only  High  Priest,  and  our  eternal 
Khig. 

Q.  32.  What  then  hath  Jesus  Christ  done  to  save  us  7 

A.  He  has  suffered  for  us,  was  crucified  and  died,  was  buried,  and  de- 
scended into  hell ;  that  is,  he  suffered  the  torments  of  hell,  and  thus  became 
obedient  to  his  Father,  that  he  might  deliver  us  from  the  temporal  and 
eternal  punishment  due  to  sin. 

Q.  33.  In  which  nature  hath  he  suffered  this  ? 

A.  Only  in  his  human  nature,  thai  is,  in  soul  and  body. 

Q.  34.  What  hath  then  his  Godhead  contributed  hereto  ? 

A.  His  Godhead,  by  its  power,  in  such  wise  strengthened  the  assumed 
human  nature,  that  it  could  bear  the  burden  of  God's  wrath  against  sin,  and 
deliver  us  from  it. 

Q.  35.  Did  Christ  then  remain  under  the  power  of  death  ? 

A.  No:  but  he  rose  from  the  dead  the  ihii^  day  for  our  justification, 
Rom.  4.  25. 

Q.  36.  Where  is  Christ  now,  as  to  his  human  nature  7 

A.  He  is  ascended  into  heaven,  and  sits  at  ilic  right  hand  of  God  the 
Father;  that  is.,  exalted  in  the  highest  glory,  fiir  above  all  creatures,  Eph.  1 
20,  21. 

Q.  37.  To  what  end  is  he  there  so  highly  exalted  ? 

A.  Particularly  that  he  might  from  thence  govern  his  church,  and  there 
be  our  intercessor  with  the  Father. 

Q.  38.  la  he  not  with  as  then  evan  unto  the  end  of  the  world,  as  he  hath 
jmmised  us,  Mat.  28. 207 
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A.  Wilh  mpect  to  his  Godhead.  mij&^,  gnoe  and  apirit.  he  is  nerer 
Bibaeatfian  ua;  but  with  respect  to  his  human  nature,  he  reauuna  in  beaTeo, 
until  he  shall  come  again  to  judge  the  quick  and  the  dead. 

Q.  39.  What  do  you  believe  coacemimf  the  Holv  Ghoatf 

A.  That  he  is  the  true  and  oo^temal  God  with  the  Father  and  Son :  and 
Umt  ne  being  given  to  ne  of  the  Father  thnui^  Christ,  regenerates  me  and 
leads  me  into  all  truth,  comforts  ne,  and  will  abide  virith  me  for  ever. 

Q.  40.  What  belie  vest  thou  0Qncemin|f  the  Holy  Cadiolic  Church? 

A.  That  the  Son  of  God  gathers  by  his  word  and  spirit  out  of  the  whole 
human  race,  those,  who  are  chosen  to  eternal  life,  to  be  a  church  to  him* 
self;  of  which  I  believe  I  am  and  always  shall  remain  a  living  member. 

Q.  41.  Where  doth  he  gather  his  church? 

A.  Where  God's  word  is  purely  preached,  and  the  holy  sacraments  admiii* 
istered  according  to  the  institution  of  Christ 

Qp  42.  What  benefits  doth  Christ  bestow  on  his  church  ? 

A.  He  grants  her  remission  of  sins,  the  KBurrectkm  (mT  the  flesh,  and  eter- 
nal Ufe. 

Q.  43.  What  doth  it  profit  thee  now  that  thou  believest  all  this  ? 
A.  That  I  am  righteous  in  Christ  before  God,  Rom.  5. 10. 
Q.  44.  How  art  thou  righteous  before  God  ? 
A.  Only  by  a  true  faith  in  Jesus  Christ 

Q.  45.  How  is  it  to  be  understood  that  thou  art  justified  by  &ith  only? 

A.  Thus :  that  the  perfect  satisfaction,  and  righteousness  of  Christ  ahme 
are  imputed  to  me  of  God,  by  which  my  sins  are  forgiven  me,  and  I  become 
an  heir  of  everlasting  life ;  and  that  I  cannot  receive  that  righteousness  by 
any  other  means  than  by  faith. 

Q.  46.  Why  cannot  our  good  works  be  our  righteousness  before  God,  or 
some  part  thereof? 

A.  Because  even  our  best  works  in  this  life,  are  imperfect  and  polluiad 
with  sins. 

Q.  47.  Do  our  eood  works  then  merit  nothing,  which  yet  God  will  reward 
in  this  and  in  a  future  life  ? 
A.  This  reward  is  not  given  out  of  merit  but  of  grace. 
Q.  48.  Who  workclh  that  faith  in  thee  ? 
A.  The  Holy  Ghost. 
Q.  49.  By  what  means  ? 

A.  By  the  hearing  of  the  word  preached,  Rom.  10. 14-^7. 
Q.  50.  How  does  he  strengthen  that  feith? 

A.  By  the  same  word  preached,  and  by  the  use  of  the  holy  Sacraments. 
Q.  51.  What  are  the  sacraments? 

A.  They  are  holy  signs  and  seals  instituted  by  God,  thereby  to  assure  us, 
that  he  of  grace  grants  us  remission  of  sins,  and  life  eternal,  for  the  sake  of 
that  one  sacrifice  of  Christ  finished  on  the  cross. 

Q.  52.  How  many  sacraments  hath  Christ  instituted  in  the  new  testa- 
mem? 

A.  Two :  holy  baptism,  and  the  holy  supper. 
Q.  53.  Which  is  tne  outward  sign  in  ba{>tism  ? 

A.  The  water,  with  which  we  are  baptized  in  the  name  of  the  Father, 
and  of  the  Son.  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost 

Q.  54.  What  doth  that  signify  and  seal  ?  . 

A.  The  washing  away  of  sins  hry  the  Wood  and  spirit  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Q.  65.  Where  hath  Christ  promised  and  assured  us  of  ihist 

A.  In  the  institution  of  baptism ;  which  is  as  follows,  "  Go  ye  mto  all  the 
world,  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creoture.  He  that  believeth  and  is 
baptized  shall  be  saved,  but  he  that  believeth  not.  shall  be  damned." 

Q.  56.  Are  infants  also  to  be  baptized  ? 

A.  Yes:  for  thoy,  as  well  as  the  adult  are  comprehended  in  the  covenant 
of  God,  and  in  his  church. 

Q.  57.  What  is  the  outward  sign  in  the  Lord's  supper? 

A.  The  broken  bread  that  we  eat  and  the  poured  out  vvine,  which  we 
4rink,  in  remembrance  of  the  sufferings  and  death  of  Christ 

Q.  58.  What  is  thereby  signified  and  sealed  ? 

A.  That  Christ  with  his  crucified  body  and  shed  Wood,  feeds  and  nour- 
iahea  onr  souls  to  everlasting  life. 
Q.  59.  Where  hath  Christ  promised  sueh  things  \o\m\ 
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A.  I»iiw  iMlitote  of  liw  iMmopper,  <

Since  we  are  Mived  merely  of  grace  through  Chriot,  why  mutt  wo 
tiien  yet  do  good  wortu  ? 

A.  Not  to  merit  heaven  thereby  (which  Chritt  hath  doneO  bat  because 
thit  it  commanded  me  of  God. 

Q.  65.  What  purpoee  then  do  your  good  worfct  antwerl 

A.  That  I  may  thereby  tettify  my  thankfulnett  to  God  ibr  all  hit  benefit!, 
aud  that  he  may  be  alonfied  by  me ;  and  that  alto  I  may  be  anured  of  the 
sincerity  of  my  faitn,  by  good  works,  as  the  fruits  thereof,  and  that  my 
neighbours  may  be  edified  thereby  and  gained  to  Christ. 

Q.  G6.  Shall  they  also  be  savea  who  do  no  good  works  ? 

A.  No:  For  the  ecripture  saith,  that  neither  Ibmicatora,  nor  idolaters,  nor 
adutterei»,  nor  whoremongers,  nor  thieves,  nor  covetous,  nor  dmiilLardB,  nor 
revilers,  nor  robbers,  nor  such  like,  shall  inherit  the  kingdom  of  God,  1  Cor 
6.  0,  and  10,  unless  they  turn  to  the  Lord. 

Q.  67.  Wherein  doth  the  conversion  a[  man  consist  ? 

A.  In  a  hearty  repentance,  and  avoiding  of  tin,  and  in  an  earnest  desirf^ 
aAer,  and  doing  all  good  works. 

Q.  68.  What  are  good  works? 

A.  Only  those,  which  proceed  from  a  true  &ith ;  are  done  according  lo 
the  law' of  God,  and  to  his  glory;  and  not  those,  which  are  founded  on 
human  institutions,  or  on  our  own  imaginations. 

Q.  69.  Can  they,  who  are  converted  to  God,  perfectly  keep  the  law  ? 

A.  Not  at  all :  but  even  the  most  holy  men,  as  long  as  they  ore  in  ihi? 
life,  have  only  a  small  beginning  of  thit  obedience;  yet  so.  that  they  with 
a  sincere  resolution  begin  to  live  not  only  according  to  some,  but  acroidbv 
to  all  the  coramandmeott  of  God,  at  they  abo  cofittantly  pray  to  God  that 
Mey  may  daily  increase  therein. 

Q.  W..  To  whom  mmt  via  fwy  Iw  tbkX  . 
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'  .  A.  Nol  tom^  erwtave,  but  to  God  nlone,  wlio  can  helpm,  and  will  hear 
M  for  Jmum  CuriM's  mkm. 

Q,  71.  In  whoee  name  must  we  pray  to  God  ? 

A.  Only  in  the  name  of  Christ,  John  16. 33.  and  not  in  the  name  of  any  aainta, 
Q.  72.  What  must  we  pray  to  God  for? 

A.  For  all  things  neooesnry  for  soul  and  body,  which  Christ  oar  Lord  hfl» 
maprned  in  that  pmyer,  he  himself  has  taught  ns. 
Q.  73.  What  are  the  words  of  that  prayer  ? 

A.  Our  Father  wbicb  aft  i»  heaven,  hallowed  be  thy  name.  Thy  king' 
dom  eome.  Thy  will  be  done  on  earth,  as  it  is  in  beaven.  Give  us  this  day 
oar  daily  bread.  And  ibrgivcf  us  our  debts  as  we  forgive  our  debton,  and 
lead  us  not  into  temptation,  but  deliver  us  from  evil.  For  thine  is  the 
kingdom,  and  the  power,  and  the  glory,  Rtr  ever.  Ameiu 

Q.  74.  What  do  3^0  desire  of  God  in  this  prayer  f 

A.  1.  That  all  things  which  tend  to  the  glory  of  God,  may  be  promoted, 
and  whatsoever  is  repugnant  thereto,  or  contrary  to  his  will,  may  be  pre- 
vented. 2.  That  he  may  provide  me  with  all  things  necessary  for  the  body, 
and  as  to  my  soul,  preserve  me  from  all  evil,  which  might  m  any  wise  be 
detrimental  to  mv  salvation.  Amen. 

When  those  wno  are  inclined  to  become  members  in  full  communion  of 
the  church,  and  to  approach  the  Holy  Supper  of  the  Lord,  thoroughly  know 
and  confess  these  fundamental  truths,  they  are  then  to  be  asked  whether 
^y  have  any  doubt  in  any  point  concerning  the  doctrine ;  to  the  end  they 
mav  be  satisned :  and  in  case  any  of  them  should  answer  in  the  affirmative, 
cniaeavoun  must  be  used  to  convince  them  from  the  scriptures ;  and  if  satis- 
fied, they  must  be  asked  whether  they  have  experienced  the  power  of  the 
troth  in  their  hearts,  and  are  willing  and  desirous  to  be  saved  by  Jesus  Christ 
fjpom  their  Mns ;  and  whether  they  propose,  by  the  grace  of  God,  to  persevere 
ia  this  doctrine,  to  forsake  the  world,  and  to  lead  a  new  Christian  life. 

Lastly,  they  are  to  be  asked,  whether  th^y  will  submit  themselves  to  the 
Christian  discipline. 

Which  being  done,  they  are  to  be  exhorted  to  peace,  love  and  concord 
with  all  men,  and  to  reconciliation,  if  there  is  any  variance  subsisting  be- 
tween them  and  their  neighbours.

ARTICLE  I. 

7%a<  there  is  one  only  God, 

We  all  believe  with  the  heart,  and  confess  with  the  mouth,  that  there  » 
one  only  shnple  and  spiritual  Being,  which  we  call  God  ;  and  thot  he  is  eter- 
nal, incomprehensible,  invisible,  immutable,  infinite,  almighty,  perfectly  wise, 
just,  good,  and  the  overflowing  fountain  of  all  good. 

II.  Bi/  what  means  God  is  made  known  unto  us. 
We  know  him  .by  two  means:  first,  by  the  erection,  preservation  and  go- 
vernment of  the  universe ;  which  is  before  our  eyes  as  a  most  elegant  book, 
wherein  all  creatures,  ^reat  and  small,  are  ns  so  many  characters  leading  us  to 
contemplate  the  invisiUe  things  of  God,  namely,  his  eternal powtr  and  God- 
keadf  as  the  apostle  Paul  saith,  JRom.  i.  20.  All  which  things  are  aM^<c\«(v\ 
tp  oonvinpe  men^ottd  Ifave  them  without  excoae.

V.  Fhm  whence  do  the  Holy  Scriptures  derive  their  dignity  tmd  authority. 

We  receive  all  these  booka,  and  these  only,  as  hdy  and  canonical,  for  die 
regulation,  foundation,  and  confirmation  of  our  faith  ;  believing  withoat  any 
doubt,  all  things  contained  in  them,  not  so  much  because  the  church  receives 
and  approves  them  as  such,  but  more  especially  because  the  Holy  Gboit 
witnesseth  in  our  hearts,  that  they  are  from  God,  whereof  they  carry  ibe 
evidence  in  themselves.  For  the  very  blind  are  able  to  perceive  that  tlis 
things  foretold  in  them  aie  fulfilling. 

VI.  T%e  dijerence  between  the  eanomcal  and  apoeryphtd  looks. 

We  diatingaish  thoee  sacred  books  from  the  apocryphal ;  viz.  the  Hiiid 
and  fourth  book  of  Esdras.  the  books  of  Tobias,  Judith,  Wisdom,  Jesus 
rach,  Baruch,  the  appendix  to  the  book  of  Esther,  the  song  of  the  three 
Children  in  the  Furnace,  the  history  of  Susannah,  of  Bell  and  the  Dragon* 
the  prayer  of  Manasses,  and  the  two  books  of  Maccabees.  All  which  dtt 
church  may  read  and  take  instruction  from,  so  far  as  they  agree  with  die 
canonical  books  ;  but  they  are  ftr  from  having  such  power  and  efficaqfi 
as  that  we  may  firom  their  testimony  confirm  any  pomt  of  fhith.  or  of  die 
Christian  religion ;  mach  less  detract  from  the  aothorily  of  the  other  »- 
cred  books. 

Vn.  The  sujkieney  of  the  Holy  Scriptares,  to  be  the  only  rule  of  faith. 

We  believe  that  thoM  holy  scriptures  fully  contain  the  will  of  God,«rf 
that,  whatsoeverman  ought  to  believe,  unto  salvation,  is  sufficiently  traabt 
therein.  For  aince  the  whole  manner  of  worship,  which  God  requires  ofw 
is  mitten  in  them  aC  large,  it  is  unlawful  for  any  qm,  though  an  aposiK 
otherwise,  thaa  we  are  now  taught  in  the  holy  aeriptarea :  Nay,  tk&m 
I  am  anatifrtm  hravcn,  aa  the  aoostle  PhnI  aaitk  Wat,  sinoe'it  is 
l,f0  AMinitoor  tol»  oajayttii^tliMigfmOAwwf 
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^bf  mdwitiy  appmr,  ttiat  the  doctrine  thereof  is  most  perfect  and  complete 
in  til  tmpeetM.  Nmtfaer  may  we  compare  any  writings  ol  men,  though  ever 
wo  boljt  with  thoee  divine  scriptures,  nor  ought  we  to  compare  custom  or 
the  great  multitude,  or  antiquity,  or  succession  of  limes  or  persons,  or  couii' 
•ils,  decrees  or  smtutes,  with  the  truth  of  Xjiod,  for  the  truth  is  above  all  ; 
Ibr  all  men  are  of  themselves  lian*  and  more*  vain  than  vanity  itself:  There- 
fera.  we  reject  with  ail  our  hearts,  whatsoever  doth  not  agree  with  this  in- 
illiible  rule,  which  the  apostles  have  taught  us,  saying,  try  the  spirits  whe- 
ther they  are  of  Ood.  Likewise,  ij  there  come  an y  unto  you,  and  bring  not  this 
doctrine,  receive  kirn  not  into  your  house. 

^       VIII.  7!^  God  is  one  in  essence,  yet  nevertheless  distinguished  in 
three  persons. 

According  to  this  truth  and  this  word  of  God,  we  believe  in  one  only  God, 
^ho  is  <Mie  single  essence,  in  which  are  three  persons,  really,  truly,  and  eter- 
nally distinct,  according  to  their  incommunicable  properties ;  namely,  the 
Father,  and  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost.  The  Father  is  the  cause,  origin 
and  beginning  of  all  things,  visible  and  invisible ;  the  Son  is  the  word,  wis- 
dom, and  image  of  the  Father;  the  Holy  Ghost  is  the  eternal  power  and 
might,  proceeding  from  the  Father  and  the  Son.  JNevertheless  God  is  not  * 
by  this  distinction  divided  into  three,  since  the  holy  scriptures  teach  us,  that 
ibe  Father,  and  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  (ihost  have  each  his  personality,  dis- 
tiDguished  by  their  properties ;  but  m  such  wise  that  these  three  persons 
are  but  one  only  God.  Hence  then,  it.is  evident,  that  the  Father  is  not  the 
SiMi,  nor  the  Son  the  Father,  and  likewise  the-Holy  Ghost  is  neither  the  Fa- 
ther nor  the  Son.  Nevertheless  these  persons  thus  distinguished  are  not  di- 
vided, nor  intermixed :  For  the  Father  hath  not  assumed  the  flesh,  nor  hath 
tfie  Holy  Ghost,  but  the  Son  only.  The  Father  hath  never  been  without 
hia  Son.  or  without  his  Holy  Ghost.  For  they  are  all  three  co-eternal  and 
00- essential.  There  is  neither  first  nor  last:  for  they  are  all  three  one,  in 
tmttif  in  power,  in  goodness,  and  in  mercy. 

IX.  J^c  proof  of  tite  foregoing  article  of  the  trinity  of  persons  in  one  Ood. 

All  this  we  know,  as  well  from  the  testimonies  of  holywrit,  as  from  their 

Sierations,  and  chiefly  by  those  we  feel  in  ourselves.  The  testimonies  of 
e  holy  scriptures,  that  teach  us  to  believe  this  holy  trinity,  are  written  in 
many  places  of  the  old  testament,  which  are  not  so  necessary  to  enumerate, 
as  to  choose  them  out  with  discretion  and  judgment.  In  Genesis,  chap.  i. 
36,  S7,  God  saith :  Let  us  make  man  in  our  image,  after  our  likeness,  ^c. 
So  Ood  created  man  in  his  own  image,  male  and  female  created  he  them.  And 
Gen.  iii.  22.  Behold,  the  man  has  bwome  as  one  of  us.  From  this  saying,  let 
UM  make  man  in  our  image,  it  appears  that  there  are  more  persons  than  one  in 
the  Godhead :  and  when  he  saith,  Gotl  create:!,  signifies  the  unity.  It  is 
tme  he  doth  not  say  how  many  persons  there  are.  but  that,  which  appears 
to  us  somewhat  obscure  in  the  old  testament,  is  very  plain  in  the  new. 

For  when  our  Lord  was  baptized  in  Jordan,  the  voice  of  the  Father  was 
lieaxd,  saying,  this  is  my  beloved  Son The  Son  was  seen  in  the  water,  and 
the  Holy  Ghost  appeared  in  the  shape  of  a  dove.  This  form  is  also  insti- 
tuted by  Christ  in  the  baptnm  of  ail  oelievers.  Baptize  all  nations,  in  the 
name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Cihost  In  the  Gospel  of 
JjaSfBf  the  angel  Gabriel  thus  addressed  Mary,  the  mother  of  our  lord, 
J%e  Holy  Ghost  shaU  come  upon  Otee,  and  the  power  of  the  highest  shall 
overshadow  tAes,  iker^ore  also  that  holy  thing,  which  shall  he  horn  (tf  thee, 
Jtalihe  called  the  Son  of  God:  likewise,  the  Grave  of  our  Lord  Jtsus 
Christ,  and  the  love  of  God,  and  the  communion  of  the  Holy  Ghost  be 
with  vou.  And  there  are  three  that  bear  record  in  Heaven,  the  Father, 
^e  Word,  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  these  three  are  one.  In  all  which 
places  we  are  fully  taiight,  that  there  are  three  persons  in  one  only  divine 
Qsaence.  And  although  this  doctrine  fer  surpasses  all  human  understand- 
ing;  nevertheless  we  now  believe  it  by  means  of  the  word  of  God,  but 
expect  hereafter  to  enjoy  the  perfect  knowledge  and  benefit  thereof  in 
beeven.  Moreover  we  must  observe  the  particular  offices  and  operationa 
of  these  three  persons  towards  us.  The  Father  is  called  our  Creator,  by 
Ua*  power;  the  Son  is  our  Saviour  and  redeemer,  by  his  bUMd\>2Gk!^ 
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Holy  Ghost  is  our  ssnctifier,  by  his  dwelling  in  oar  hi&uU.  This  doedlBfg^ 

of  tne  holy  trinity,  hath  ah\-ays  been  defended  and  maintained  by  the  tm^Jiorti 
church,  since  the  tiroes  of  the  apostles,  to  this  verjr  day,  asainst  the  Je¥i^|,(i^ 
Mahometans,  ond  some  false  Cliristians  and  heretics,  as  Marcion,  Bfan«L|A^ 
Praxcas,  Subelliiin,  Samosatenus,  Arius,  and  such  hke,  who  have  heflijj^ 
justly  condemned  by  the  orthodox  fiuhers.  Thereibre,  in  this  point,  we  dil«H 
willinjKly  receive  the  three  creeds,  namely,  that  of  die  Apostles,  of  Niotb  fe  i 
and  of  Athanosius :  Likewise  that,  which,  conibnnable  Iherannio,  is  agnad  im 
upon      the  ancient  Others.  1 1 

X.  T/tal  Jfsus  Chriit  is  true  and  eternal  Ood.  fn 

We  belieTe  that  Jesus  Shrist,  according  to  his  divine  nature,  is  dis 
only  begotten  Son  of  God  begotten  from  eternity,  not  made  nor  created, 
(for  then  he  should  be  a  creature)  but  co-essential  and  co-etemal  with  die  *< 
Father,  the  expretm  image  of  his  person^  and  the  brightnefs  qf  his  gforfi  * 
equal  unto  him  in  uU  things.  Who  is  the  Son  of  God,  not  only  from  the  Ibm  ^ 
that  he  assumed  our  nature,  but  from  all  eternity,  as  these  testimoniei^  " 
wlien  compared  tc^ther.  teach  us.  Moses  saith,  that  CU)d  created  the  worU;  ~, 
and  John  saith,  tliat  alt  things  were  made  by  that  vcord,  which  he  caUeth  \  *' 
(!od :  And  the  Apostle  saith,  that  God  made  the  worlds  by  his  Son.  like- 
wise, Uiai  Gud  created  all  things  by  Jesus  CArist.— Thenelbre  it  must  needs  I 
Ibllow,  that  he,  who  is  called  God,  the  Word,  the  Son,  and  Jesus  Chrirt,  did  1 1 
exist  at  that  time  when  all  things  were  created  by  him.  Thereibre  die  i 
prophet  Micah  saith,  his  goings  forth  have  beenfrom  qf  eld,  from  eeerhifiafc  i 
And  the  apostle;  he  haUi  neither  beginning  of  days,  nor  emd  i^  ltfe:Vm  j 
therefore  is  that  true  eternal,  and  dmigh^  God,  whom  we  invom».  wofr  i 
diip,  and  serve.  i 

XI.  That  the  Holy  Ghost  is  true  and  eternal  Ood. 

We  believe  and  confess  also,  that  the  Holy  Ghost,  fiom  eternity,  pn^ 
ceeds  from  the  Father  and  Son ;  and  therefore  neither  is  made,  created,  nor 
begotten,  but  only  proceedeth  from  both ;  who  in  order  is  the  third  person  of 
ibe  holy  trinity of  one  and  the  same  essence,  majesty  and  glcwy  with  tibe 
Father,  and  the  Son :  and  therefore,  is  the  true  and  eternal  uod,  as  the 
holy  scripture  teaches  ub. 

XII.  Of  the  Creation. 

We  believe,  that  the  Father,  by  the  word,  that  is,  by  his  Son,  hadk 
created  of  nothing,  the  heaven,  the  earth,  and  all  creatures,  as  it  seemed 
good  unto  him,  {giving  unto  every  creature  its  being,  shape,  form,  and  Reversl 
offices  to  serve  its  Creator.  That  he  doth  also  still  uphold  and  govern  them 
his  eternal  providence,  and  infinite  power,  for  the  service  of  mankind, 
to  the  end  that  man  may  serve  his  God.  He  hath  also  created  the  angeb 
good,  to  be  his  messengers,  and  to  serve  his  elect ;  some  of  whom  are  fiiTlen 
from  that  excellency,  in  which  God  created  them,  into  everlasting  perdition :. 
and  the  others  have,  by  the  grace  of  God,  remained  steadfast  oma  continued 
in  their  primitive  state.  The  devils  and  evil  spirits  are  so  depraved,  that 
they  are  enemies  of  God  and  every  good  thing,  to  the  utmost  of  their  power, 
as  murderers,  watching  to  ruin  the  church  and  every  member  tnereoC 
and  by  their  wicked  stratagems  to  destroy  all :  and  are  therefore,  by  their 
own  wickedness,  adjudged  to  eternal  damnation,  daily  expecting  their  hor- 
rible torments.  Therefore  we  reject  and  abhor  the  error  af  the  Sadducees. 
who  deny  the  existence  of  spirits  and  angels :  and  also  that  of  the  Msni- 
chees,  wfio  assert  that  the  devils  have  their  origin  of  themselves,  and  that 
they  are  wicked  of  their  own  nature,  without  having  been  corrupted. 

XIII.  Of  Divine  Providence. 

We  believe  that  the  same  God,  afler  he  had  created  all  things,  did  not 
forsake  them,  or  give  them  up  to  fortune  or  chance,  but  that  he  rules  and 
governs  them,  according  to  his  holy  will,  so  that  nothing  happens  in  tldi 
world  without  his  apix>intment :  nevertheless,  God  neither  is  the  author aC 
oor  can  be  charged  with  the  sins  which  cue  committed.  For  hia  power  «mt 
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^goodiKM  is  so  great  and  inconmrehensible,  that  he  orders  and  executes  hia 
*^vork  in  the  most  eicellent  ana  just  manner,  even  then,  when  devils  and 
^<wiicked  men  act  ui\justly.  And,  as  to  what  he  doth  surpassing  human 
Jtaderatandin^,  we  will  not  curiously  inquire  into,  farther  th^n  our  capacity 
W^riSL  admit  ol ;  but  with  the  greatest  humility  and  reverence  adore  the  right- 
'  «MM  jud^ents  of  God,  which  are  hid  from  us,  contentins  ourselves  mat 
'  we  are  dnciples  of  Christ,  to  learn  only  those  thiiigs  which  ne  has  revealed 
'  Hiia  in  his  word,  without  transgressing  these  limits.  This  doctrine  aflbrda 
OS  unspeakable  consolntion,  since  we  are  taught  thereby,  that  nothing  can 
befidl  us  bv  chance,  but  by  the  direction  of  our  most  gracious  and  heavenly 
Father ;  who  watches  over  us  with  a  paternal  care,  keeping  all  creatures  so 
:  nder  his  power,  that  not  a  hair  of  our  head  (for  they  are  all  numbered)  nor 
.  t  ^Murrow  can  foil  to  the  ground,  without  the  will  of  our  Father,  in  whom 
WB  do  entirely  trust,  being  persuaded,  that  he  so  restrains  the  devil  and  all 
our  enemies,  that  without  his  will  and  permission,  they  cannot  hurt  us.  And 
Ikmfore  we  reiect  that  damnable  error  of  the  Epicureans,  who  say  that 
God  regards  nothing,  but  leaves  all  things  to  chance. 

XfV.  Of  the  creation  and  faU  of  Afon,  and  his  incapacity  to  perform  what  it 
i  truly  good. 

"  We  believe  that  God  created  man  out  of  the  dust  of  the  earth,  and  made 
I  wA  Ibnned  him  after  his  own  image  and  likeness,  good,  righteous,  and  holy, 
'  eqiable  in  all  things  to  will,  agreeably  to  the  will  of  God.  But  being  in 
hoDour,  he  understmd  it  not,  neither  knew  his  excellency,  but  wilfully  sub- 
jMtBd  himself  to  sin,  and  consequently  to  death,  and  the  curse,  nving  ear 
to  the  words  of  the  devil.  For  the  commandment  of  life,  whicti  he  had 
leeeived,  he  trairagressed :  and  by  sin  separated  himself  from  God,  who  was 
ha  true  life,  having  corrupted  his  whole  nature ;  whereby  he  made  himself 
fitUe  to  corporal  and  spiritual  death.  And  being  thus  become  wicked, 
perverse,  ana  corrupt  in  all  bis  ways,  he  hath  lost  all  his  excellent  gifte, 
whiiHi  he  had  received  from  God,  and  only  retained  a  few  remains  thereof, 
which,  however,  are  sufficient  to  leave  man  without  excuse ;  for  all  the  hg^t 
which  is  in  us  is  changed  into  darkness,  as  the  scriptures  teach  us,  saying: 
IV  figAZ  thineth  in  darkness,  and  the  darkness  compr^endeOt  it  not :  where 
■  St  John  calleth  men  darkness.  Therefore  we  reject  all  Uiat  is  taught  re- 
,  fngnant  to  this,  concerning  the  free  will  of  man,  since  man  is  but  a  slave  to 
■n ;  and  has  nothing  of  himself,  unless  it  is  given  him  from  heaven.  For 
who  may  presume  to  boast,  that  he  of  himself  can  do  any  good,  since  Christ 
«ith,  no  man  can  come  to  me,  except  the  Father,  tohidt  hath  sent  me,  draw 
km  f  Who  will  glory  in  his  own  will,  who  understands,  that  to  be  camaUy 
■inded,  as  enmity  a^nst  God  ?  Who  can  speak  of  his  knowledge,  since 
Ae  natural  man  receiveth  not  the  things  of  the  spirit  of  God  t  In  short,  who 
dare  suggest  any  thoughts,  since  he  knows  that  we  are  not  sufficient  of  our- 
selvea  to  think  any  thmg  as  of  ourselves,  but  that  our  sufficiency  is  of  God  ? 
And  therefore  what  the  apostle  saith  ought  justly  to  be  held  sure  and  firm, 
Aef  Ood  worlxlh  in  us  boin  to  will  and  to  do  of  his  good  pleasure.  For  Uiere 
ii  no  will  nor  understanding,  conformable  to  the  divine  will  and  imderstand- 
'wf^  but  what  Christ  hath  wrought  in  man :  which  he  teaches  us,  when  he 
rniAk,  without  me  ye  can  do  nothing. 

XV.  Of  original  Sin. 

Wo  believe  that,  through  the  disobedience  of  Adam,  original  sin  is  extend- 
ed  to  all  mankind;  which  is  a  corruption  of  the  whole  nature,  and  an 
4iereditary  disease,  wherewith  infonts  tnemselves  are  infected  even  in  their 
mother's  womb,  and  which  produceth  in  man  all  sorts  of  sin.  being  in  him 
M  a  root  thereof ;  and  therefore  is  so  vile  and  abominable  in  the  sight  of 
God,  that  it  is  sufficient  to  condemn  all  mankind.  Nor  is  it  by  any  means 
aboliriied  or  done  away  by  baptism ;  since  sin  always  issues  forth  from  this 
wofal  source,  as  water  from  a  fountain ;  notwithstanding  it  is  not  imputed 
to  the  children  of  God  unto  condemnation,  but  by  his  grace  and  mercy  is 
ioKiven  them.  Not  that  they  should  rest  securely  in  sin,  but  that  a  sense 
ef  mbi  corrupiion  should  make  believers  often  to  sign,  desiring  to  be  delivered 
fiwi  tkia  hoa^  of  death.  Wherefore  we  reject  the  error  of  the  Pelagiamii 
who  assert  that  nm  proceeds  only  from  imitation.

Thorc  eoj^^  we 
Am  (in  oppoiition  to  the  hereby  of  the  Anabaptjsta,  who  deny  tbor  Chrut 
amumed  numan  fleah  of  hia  mother)  that  Chtvt  w  beocnna  a  partakir  of 
the  fleah  and  bk>od  of  thie  children ;  that  he  ii  a^fenit  of  liia  Joiai  of  Vm 
after  the  fleah ;  made  of  the  aeed  of  David 

of  the  womb  of  the  Virgin  Mary,  made  of  CHH^BMHHIBBH.^ 

a  shoot  of  the  root  of  JesRe ;  sprung  from  the  tribe  of  Judah ;  deacended 
firom  the  Jews  according  to  the  fl^ :  of  the  seed  of  Abraham,  since  he 
took  upon  him  the  seed  of  Abraham,  **  and  became  like  unto  lua  brelhreii 
in  all  things  sin  excepted so  that  in  truth  he  ia  our  Jmmanusl,  that  ii  to 
aay,  God  with  us. 

XIX.  Of  the  union  and  ditiinction  of  tks  two  ncrturet  m  the  paraom  of 
ChruL 

We  believe  that  by  this  conception,  the  person  of  the  Son  ia  inaepaiably 
united  and  connected  with  the  human  nature;  so  that  there  are mC two 
Sons  of  God,  nor  two  persons,  but  two  natures  united  in  one  aingle  pemo : 
yet,  that  each  nature  retains  its  own  distinct  properties.  As  then  the  divine 
nature  hath  always  remained  uncreated,  without  beginning  of  daya  or  end 
of  life,  filling  heaven  and  earth :  so  also  hath  the  human  nature  not  loititB 


properties,  but  remained  a  creature,  having  beginning  of  daya,  1  „  _ 

nnite  nature,  and  retaining  all  the  properties  of  a  real  body :  And  though 
he  hath  bv  hia  resurrection  given  immortality  to  the  same,  iiuveitlielemnf 
faath^not  changed  the  reality  of  hia  human  nature ;  for  aa  much  m  our  flal> 
vadon  and  resurrection  also  depend  on  the  reality  of  hia  body.  But  these 
two  natures  are  so  closely  united  in  one  peieon,  that  they  were  not  8epan^ 
ed  even  by  his  death.  Therefore  that,  which,  be  when  dyiiq^  commended 
into  the  hands  of  hia  Father,  was  a  real  human  spirit,  departing  from  hii 
body :  But  in  the  mean  time  the  divine  nature  always  remained  united 
with  the  human,  even  when  he  lay  in  the  grave :  And  the  Godhead  did 
not  cease  to  be  in  him,  any  more  linn  it  did  when  he  Was  an  in&nt,  thooili 
itdid  not  so  clearly  manifest  ilaelf  for  a  while.   Wherefore  we  <  * 


*hathe  is  very  Gon;  and  veay  Man;  very  God  by  hia  power  to  eaoqun 
jmOi;  and  very  man  that  he  might  die  fof  im  accoidinff  tothe  infirmi^ef 


hia  flesh. 
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XX.  7^  M  kaAmmnifealed  his  justice  and  mercy  in  Christ. 

We  believe  that  God,  who  h  perfectly  merciful  and  just,  sent  his  Son  to 
aasume  that  nature,  in  which  the  disobedience  was  committed,  to  make  sa- 
lii&ction  in  the  same,  and  to  bear  the  jiunishment  of  sin  by  his  moet  bitter 
passion  and  death.  God  therefore  maniftMed  his  justice  against  hii  Son, 
when  he  laid  our  iniquities  upon  him,  and  poured  forth  his  mercy  and  good- 
nem  on  ua,  who  were  guilty  and  worthy,  of  damnation,  out  of  mere  and 
iMBrfect  love,  giving  his  Son  unto  death  for  us,  and  raising  him  for  our  jus- 
tification, that  through  him  we  might  obtain  immortality  and  life  eternal. 

XXI.  Of  the  satin/action  of  Christ,  our  only  high  priest,  /or  us. 

We  bDlieve  that  Jesus  Christ  is  ordained  with  an  oath  to  be  an  everlast- 
inff  high  priest,  after  the  order  of  Melchisedec.  Who  had  presented  him- 
telf  in  our  behalf  before  his  Father,  to  appease  his  wrath  by  his  full  satis- 
ftetion,  by  offering  himself  on  the  tree  of  the  cross,  and  pounng  out  his  pre- 
cious Mood  to  purge  away  our  sins ;  as  the  prophet  had  foretold.  For  it  is 
written,  *'  be  was  wounded  for  our  transgressions,  he  was  bruised  for  our 
iniquities :  the  chastisement  of  our  peace  was  upon  him,  and  with  his  stripew 
we  are  healed  :  He  was  brought  as  a  lamb  to  the  slaughter,  and  numbered 
wUh  the  transgressors and  condemned  by  Pontius  Puate  as  a  malefactor, 
tboogh  he  had  first  declared  him  innocent.  Therefore,  he  restored  that 
which  he  took  not  away,  and  sufR>red  the  just  for  the  unjust,"  as  well  in 
hia  body  as  soul,  feeling  the  terrible  punishment  which  our  sins  had  merit- 
ed ;  insomuch  "  that  his  sweat  became  like  unto  drops  of  blood  falling  on 
the  ground."  He  called  out,  *'  my  God,  my  God,  why  hast  thou  forsaken 
me  f '  And  hath  suffered  all  this  for  the  remission  of  our  sins. — Wherefore 
we  jostly  say  with  the  Apostle  Paul,  '*  that  we  know  nothing,  but  Jesus 
Chrnt,  and  nim  crucified ;  we  count  all  things  but  loss  and  dung  for  the 
.ezcellencv  of  the  knowledge  of  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord  in  whose  wounds 
we  find  all  manner  of  consolation.  Neither  is  it  necessary  to  seek  or  invent 
any  other  means  of  being  reconciled  to  God,  than  this  onlysacrifice,  once 
orored,  by  which  believers  are  made  perfect  for  ever.  This  is  also  the 
reason  why  he  was  called  by  the  angel  of  God,  Jesus,  that  is  to  say.  Sa- 
viour, because  he  should  save  his  people  from  their  sins. 

XXII.  Of  our  justification  through  faith  in  Jesus  ChrisL 

We  believe  that,  to  attain  the  true  knowledge  of  this  great  mystery,  the 
Holy  Ghost  kindleth  in  our  hearts  an  upright  faith,  which  embraces  Jesus 
Chnst,  with  all  his  merits,  appropriates  him,  and  seeks  nothing  more  besides 
him.  For  it  must  needs  follow,  either  that  all  things,  which  are  requisite 
to  our  salvation,  are  not  in  Jesus  Christ,  or  if  all  things  are  in  him,  that 
then  those,  who  possess  Jesus  Christ  through  faith,  have  complete  salva- 
tion in  Him.— Therefore,  for  anv  to  assert,  that  Christ  is  not  sufficient,  but 
that  something  more  is  required  besides  him,  would  be  too  gross  a  blasphe- 
my; for  hence  it  would  follow,  that  Christ  was  but  half  a  Saviour.  There- 
fore we  justly  say  with  Paul,  that  we  arejustifed  by  faith  alone,  or  by  faith 
wUkovi  toorks.  However,  to  speak  more  cleariy,  we  do  not  mean,  that  faith 
itself  justifies  us,  for  it  is  only  an  instrument,  vnth  which  we  embmce  Christ 
our  Righteousness.  But  Jesus  Christ,  imputing  to  us  all  his  merits,  and  so 
many  holy  works,  which  he  hath  done  for  us,  and  in  our  stead,  is  our 
Righteousness.  And  faith  is  an  instrument,  that  keeps  us  in  commumon 
with  him  in  all  his  benefits,  which,  when  become  ours,  are  more  than  suf 
fiicient  to  acquit  us  of  our  sins. 

XXIU.  That  ourjastincatim  consiss  in  the  forgiveness  of  sin,  and  the  impu- 
talion  of  ChrisCs  righteousness. 

We  believe  that  our  salvation  consists  in  the  remission  of  our  sins  for 
Jesus  Christ's  sake,  and  that  therein  our  righteousness  before  God  is  implied  : 
as  David  and  Paul  teach  us,  declaring  this  to  bo  the  happmess  of  man,  that 
God  imputes  righteousness  to  him  without  works.  And  the  same  apostle 
saith.  thai  we  are  justified  freely,  by  his  grace,  through  the  redemptton  wMch 
is  in  Jesus  Christ.   And  therefore  we  alwaj's  hold  fast  this  foutidatiftw 
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aiciibing  all  the  gkiiy  to  Ood,  humbling  ooraelvito  bHhre  him,  and  acknow- 
ledging ounelves  to  be  such  as  we  reidiy  are,  nvitfaont  piresumm^  to  trust 
in  any  thing  in  ourselves,  or  in  any  merit  of  ours,  relying  and  resting  upon 
the  obedience  of  Christ  crucified  alone,  which  becomes  oun,  when  we  oe> 
lieve  in  him:  this  is  sufficient  to  cover  all  our  iniquities,  and  to  give  ua 
confidence,  in  approaching  to  Gfld ;  freeing  the  conscience  of  fear,  terror, 
and  dread,  without  following  the  example  of  our  first  father,  Adam,  who, 
trembling,  attempted  to  cover  himself  with  fig-leaves. — And  verily,  if  we 
>hould  appear  before  God,  relying  on  ourselves,  or  on  any  other  creature, 
thougti  over  so  little,  we  should,  alas !  be  consumed.  Ana  therefore  every 
one  must  pray  with  David  ,*  O  Lord,  enter  not  into  judgment  with  thy  eer- 
vfiut :  for  in  thy  sight  shall  no  man  living  bejuitified. 

XXIV.  Of  Man's  acauitif  cation  and  good  voorkt. 

We  believe  that  this  true  faith  being  wrought  in  man  by  the  hearing  of 
the  word  of  God,  and  the  operation  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  doth  regenerate  and 
make  him  a  new  man,  causing  him  to  live  a  new  life,  and  freeing  him  from 
the  bMidaga  of  sin— Therefore  it  is  so  far  from  being  true,  that  this  justify- 
ing faiih  makes  men  remiss  in  a  pious  and  holy  lite,  that  on  the  contrary 
without  it  they  would  never  do  any  thing  out  of  love  to  God,  but  cmly  oat 
uf  selPlove  or  fear  of  damnation.  Therefore  it  is  impossiUe  that  this  holy 
faith  can  be  unfruitful  in  man :  for  we  do  not  speak  of  a  vam  fiuth,  but  of 
such  a  &ith,  which  is  coiled  in  scripture,  a  faith  that  workelh  by  love,  which 
excites  man  to  the  practice  of  those  works,  which  God  has  commanded  in 
his  word.  Which  works,  as  they  proceed  from  the  good  root  of  faith,  are 
^ood  and  acceptable  in  the  sight  of  God,  for  as  much  as  they  are  all  nnctt- 
lied  by  his  grace :  Howbeit  they  are  of  no  account  towards  our  justificatioQ. 
For  it  is  by  faith  in  Christ  that  we  are  justified,  even  before  we  do  (^ood 
works,  otherwise  they  could  not  be  ^ood  works,  any  more  than  the  fruit  of 
a  tree  can  be  good,  before  the  tree  itself  is  good.  Therefore  we  do  good 
worfcs,  but  not  to  merit  by  them,  (for  what  can  we  merit)  nay,  we  are  be- 
lioidcn  to  God  for  the  good  works  we  do,  and  not  he  to  us,  since  it  is  he  that 
workelh  in  us  both  to  will  and  to  do  of  his  good  pleasure.  Let  us  therefore 
attend  to  w  hat  is  written,  when  ye  shall  have  done  all  those  things  which  are 
tommanded  you,  say  we  are  unprofitable  servants:  we  have  done  that  which 
was  our  duty  to  do.  In  the  mean  time,  we  do  not  deny,  that  God  rewards 
good  works,  out  it  is  through  his  grace  that  he  crowns  his  gifl&  Moreover, 
though  we  do  good  works,  we  do  not  found  our  salvation  upon  them ;  for 
we  can  do  no  work  hnt  what  is  polluted  by  our  flesh,  and  also  punishable ; 
and  although  we  could  perform  such  works,  still  the  remembrance  of  one 
sin  is  sufficient  to  make  (iod  reject  them.  Thus  then  we  should  always  be 
in  doubt,  tossed  to  and  fro  without  any  certainty,  and  poor  consciences  be 
continually  vexed,  if  they  relied  not  on  the  ments  of  the  sufiering  and  death 
of  our  &iviour. 

XXV.  Of  the  abolishing  of  the  Ceremonial  Law. 

We  believe,  that  the  ceremonies  and  figures  of  the  law  ceased  at  tne 
coming  of  Christ,  and  that  all  the  shadows  are  accomplished :  so  that  the  use 
of  them  must  be  abolished  amongst  Christians ;  yet  the  truth  and  substance 
of  them  remain  with  us  in  Jesus  Christ,  in  whom  they  have  their  comple- 
tion. In  the  mean  time,  we  still  use  the  testimonies  taken  out  of  the  law 
and  the  prophets,  to  confirm  us  in  the  doctrine  of  the  gospel,  and  to  regulate 
our  life  in  all  honesty,  to  the  glory  of  God,  according  to  his  will. 

XXVI.  Of  Christ's  intercession. 

We  believe  that  we  have  no  access  unto  Cod,  than  alone  through  the 
only  mediator  and  advocate  Jesus  Christ,  the  righteous,  who  therefore  be- 
came man,  having  united  in  one  person  the  divino  and  human  natures,  that 
we  men  might  have  access  to  the  divine  Majesty,  which  access  would 
otherwise  be  barred  against  us.  But  this  Mediator,  whom  the  Father  hath 
appointed  between  him  and  us,  ought  in  no  wise  to  affright  us  by  his  majes- 
ty, or  cause  us  to  seek  another  according  to  our  fancy.   For  there  n  no

creature  either  in  heaven  or  on  earth,  who  loveth  us  more  than  Jesiu  ^ 
Christ;  udko  though  he  ums  in  the  form  God,  yet  made  Mnudf  of  no  rtpur 
tation,  and  look  upon  him  the  form  of  a  man,  and  of  a  servant  for  u«,  and 
vxu  made  like  unto  his  br^ren  in  aU  things.  If  then  we  should  seek  for 
another  Mediator,  who  would  be  well  afiected  towards  us,  whom  could  we 
find,  who  loved  us  more  than  he,  who  lai4  down  his  life  for  us,  even  when 
we  were  his  enemies  ?  And  if  we  seek  for  one  who  hath  power  and  majest]^, 
who  is  there  that  hath  so  much  of  both  as  he  v^o  sits  at  the  right  hand  ^hts 
Father,  and  who  hath  all  power  in  heaven  and  on  earth  ?  And  who  will 
iRwner  be  lieard  than  the  own  well  beloved  Son  of  God  ?  Therefore  it  was 
•nly  through  distrust  that  this  practice  of  dishonouring  instead  of  honouring 
the  saints,  was  introduced,  doing  that,  which  they  never  have  done,  nor 
required,  but  have  on  the  contrary  steadfastly  rejected  according  to  their 
bounden  duly,  as  appears  by  their  writings.  Neither  must  we  plead  here 
our  unworthiness ;  for  the  meaning  is  not  that  we  should  offer  our  prayers 
to  God  on  account  of  our  ovim  unworthiness,  but  only  on  account  of  the  ex> 
cellency  and  worthiness  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  whose  righteousness  is 
become  ours  by  faith.  Therefore  the  apostle  to  remove  this  foolish  fear,  or 
rather  mistrust  from  us,  justly  saith,  that  Jesus  Christ  was  madefike  unto  his 
brethren  in  aU  things^  that  he  might  be  a  merciful  and  faithful  Atfft  priest,  to 
snake  reconciliation  for  the  sins  of  the  people.  For  in  that  he  mmsdf  hath 
steered,  being  tempted  he  is  able  to  succour  them  that  are  tempted ;  and  further 
1o  encourage  us,  he  adds,  seeing  then  that  we  have  a  great  high  priest,  that  is 
passed  into  the  heavens,  Jesus  the  Son  of  God,  let  ushold  fast  our  profesnon. 
For  we  have  not  an  high  priest  uAich  cannot  be  touched  udfh  the  feeling  of  our 
infirmities  ;  but  ums  in  all  points  templed  like  as  we  are,  yet  without  sin.  Let 
us  therefore  come  boldly  unto  the  throne  of  grace,  that  we  may  obtain  mercy, 
and  And  grace  to  help  in  time  of  need.  The  same  apostle  saith,  that  we  have 
hdaness  to  enter  into  the  holiest,  by  the  blood  of  Jesus ;  let  us  draw  near  (saith 
he)  with  a  true  heart  in  full  assurance  of faith,  Likewise,  Christ  hath  an 
unchangeable  priesthood,  wherefore  he  is  able  also  to  save  them  to  the  uttermost, 
that  come  unto  God  by  him,  seeing  he  ever  liveth  to  make  intercession  for  them. 
What  more  can  be  required  ?  since  Christ  himself  saith,  Jam  the  way,  and 
ihe  truth,  and  the  life ;  no  man  cometh  unto  the  Father  but  by  me.  To  what 
pariwse  should  we  then  seek  another  advocate,  since  it  hath  pleased  God, 
to  give  us  his  own  Son  as  an  advocate?  Let  us  not  forsake  him  to  take 
aiMMher,  or  rather  to  seek  after  another,  without  ever  being  able  to  find  him ; 
fx  God  well  knew«  when  he  gave  him  to  us,  that  we  were  sinners.  There- 
fore according  to  the  command  of  Christ,  we  call  upon  the  heavenly  Father 
throogh  Jesus  Christ  our  only  mediator,  as  we  are  taught  in  the  Lord's 
pnyer ;  being  assured  that  whatever  we  ask  of  Ihe  Fath^  in  hisname>  will 
oe  granted  us. 

XXVIL  Of  the  Catholic  Christian  Church. 

We  believe  and  profess  one  catholie  or  universal  church,  which  is  an  holy 
congregation  of  true  Christian  believen,  all  expecting  their  salvation  in 
Jesus  Christ,  being  washed  by  his  blood,  sanctified  and  sealed  by  the  Holy 
Ghost.  This  church  hath  been  from  the  beginning  of  the  world,  and  wifl 
be  to  the  end  thereof;  which  is  evident  from  this,  mat  Christ  is  an  eternal 
king,  which,  without  subjects,  cannot  he.  And  this  holy  church  is  preserved 
or  Mipported  by  God,  against  the  rage  of  the  whole  world ;  though  she  some- 
times (for  a  while)  appear  very  small,  and  in  the  eyes  of  men,  to  be  reduced 
to  nothing:  as  during  the  perilous  reign  of  Achab,  the  Lord  reserved  unto 
him  seven  thousand  men,  who  had  not  bowed  their  knees  to  Baal.  Further- 
iiKMre,  this  holy  church  is  not  confined,  bound,  or  limited  to  a  certain  place, 
or  to  certain  persons,  but  is  spread  and  dispersed  over  the  whole  world ;  and 
yet  is  joined  and  united  with  heart  and  will«  by  the  power  of  faith,  in  one 
and  the  Mune  spirit 

XXVIII.  That  every  one  is  bound  to  join  himself  to  the  true  Church.  ' 

We  believe,  since  this  holy  congregation  is  an  assembly  of  those  who  are 
wed,  and  tljAt  out  of  it  there  is  no  cnlvation,  that  no  peracMO.  oC  Yilttia»«^«x^ 
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■tote  or  condition  he  may  be,  ooght  to  withdraw  himaelf,  to  live  in  a  tepmtM 
■tate  from  it ;  but  that  all  men  are  in  duly  bound  to  join  and  unite  them- 
MelvBB  with  it ;  maintaining  the  unity  of  the  church ;  subraiuinff  Ihemaelvei 
fo  the  doctrine  and  disciptine  thereof;  bowine  their  necks  under  the  yoke 
of  Jesus  Christ ;  and  as  mutual  membenof  the  same  body,  serviw  to  the 
edification  of  the  brethren,  accoiding  to  the  talents  Cod  has  eiven  Ghem.— 
And  that  this  may  be  the  more  efifectually  observed,  it  is  the  duty  of  a]l 
believers,  according  to  the  word  of  God,  lo  separate  themtfBlvee  from  all 
thoee.  who  do  not  belong  to  the  church,  and  to  join  themselves  to  this  COrv- 
gregation,  wheresoever  (Jod  haih  established  it,  even  though  the  vaaem- 
t rates  and  edicts  of  princes  were  against  it ;  yea,  thouch  they  should  sinter 
death  or  any  other  corporal  punishment.  Therefore  all  those,  who  separate 
themselves  from  the  same,  or  do  not  join  themselves  to  it,  aet  ctrntniy  to 
the  ordinance  of  God. 

XXIX.  Of  the  marJu  <^  tke  trug  Church,  and  wherein  «Ae  dijjfer*  from  the 
fuUe  Church, 

We  believe,  that  we  ought  diligently  and  circumspectly  to  discern  from 
the  word  of  God,  which  is  the  true  church,  since  all  sects  which  are  in  the 
world  assume  to  themselves  the  name  of  the  church.  But  we  speak  not 
here  of  hypocrites,  who  are  mixed  in  the  church  with  the  good,  yet  are  not 
f>f  the  church,  though  externally  in  it :  but  we  say  that  the  body  and  com- 
raunion  of  the  true  church,  must  be  distinguished  from  all  sects,  who  call 
themselves  the  church.  The  marks,  by  which  the  true  church  is  known, 
are  these :  If  the  piire  doctrine  of  the  gospel  is  preached  therein ;  if  she 
maintains  the  pure  administration  of  the  sacraments  as  instituted  by  Christ ; 
if  church  discipline  is  exercised  in  pimishing  of  sin :  In  short,  if  all  things 
are  managed  according  to  the  pure  word  of  God,  all  things  contrary  thereto 
rejected  and  Jesus  Christ  acknowledged  as  the  only  head  of  the  church. 
Hence  the  true  church  may  certainly  be  known,  from  which  no  man  has  a 
right  to  separate  himself  With  respect  lo  thoee,  who  are  members  of  the 
church,  they  may  bo  known  by  the  marks  of  Christians,  namely,  by  faith ; 
and  when  they  have  received  Jesus  Christ  the  only  Saviour,  they  avoid 
sin,  follow  after  righteousness,  love  the  true  God  and  their  neighbour, 
neither  turn  aside  to  the  right  or  left,  and  crucify  the  flesh  with  the  works 
thereof  But  tliis  is  not  to  be  understood,  as  if  ihere  did  not  remain  in  them 
great  infirmities;  bin  theyfi^ht  against  them  through  the  spirit, all  the  da)-8 
of  their  life,  continually  taking  their  rel'ugc  to  the  blood,  death,  pa^ion,and 
obedience  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  "in  whom  they  have  remission  of 
sins,  through  faith  in  him.^'  As  for  the  false  church,  she  ascribes  more 
power  and  authority  to  herself  and  her  ordinances,  than  the  word  of  God, 
and  will  not  submit  herself  to  the  yoke  of  Christ — Neither  does  she  admi- 
nister the  sacraments,  as  appointed  by  Christ  in  his  word,  but  adds  to  and 
takes  I'roni  them,  as  she  thinks  proper;  she  relieth  more  upon  men  than 
upon  Christ ;  and  persecutes  those,  who  live  holily  according  to  the  word 
of  God,  and  rebuke  her  for  her  errors,  eovetousness,  and  idolatry.  These 
two  churches  are  easily  known  and  distinguished  from  each  other. 

XXX.  Concerning  the  government  of,  and  offices  in  the  Church. 

We  believe,  that  this  true  church  must  be  governed  by  the  spiritual 
])olicy,  which  our  Lord  halh  taught  us  in  his  word ;  namely,  that  there 
must  be  ministers  or  pastors,  to  preach  the  word  of  God,  and  to  administer 
the  sacraments ;  also  ciders  and  deacons,  who,  together  with  the  pastors, 
form  the  council  of  the  church :  that  by  these  means  the  true  religion  may 
lie  preserved,  and  the  true  doctrine  everywhere  propagated,  likewise  trans- 
gressors punished  and  restrained  by  spiritual  means ;  also  that  the  poor  and 
distressed  may  be  relieved  and  comforted,  according  to  their  necessities. 
By  these  means  every  thing  will  be  carried  on  in  the  church  with  good 
order  and  decency,  when  faithful  men  are  chosen,  according  to  the  rule 
prescribed  by  St.  Paul  in  his  epistle  to  Timothy. 

XXXI.  Of  the  Ministers,  Elders,  and  Deacons. 
We  believe,  that  (he  ministers  of  God's  ni-ord,  and  the  elders  and  de^ 
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cmtm,  oogfat  to  be  chosen  to  their  respective  offices  by^  a  Hawfal  election  by 
tbe  efanrch,  with  calling  upon  the  name  of  the  Lora,  and  in  that  order, 
which  the  word  of  God  teacbeth.  Therefore  every  one  must  take  heed, 
not  to  intrude  himself  by  indecent  means,  but  is  bound  to  wait  till  it  shall 
l^ease  God  to  call  him ;  that  he  may  have  testimony  of  his  calling,  uid  be 
certain  and  assured  that  it  is  of  the  Lord.  As  ibr  the  ministers  of  God's 
word,  they  have  equalljr  the  same  power  and  authority  wheresoever  they 
are,  as  they  are  all  ministerB  of  Christ,  the  onlv  universal  Bii^op,  and  the 
only  head  of  the  church.  Moreover,  that  this  noly  ordinance  of  God  nmy 
not  be  violated  or  slighted,  we  say  that  every  one  ought  to  esteem  the 
ministers  of  God's  word,  and  the  elders  of  the  cnurch,  veiy  highly  for  their 
work's  sake,  and  be  at  peace  with  them  without  nrannuiuig,  stnfe  or  con- 
Cention,  as  much  as  possible. 

XXXII.  Of  the  order  and  dixipUne  tf  the  Church. 

In  the  mean  time  we  believe,  though  it  is  ueefbl  and  beneficial,  that 
~  those,  who  are  rulers  of  the  church,  institute  and  establish  certain  oidi- 
Dances  among  themselves  for  maintaining  tbe  body  of  the  church ;  yet  they 
oa|[ht  studiously  to  take  care,  that  they  do  not  depart  from  those  things, 
which  Christ,  our  only  master,  hath  instituted.  And  therefoM^  we  reject 
all  human  inventions,  and  all  laws,  which  man  would  introdnee  into  the 
wordship  of  God,  thereby  to  bind  and  compel  the  conscience,  in  any  man- 
ner whatever.  Therefore  we  admit  only  of  that,  which  tends  to  nouiMi 
mod  preserve  concord,  and  unity,  and  to  keep  all  men  in  obedience  to  God. 
For  this  purpose,  excommunication  or  church  discipline  is  requisite,  with 
the  several  circumstances  belonging  to  it,  according  to  the  word  of  God. 

XXXIII.  Cf  the  sacramenis. 

We  believe,  that  our  gracious  God,  on  account  of  bur  weakness  and  in- 
firmities, hath  ordained  the  sacraments  for  us,  thereby  to  seal  unto  us  his 
promises,  and  to  be  pledges  of  the  good  will  and  grace  of  God  toward  us, 
and  also  to  nourish  and  strengthen  our  faith ;  which  he  hath  joined  to  tihie 
word  of  the  gospel,  the  better  to  present  to  our  senses,  both  ^t,  which  he 
signifies  to  us  by  his  word,  and  that  which  he  works  inwardly  in  our  hearts, 
thereby  assuring  and  confirming  in  us  the  salvation  which  he  imparts  to 
us.  For  thoy  are  visible  signs  and  seals  of  an  inward  and  invisible  thing, 
by  means  wnereof,  God  worketh  in  us  by  the  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 
'Fherefiire  the  si^  are  not  In  vain  or  insignificant,  so  as  to  deceive  us. 
For  Jesus  Christ  is  the  true  object  presented  by  them,  without  whom  they 
would  be  of  no  moment.  Moreover,  we  are  satisfied  with  the  number  of 
sacraments,  which  Christ  our  Lord  hath  instituted,  which  are  two  only, 
namely,  the  sacrament  of  baptism,  and  the  holy  supper  of  our  Lord  Jesui 
Christ. 

XXXIV.  Of  hdy  baptism. 

We  believe  and  confess  that  Jesus  Christ,  who  is  the  end  of  the  law,  bath 
made  an  end,  by  the  shedding  of  his  blood,  of  all  other  shedding  of  blood, 
which  men  could  or  would  make  as  a  (>ropitiation  or  satisfaction  fi>r  sin : 
and  that  he,  having  abolished  circumcision,  which  was  done  with  blood, 
hath  instituted  the  sacrament  of  baptism  instead  thereof;  by  which  we  are 
received  into  the  church  of  God,  and  separated  from  all  other  people  and 
strange  religions,  that  we  may  wholly  belong  to  him,  whose  ensign  and  ban- 
ner we  bear :  And  serves  as  a  testimony  unto  us,  that  he  will  for  ever  be  our 
aracious  God  and  Father.  Therefore  be  has  commanded  all  those,  who  are 
his,  to  be  baptized  with  pure  water,  "  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the 
Son,  and  of^  the  Holy  Ghost:"  'Thereby  signifying  to  us,  that  as  water 
washeth  away  the  filth  of  the  body,  when  poured  upon  it,  and  is  seen  on  the 
body  of  the  baptized,  when  sprinkled  upon  him ;  so  doth  the  blood  of  Christ, 
by  the  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  internally  sprinkle  the  soul,  cleanse  it 
from  its  sins,  and  regenerate  us  from  children  of  wrath  unto  children  of 
God.  Not  that  this  is  eflected  by  the  external  water,  but  by  the  sprinkling 
of  the  pcecious  bkxxt  of  the  Son  of  God ;  who  is  our  Red  Sea,  tbxoii^Qk 
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which  we  mut  pass,  lo  escape  the  uranny  of  Pharaoh,  that  iB,  the  deriJ^ 
and  to  eoter  into  the  spiritual  land  of  Canaan.  Therefore,  the  ministen,  on 
their  part,  administer  the  sacrament,  and  that  which  is  visible,  but  our  Lend 

EYeth  that  «%luch  is  signiiled  by  the  sacrament,  namely,  the  ffiAs  and  invisi- 
e  grace;  %%aslung,  cleansing  and  purging  our  souls  of  all  filth  and 
iinrighteousness ;  renewing  our  hearts,  and  filling  them  with  all  comfort; 
giving  unto  us  a  true  assurunce  of  his  fatherly  goodness ;  putting  on  us  the 
new  man,  and  putting  off*  the  old  man  with  all  his  deeds: — Therefore,  we 
MWiii.  that  every  man,  who  is  earnestly  studious  of  obtaining  life  eternal, 
-flight  to  be  but  once  baptized  with  this  only  baptism,  without  ever  repeat- 
ing the  same :  since  we  cannot  be  bora  twice.  Neither  doth  this  baptism 
oiuy  avail  us,  at  the  time  when  the  water  is  poured  upon  us,  and  received 
by  us,  but  also  through  the  whole  course  of  our  Ufe ;  therefore,  we  detest 
the  error  of  the  anabaptisls,  who  are  not  content  with  the  one  only  baptism 
they  have  ooce-«ceived,  and  moreover  condemn  the  baptism  of  the  infants 
of  believers,  whon  we  believe  ought  to  be  baptized  and  sealed  with  the 
sign  of  the  covenant,  as  the  children  in  Israel  fomerKr  were  circumcisai 
UDon  the  same  promises,  which  are  made  unto  our  children.  And,  indeed, 
Uhrist  shed  his  blood  no  less  for  the  washing  of  the  children  of  the  foithful, 
than  for  adolt  persons ;  and,  therefore,  they  ought  to  receive  the  sign  and 
sacrament  of  that,  which  Christ  hath  done  for  them ;  as  the  Lord  com- 
manded in  the  law,  that  they  should  be  made  partakers  of  the  sacrament 
of  Christ's  snfiering  and  death,  shortly  after  they  were  born,  by  oflering  for 
them  a  lamb,  which  was  a  sacrament  of  Jesus  Christ  Moreover,  what 
circumcision  was  to  the  Je/ps,  that  baptism  is  to  our  children.  And  for  this 
reason,  Paul  calls  baptism  the  circumcisioa  of  Christ 

XXXV.  Of  the  Holy  Supper  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

We  believe  and  confess  that  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ  did  ordain  and 
institute  the  sacrament  of  the  holy  supper,  to  nourish  and  support  those 
whom  he  hath  already  regenerated  ana  incorporated  into  his  family,  which 
is  his  church. — Now  those,  who  are  regenerated,  have  in  them  a  two-fold 
life,  the  one  corporal  and  temporal,  which  they  have  from  the  first  birtlu 
and  is  common  to  all  men:  the  other  spiritual  and  heavenly,  which  is  given 
them  in  their  second  birth,  which  is  effected  by  the  word  of  the  gospel,  in 
the  communion  of  the  body  of  Christ ;  and  this  life  is  not  common,  but  is 
peculiar  to  God's  elect  In  like  manner  God  hath  given  us,  for  the  support 
of  the  bodily  and  earthly  life,  earthly  and  common  bread,  which  is  subser- 
vient thereto,  and  is  common  to  all  men,  even  as  life  itself.  But  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  spiritual  and  heavenly  life,  which  believers  have,  he  hath  sent 
a  living  bread,  which  descended  from  heaven,  namely,  Jesus  Christ,  who 
nourishes  and  strengthens  the  spiritual  life  of  believers,  when  they  eat  him, 
that  is  to  say,  when  they  apply  and  receive  him  by  faith  in  the  spirit. — 
Christ,  that  he  might  represent  unto  us  this  spiritual  and  heavenly  bread, 
hath  instituted  an  earthly  and  visible  bread,  as  a  sacrament  of  his  body,  and 
wine  as  a  sacrament  of  his  blood,  to  testify  by  them  unto  us,  that,  as  cer- 
tainly as  we  receive  and  hold  this  sacrament  in  our  hands,  and  eat  and 
drink  the  same  with  our  mouths,  by  which  our  life  is  aAerwards  nourished, 
we  also  do  as  certainly  receive  by  faith  (which  is  the  hand  and  mouth  of 
our  soul)  the  true  body  and  blood  of  Christ  our  only  Saviour  in  our  souls,  for 
the  support  of  our  spiritual  life.  Now,  as  it  is  certain  and  beyond  all  doubt, 
that  Jesus  Christ  hath  not  enjoined  to  us  the  use  of  his  sacraments  in  vain, 
so  he  works  in  us  all  that  he  represents  to  us  by  these  holy  signs,  though  the 
manner  surpasses  our  understanding,  and  cannot  be  comprehended  by  us, 
as  the  operations  of  the  Iloly  Ghost  are  hidden  and  incomprehensible.  In 
the  meantime  we  err  not,  when  we  say,  that  what  is  eaten  and  drunk  by  ws 
is  the  proper  and  natural  body,  and  the  proper  blood  of  Christ.  But  the 
manner  of  our  partaking  of  the  same,  is  not  by  the  mouth,  but  by  the  spirit 
through  faith.  Thus  then,  though  Christ  always  sits  at  the  right  hand  of 
his  Father  in  the  heavens,  yet  doth  he  not  therefore,  cease  to  make  us  par- 
takers of  himself  by  faith.  This  feast  is  a  spiritual  table,  at  which  Christ 
communicates  himself  with  all  his  benefits  to  us,  and  gives  us  there  to  ei^jr 
both  himaelC  and  the  merits  of  his  sufierings  and  death,  nourithm^ 
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iMniii^  and  comfoitii^  oar  poor  comlbrtleM  souls,  by  the  eating^  of 
ih,  quickening  and  refreshing  them  by  the  drinking  of  his  blood, 
r,  though  the  sacraments  are  connected  with  l]ie  thmg  signified, 
leless  both  are  not  received  by  all  men :  the  ungodly  indeed  reoeiTee 
rament  to  his  condemnation,  but  he  doth  not  receive  the  truth  of  the 
ent  As  Judas  and  Simon  tfaiB  sorcerer,  both  indeed  received  the 
ent,  but  not  Christ,  who  was  si^ified  by  it,  of  whom  believen  only 
de  partakers.  Lastly,  we  receive  this  holy  sacrament  in  the  atMl- 
he  people  of  God,  with  humility  and  reverence,  keeping  up  aaOBpt 
oly  remembrance  of  the  death  of  Christ  our  Saviour,  with  Hnno  " 
:  making  there  confession  of  our  faith,  and  of  the  Christian  religion 
bre,  no  one  ought  to  come  to  this  table,  without  having  previously 
examined  himself ;  lest  by  eating  of  this  bread  and  drinking  of  this 
eat  and  drink  judgment  to  himself.  In  a  woid»  w  are  excited  by 
)  of  this  holy  sacrament,  to  a  fervent  love  towindi  Ckxl,  and  our 
3ur.  Therefore,  we  reject  all  mixtures  and  damnable  inventions, 
men  have  added  unto,  and  blended  with  the  sacraments,  as  proft- 
of  them :  and  affirm  that  we  ought  to  rest  satisfied  with  the  ordi-

XXXVI.    Of  Magistrate. 

3Glieve  that  our  gracious  God,  because  of  the  depravity  of  mankind, 
ppointed  kings,  princes,  and  magistrates,  willing  that  the, world 
De  governed  by  certain  laws  and  policies ;  to  the  end  that  the  disso^ 
3  of  men  mieht  be  restrained,  ana  all  things  carried  on  among  them 
>od  order  and  decency.  For  this  purpose  he  hath  invested  the  magis- 
ath  tlie  sword,/or  the  punishment  of  evil  doerSy  and  for  the  proleclion 

that  do  well.  And  their  office  is,  not  only  to  have  regard  unto,  and 
for  the  welfare  of  the  civil  state;  but  also  that  they  protect  the 
ministry ;  and  thus  may  remove  and  prevent  all  idolatry  and  false 
) ;  that  the  kingdom  or  antichrist  may  be  thus  destroyed,  and  the 
n  of  Christ  promoted.  They  must  therefore  countenance  the 
ing  of  the  word  of  the  gospel  every  where,  that  God  may  be

^er,  it  is  the  bounden  duty  of  every  one.  of  what  state,  quali^,  or 
m  soever  he  may  be,  to  subject  himself  to  the  magistrates;  to  pav 

to  show  due  honour  and  respect  to  them,  and  to  obey  them  in  all 
tvhich  are  not  repugnant  to  the  word  of  God ;  to  supplicate  for  them 
r  prayers,  that  God  may  rule  and  guide  them  in  all  their  ways,  and 
e  may  lead  a  quiet  ana  peaceable  life  in  all  sodliness  and  honesty, 
fore  we  detest  the  anat»ptists  and  other  seditious  people,  and  in 
I  all  those,  who  reject  the  higher  powers  and  magistrates,  and  would 
t  justice,  introduce  a  community  of  goods,  and  confound  that  decency 
3d  order,  which  God  hath  established  among  men. 

XXXVII.  Of  the  Lart  JudgmenL 
[y  we  believe,  according  to  the  word  of  God,  when  the  time 
ed  by  the  Lord  (which  is  unknown  to  all  creatures)  is  come,  and  the 
•  of  the  elect  complete,  that  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  will  come  from 
,  corporally  and  visibly,  as  he  ascended,  with  grreat  glory  and  majesty 
ure  himself  judge  of  the  quick  and  the  dead ;  burning  this  old  world 
•e  and  flame,  to  cleanse  it.  And  then  all  men  will  personally  appear 
this  great  judge,  both  men  and  women  and  children,  that  have  been 
e  beginning  of  the  world  to  the  end  thereof,  being  summoned  by  the 
F  the  archangel,  and  by  the  sound  of  the  trumpet  of  God.  For  all 
d  shall  be  raised  out  of  the  earth,  and  their  souls  joined  and. united 
leir  proper  bodies,  in  which  they  formerly  lived.  As  for  those,  who 
len  be  living,  they  shall  not  die  as  the  others,  but  be  changed  in  the 
ng  of  an  eye,  ana  from  corruptible,  become  incorruptible.  Then  the 
:hat  is  to  say  the  consciences)  shall  be  opened,  and  the  dead  judged 
og  to  what  they  shall  have  done  in  this  world,  whether  it  be  good 
Nay,  all  men  shall  give  an  account  of  every  idle  woid  they  have 
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•poken,  which  the  world  only  ooante  amoaeneni  and  jeH;  uad  Ihen  the 
aecrets  and  h3rpocria3r  of  men  shall  be  diaelaaed  and  laid  open  beinpa  aU. 
Aoi  therefore  the  conrideration  of  thia  judgment,  'm  juatly  tamUe  and 
dfMifol  to  the  wicked  and  ungodly,  bat  moat  deaiiable  and  oomibrtable  t» 
tha  righteous  aiid  the  elect :  because  then  their  ibU  deliv«ranee  shall  be 
perfected,  and  there  they  shall  receive  the  firmts  of  their  labour  and  trouble, 
which  they  have  borne.  Their  innocence  shall  be  known  to  all,  and  thev 
shall  see  the  terrible  vengeance  which  God  shall  execute  on  the  wicked, 
ulio  most  cruelly  persecuted,  oppressed,  and  tonnented  them  in  this  world ; 
■ad  who  shall  be  convicted  by  tne  testimony  of  their  own  consciences,  and 
baiiw  imuKNtal,  shall  be  tormented  in  that  everlasliog  fire,  which  is  prepared 
for  the  devil  and  bis  angela  But  on  the  contrary,  the  iaithiul  and  elect 
almll  be  crowned  with  gH>ry  and  honour ;  and  the  Son  of  God  will  confess 
their  names  before  God  his  Father,  and  his  elect  angels ;  all  tears  shall  be 
vriped  from  UMit  eyes ;  and  their  cause,  which  is  now  condemned  by  many 
joages  and  magistrates,  aa  heretical  and  impious,  will  then  be  known  to  lie 
the  cause  of  the  Son  of  God.  And  for  a  gracious  reward,  the  Lord  will 
cauae  them  topossess  such  a  glory,  as  never  entered  into  the  heart  of  man 
to  conceive.  Therefore  we  expect  that  grept  day  with  a  moat  ardent  desire, 
to  the  end  that  we  may  folly  eqjoy  the  pRMmsea  of  God  in  Chiist  Jeaua  our 
JLord.  Amen.

FIRST  HEAD  OF  DOCTRINE. 


Of  Divine  Predestination* 

Artide  I.  As  all  men  have  sinned  in  Adam,  lie  under  the  curse,  and  are 
otmoxious  to  eternal  death,  God  would  have  done  no  injustice  l:^  leaWng 
them  all  to  perish,  and  delivering  them  over  to  condemnation  on  account 
of  sin,  accoraing  to  the  words  of  the  apostle.  Rom.  iii.  19,  "  that  every 
mouth  may  be  stopped,  and  all  the  world  may  become  guilty  before  God.^' 
And  verse  23,  "  for  ail  have  sinned,  and  come  short  of  the  glory  of  God." 
And  Rom.  vi.  23,  "  for  the  wages  of  sin  is  death." 

Art.  II.  But  in  this  the  love  of  God  was  manifested,  that  he  sent  his  only 
beg;otten  Son  into  the  world,  that  whosoever  believeth  on  him  should  not 
l^erish,  but  have  everlasting  Hfe.   t  John  iv.  9.   John  iii.  16. 

Art.  111.  And  that  men  may  be  brought  to  believe,  God  mercifully  sends 
the  messengers  of  these  most  joyful  tidings,  to  whom  he  will,  and  at  what 
time  he  pleaseth ;  by  whose  ministry  men  are  called  to  repentance  and  faith 
in- Christ  crucified.  Rom.  x.  14, 15.  "  How  then  shall  they  call  on  him,  in 
whom  they  have  not  believed  ?  And  how  shall  they  believe  in  him 
whom  they  have  not  heard  ?  And  how  shall  they  hear  T^ithout  a  preacher? 
And  how  shall  they  preach  except  they  be  sent?" 

Art.  IV.  The  wrath  of  God  abideth  upon  those  who  believe  not  this 
gospel.  But  such  as  receive  it,  and  embrace  Jesus  the  Saviour  by  a  true 
and  living  faith,  are  by  him  delivered  from  the  wrath  of  God.  and  from 
destruction,  and  have  tne  gift  of  eternal  life  conferred  upon  them. 

Art.  V.  The  cause  or  guilt  of  this  unbelief  as  well  as  of  all  other  sina,  im 
no  wise  in  God,  but  in  man  himself:  whereas  fitith  in  Jesus  Christ,  «Mi 
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salvution  through  him  is  the  free  gift  of  God,  as  it  is  writltn,  '*  Bv  grace  ve 
are  saved  through  faith,  and  that  not  of  yourselves,  it  is  the  giit  of  Goa." 
Eph.  ii.  8.  "  And  unto  vou  it  is  given  in  the  behalf  of  Christ,  not  ool/  to 
believe  on  him,"  &c.  Phil.  i.  29. 

Art.  VI.  That  some  receix'lB  the  gift  of  faith,  from  God,  and  others  do 
not  receive  it,  proceeds  from  God's  eternal  decree,  *'  For  known  mito  God 
are  all  his  works  from  the  beginning  of  the  world.'*  Acts  xv.  18.  Eph.  i.  11. 
According  to  which  decree,  he  graciously  softens  the  hearts  of  the  elect, 
however  obstinate,  and  inclines  them  to  believe ;  while  he  leaves  the  non- 
elect  in  his  Just  judgment  to  their  own  wickedness  and  obduracy.  And 
herein  is  especially  displayed  the  profound,  ihe  merciful,  and  at  the  same 
time  the  righteous  discrimination  between  men,  equally  involved  in  ruin ; 
or  that  decree  of  election  and  reprobation,  revealed  in  the  word  of  God, 
which  though  men  of  perverse,  impure  and  unstable  minds,  wrest  to  their 
own  destruction,  yet  to  holy  and  pious  souls  aflMs  ampeakable  conso- 
lation. 

Art.  VII.  Election  is  the  unchangeable  purpose  of  God,  whereby,  before 
the  foundation  of  the  world,  he  hath,  out  of  mere  grace,  according  to  the 
sovereign  good  pleasure  of  his  own  will,  chosen,  from  the  whole  human 
race,  which  had  fallen  through  their  own  fault,  from  their  primitive  state 
of  rectitude,  into  sin  and  destruction,  a  certain  number  of  persons  to 
redemption  in  Christ,  whom  he  from  eternity  appointed  the  Mediator  and 
head  of  the  elect,  and  the  foundation  of  Salvation. 

This  elect  number,  though  by  nature  neither  better  nor  more  deserving 
than  others,  but  with  them  involved  in  one  common  misery,  God  hath  de- 
creed to  eive  to  Christ,  to  be  saved  by  him,  and  efiectually  to  call  and  draw 
them  to  his  communion  by  his  word  and  Spirit,  to  bestow  upon  them  true 
faith,  justification  and  sanctification ;  and  having  powerfully  preserved  them 
in  the  fellowship  of  his  Son,  finally,  to  glorify  them  fbr  the  demonstration  of 
his  mercy,  and  for  the  praise  of  the  riches  of  his  glorious  grace ;  as  it  is 
written,  "  According  as  he  hath  chosen  us  in  him,  hsfore  the  foundation  of 
the  world,  that  we  should  be  holy,  and  without  blame  before  him  in  love ; 
having  predestinated  us  unto  the  adoption  of  children  by  Jesus  Christ  to 
himself;  according  to  the  good  pleasure  of  his  will,  to  the  praise  of  the 
elory  of  his  grace,  wherem  he  hath  made  us  accepted  in  tne  beloved." 
Eph.  i.  4,  5,  6.  And  elsewhere,  "  Whom  he  did  predestinate,  them  he  also 
called,  and  whom  he  called,  them  he  also  justified,  and  whom  he  justified, 
them  he  also  glorified."   Rom-  viii.  90. 

Art.  Vin.  There  are  not  various  decrees  of  election,  but  one  and  the 
same  decree  respecting  all  those,  who  shall  be  saved,  both  under  the  old 
aod  new  testament :  since  the  scripture  declares  the  good  pleasure,  purpose 
and  counsel  of  the  divine  will  to  be  one,  according  to  which  he  haUi  chosen 
us  from  eternity,  both  to  grace  and  to  glory,  to  salvation  and  the  way  of 
salvation,  which  he  hath  ordained  that  we  should  walk  therein. 

Art.  IX.  This  election  was  not  founded  upon  foreseen  faith,  and  the 
obedience  of  faith,  holiness,  or  any  other  good  ouality  or  disposition  in  man, 
as  the  pre-requisite,  cause  or  condition  on  which  it  depended ;  but  men  are 
chosen  to  faith  and  to  the  obedience  of  faith,  holiness,  &c.  therefore  elec- 
tion is  the  fountain  of  every  saving  good  ;  from  which  proceed  faith,  holi- 
ness, and  the  other  gifts  of  salvation,  and  finally  eternal  life  itself,  as  its 
fruits  and  effects,  according  to  that  of  the  apostle.  "  He  hath  chosen  us 
(not  because  we  were)  but  that  we  should  be  holy,  and  without  blame, 
before  him  in  love."    Eph.  i.  4. 

Art.  X.  The  ^ood  pleasure  of  God  is  the  sole  cause  of  this  gracious  elec 
ticp;  which  dom  not  consist  herein,  that  God  foreseeing  all  possil^rqahli- 
ties  of  human  actions,  elected  certain  of  these  as  a  condition  of  samition  ; 
but  that  he  was  pleased  out  of  the  common  mass  of  sinners  to  adopt  some 
certain  persons  as  a  peculiar  people  to  himself,  as  it  is  written,  "  For  the 
children  being  not  yet  born,  neither  having  done  any  good  or  evil,"  &c. 
-  It  was  said  (namely  to  Rebecca)  the  elder  shall  serve  the  younger;  as  it 
{■  written,  Jacob  have  I  loved,  but  Esau  have  I  hated."  Rom.  iz.  11, 19, 
18.  "  And  as  many  as  were  ordained  to  eternal  life  believed"  K.^^&'n^«^SL 
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Art  XL  And  wGod  hiimelf  is  nuMt  wise,  unchangeable,  oniusdent  and 
oomipotent,  so  the  election  made  by  him  can  neither  be  interrupted  ix» 
ehaim),  recalled  or  annulled ;  neither  can  the  elect  be  cast  away,  nor  their 
nmnber  diminished. 

Art.  XII.  The  elect  in  due  time,  thoush  in  various  degrees  and  in  dif- 
ferent measures,  attain  the  assurance  of  this  their  eternal  and  unchangeable 
election,  not  by  inquisitively  pnring  into  the  secret  and  deep  things  of 
God ;  but  by  observing  in  themselves  with  a  spiritual  jov  and  holy  pleasure, 
the  infallible  fruits  of  election  pointed  out  in  the  word  of  God — such  ns  a 
true  faith  in  Christ,  filial  fear,  a  godly  sorrow  for  sin,  a  hungering  and 
thirsting  afler  righteousness,  &c. 

Art  XIII.  The  sense  and  certainty  of  this  election  afibrd  to  the  children 
of*  Ciod,  additional  matter  for  daily  humiliation  before  him,  for  adoring  the 
depth  of  his  mercies,  and  rendering  grateful  returns  of  ardent  love  to  him, 
who  first  manifested  so  great  love  towards  them.  The  consideration  of  this 
doctrine  of  election  is  so  far  from  encouraging  remissness  in  the  observance 
of  the  divine  commands,  or  from  sinking  men  in  carnal  security,  that  these, 
in  the  just  judgment  of  God,  are  the  usual  effects  of  rash  presumption,  or 
of  idle  und  wanton  trifling  with  the  grace  of  election,  in  those  who  refuse 
to  walk  in  the  ways  of  the  elect. 

AH.  XIV.  As  the  doctrine  of  divine  election  by  the  most  wise  counsel 
of  God,  was  declared  by  the  prophets,  by  Christ  hiinselff  and  by  the  apos- 
tles, and  is  clearly  revealed  in  the  scriptures  both  of  the  old  and  new  tes- 
tament ;  so  it  is  still  to  be  published  in  due  lime  and  place  in  the  church  of 
God,  for  which  it  was  peculiarly  designed,  provided  it  be  done  with  rever- 
ence, in  the  spirit  of  discretion  and  pie^,  for  the  glory  of  God's  most  holy 
name,  and  for  enlivening  and  comforting  his  people,  without  vainly  at- 
tempting to  investigate  the  secret  ways  of  the  Most  High. 

Art.  XV.  What  peculiarly  tends  to  illustrate  and  recommend  to  us  the 
eternal  and  unmerited  grace  of  election,  is  the  express  testimony  of  sacred 
scripture,  that  not  all,  but  some  only  are  elected,  while  others  are  passed  by 
in  the  eternal  decree ;  whom  God,  out  of  his  sovereign,  most  just,  irre- 
prehensible  and  unchangeable  good  pleasure,  hath  decreed  to  leave  in  the 
common  misery  into  which  they  have  wilfully  plunged  themselves,  and 
not  to  bestow  upon  them  saving  faith  and  the  grace  of  conversion;  but  per- 
mitting them  in  his  just  judgment  to  follow  their  own  ways,  at  last  for  the 
declaration  of  his  justice,  to  condemn  and  punish  them  for  ever,  not  only 
on  account  of  their  unbelief,  but  also  for  all  their  other  sins.  And  this  is 
the  decree  of  reprobation  which  by  no  means  makes  God  the  author  of  sin, 
(the  very  thought  of  which  is  blasphemy)  but  declares  him  to  be  an  awful, 
irreprehensible,  and  righteous  judge  and  avenger. 

Art.  XVI.  Those  who  do  not  yet  experience  a  lively  failh  in  Christ,  an 
assured  confidence  of  soul,  peace  of  conscience,  an  earnest  endeavour  afler 
filial  obedience,  and  glorying  in  God  through  Chnst,  efficaciously  wrought 
in  them,  and  do  nevertheless  persist  in  the  use  of  the  means  which  God 
hath  appointed  for  working  these  graces  in  us,  ought  not  to  be  alarmed  at 
the  mention  of  reprobation,  nor  to  rank  themselves  among  the  reprobate, 
but  diligently  to  persevere  in  the  use  of  means,  and  with  ardent  desires 
devoutly  and  humbly  to  wait  for  a  season  of  richer  grace.  Much  less  cause 
have  they  to  be  terrified  by  the  doctrine  of  reprol»tion,  who,  though  they 
seriously  desire  to  be  turned  to  God,  to  please  him  only,  and  to  be  delivered 
from  the  body  of  death,  cannot  yet  reach  that  measure  of  holiness  and 
faith,  to  which  they  aspire  ;  since  a  merciful  God  has  promised  that  he  will 
not  quench  the  smoking  flax,  nor  break  the  bruised  reed.  But  this  doctrine 
is  juidy  terrible  to  those,  who,  regardless  of  God,  and  of  the  Saviour  Jans 
Christ,  have  wholly  given  themselves  up  to  the  cares  of  the  world,  and 
the  pleasures  of  the  flesh,  so  long  as  they  are  not  seriously  converted  to 
God. 

Art.  XVII.  Since  we  are  to  judge  of  the  will  of  God,  from  his  word, 
which  testifies  that  the  children  of  believers  are  holy,  not  by  nature,  but  in 
▼iitue  of  the  covenant  of  grace,  in  which  they,  together  with  the  paienta. 
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m  oomprah€fided,  f^x^ljr  parents  have  no  reason  to  doubt  of  the  election 
and  salvatbn  of  their  cluldren,  whom  it  pleaseth  God  to  call  out  of  this  lift 
in  their  infancy. 

Art  X  VIU.  To  those  who  murmur  at  the  free  grace  of  election,  and  just 
severity  of  reprobation,  we  answer  with  the  aposde :  **  Nay,  but,  O  man* 
who  art  thou  that  repliest  against  God?"  Rom.  ix.  90.  And  quote  the 
language  of  our  Saviour,  **  Is  it  not  lawful  for  me  to  do  what  I  will  with 
mine  own?"  Mat  xx.  15.  And  therefore  with  holy  adoration  of  these 
mysteries,  we  exclaim  in  the  words  of  the  apostle  :  "  O  the  depth  of  the 
riches  both  of  the  wisdom  and  knowledge  of  God !  how  unsearchable  are 
his  judgments,  and  his  ways  past  finding  out !  For  who  hath  known  the 
mind  of  the  Lord,  or  who  hath  been  his  counsellor  ?  or  who  hath  first^iven 
to  him,  and  it  shall  be  recompensed  unto  him  again  ?  For  of  him.  and 
through  him,  and  to  him  are  all  things:  to  whom  be  glory  for  ever. — 
Amen." 


SECOND  HEAD  OF  DOCTRINE. 


Of  the  death  of  Christ,  and  the  redemption  of  men 
thereby. 

Art  I.  God  is  not  only  supremely  merciful,  but  also  supremely  just.  And 
his  justice  requires  (as  he  hath  revealed  himself  in  his  word)  that  our  sins 
committed  against  his  infinite  nuQesty  diould  be  punished,  not  only  with 
temporal,  but  with  eternal  punishments,  both  in  bod]^  and  soul ;  which  we 
cannot  escape,  unless  satis&ction  be  made  to  the  justice  of  God. 

Art  II.  Since  therefore  we  are  unable  to  make  that  satisfaction  in  our 
own  persons,  or  to  deliver  ourselves  from  the  wrath  of  God,  he  hath  been 
pleased  of  his  infinite  mercy  to  give  his  only  be^tten  Son,  for  our  suretv, 
who  was  made  sin,  and  became  a  curse  for  us  and  m  our  stead,  that  he  mig^t 
make  satis&ction  to  divine  justice  on  our  behalf. 

Art.  m.  The  death  of  the  Son  of  God  is  the  only  and  most  perfect  aaoB- 
fice  and  satis&ction  for  sin ;  is  of  infbfiito  worth  ana  value,  abundantly  mffi* 
dent  to  expiate  the  sins  of  the  whole  world. 

Art  IV.  This  death  derives  its  infinito  value  and  dignity  from  these  con- 
siderations ;  because  the  person  who  submitted  to  it  was  not  only  really 
man,  and  perfectly  holy,  but  also  the  only  begotten  Son  of  God,  of  the  same 
eternal  and  infinite  essence  with  the  Father  and  holy  Spirit,  which  qualifi- 
cations were  necessary  to  constitute  him  a  Saviour  tor  us ;  and  because  it 
was  attended  with  a  sense  of  the  wrath  and  curse  of  God  due  to  us  for  mn* 

Art  V.  MoMover  the  promise  of  the  gospel  is,  that  whosoever  believeth 
in  Christ  oraoified,  shall  not  perish,  but  have  everlasting  Ufe.  This  promise, 
together  with  the  command  to  repent  and  believe,  ought  to  be  declared  and 
published  to  all  nations,  and  to  ail  persons  prcaniscuously  and  without  dis- 
tinction, to  whom  God  out  of  his  good  pleasure  sends  the  gospel. 

Art  VI.  And,  whereas  many  who  are  called  by  the  gospel,  do  not  repent* 
nor  believe  in  Christ,  but  perish  in  unbelief;  this  is  not  ovring  to  any  defect 
or  insufficiency  in  the  sacnfice  offered  by  Christ  upon  the  cross,  but  is  virhol^ 
to  be  imputed  to  themselves. 

Art  VII.  Bat  as  many  as  truly  believe,  and  aire  deliipered  and  saved  fK>m 
sin  and  destruction  through  the  death  of  Christ,  are  indebted  for  this  beaefil 
solely  to  the  grace  of  God  given  them  in  Christ  from  ev/Brlasdng,  and  not  to 
aiii^merit  of  tneir  own. 

Art.  Vni.  For  this  was  the  sovereign  counsel,  and  most  gracious  will  audi 
purpose  of  God  the  Father,  that  the  quickening  and  saving  efficacy  of  the 
most  precious  death  of  his  Son  should  extend  to  all  the  elect,  for  bcwtowim 
upon  them  alone  the  gift  of  justifying  iaith,  thereby  to  bring  theminfalliMy 
ID  salvation:  that  is,  it  was  the  will  of  God,  that  Christ  by  the  blood  of  m 
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CRM,  whereby.  Iw  oonfirmed  the  new  coveotnt,  abould  efiectnsUy  redeem 
out  of  every  people,  tribe,  nation,  and  language,  all  thoae,  and  tlioee  oiiLy, 
who  were  from  eternity  cboeen  to  taivation,  and  given  to  him  by  the  Father; 
that  be  ihould  confer  upon  them  fiiith,  which  together  with  all  the  otbet 
easing  aifte  of  the  holy  Spirit,  he  parchaeed  for  them  by  his  decUdi ;  riiould 
purge  them  from  all  am,  both  original  and  actual,  whether  committed  before 
or  after  believin|^;  and  having  ^thfully  preserved  them  even  to  the  end, 
should  at  last  bring  them  fiee  from  every  spot  and  Uemish  to  the  enjoyment 
of  glory  ia  his  own  presence  for  ever. 

ArL  IX.  Hiis  purpose  proceeding  from  everlasting  love  towards  the 
elect,  has  from  the  iMsginoing  of  the  wxirld  to  this  day  been  powofulhr 
ncoomidished,  and  will  henceforward  still  continue  to  be  accom]diaheo, 
uotwithstandiog  all  the  inefiectoal  opposition  of  the  gates  of  hell :  so  that 
I  he  elect  in  due  time  may  be  gathered  together  into  one,  and  that  there 
never  may  be  wanting  a  church  composed  of  believers,  the  foundation  of 
which  is  laid  in  the  blood  of  Christ,  which  may  steadfostly  fove,  and  faith- 
fully 8cr\-e  him  as  their  Saviour,  who  as  a  bndegroom  for  his  bride,  laid 
down  his  life  for  them  upon  the  cross,  and  which  may  eelebrate  his  praises 
here  and  through  all  etermty. 


THIRD  AND  FOURTH  HEADS  OF  DOCTRINE. 


.  Of  the  corraption  of  man,  hia  conversion  to  God,  and 
the  manner  thereof* 

Art  I.  Man  was  originally  formed  after  the  image  of  God.  His  under- 
standing was  adorned  with  a  true  and  saving  knowledge  of  his  Creator,  and 
««f  spiritual  things;  his  heart  and  will  were  upright ;  all  his  aflections  pure; 
and  the  whole  Man  was  holy:  but  revolting  Irom  Cod  by  the  instigation  of 
the  devil,  and  abasing  the  freedom  of  his  own  will,  he  forfeited  these  ex- 
cellent gifts ;  and  on  the  contrary  entailed  on  himself  blindness  of  mind, 
horrible  darkness,  vanity  and  perverseness  of  judgment ;  become  wicked 
rebellious,  and  obdurate  in  heart  and  will,  and  impure  in  his  afiections. 

Arf.  II.  Man  after  the  fall  begat  children  in  his  own  likeness.  A  corrupt 
ftock  produced  a  corrupt  offipring.  Hence  all  the  posterity  of  Adam,  Christ 
only  excepted,  have  derived  corruption  from  their  original  Parent,  not  by 
imitation,  as  the  Pelagians  of  old  asserted,  but  by  the  propagation  of  a  vicious 
nature. 

Arf.  III.  Therefore  all  men  are  conceived  in  sin,  and  by  nature  children 
r>f  wrath,  incapable  of  any  saving  good,  prone  to  evil,  dead  in  sin,  and  in 
IxNidage  thereto;  and  without  the  regenerating  grace  of  the  Holy  Spirit, 
thev  are  neither  able  nor  willing  to  return  to  God,  to  reform  the  depravity 
of  their  nature,  nor  to  dispose  themselves  to  reformation. 

Art.  IV.  There  remain  however  in  man  since  the  fall,  the  glimmerings 
of  natural  light,  whereby  he  retains  some  knowledge  of  God,  of  natural 
things,  and  of  the  difi^rence  between  good  and  evil,  and  discovers  some 
regard  for  virtue,  good  order  in  society,  and  for  maintaining  an  orderly 
exteninl  deportment.  But  so  far  is  this  light  of  nature  from  bemg  suflicient 
to  bring  him  to  a  saving  knowledge  of  God,  and  to  true  conversion,  that  ho 
is  incapable  of  using  it  aright  even  in  things  natural  and  civil.  Nav 
firther,  this  light,  such  as  it  is,  man  in  various  ways  renders  wholly  polluted, 
and  holds  it  in  unrighteousness;  by  doing  which  he  beccMnes  inexcusable 
before  God. 

Art  V.  In  the  same  light  are  we  to  consider  the  law  of  the  decalogue, 
delivered  by  God  to  his  peculiar  people  the  Jews,  by  the  hands  of  Moses. 
For  though  it  discovers  the  greatness  of  sin,  and  more  and  more  convinces 
man  thereof,  yet  as  it  neither  points  out  a  remedy,  nor  imparts  strength  to 
ejUricate  him  from  misery*  ana  thus  being  weak  through  the  flesh,  leaves 
the  transgressor  under  the  curse,  man  cannot  by  this  law  obtain  saving 
grace. 
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Aft  VI.  Wbat  diereibre  neidier  |he  li|^t  of  natare,  nor  the  law  could  do, 
diat  God  perfomM  by  the  operation  of  his  holy  Spirit  through  the  woid  or 
minirtiy  of  reconciliation:  which  is  the  glad  tidings  ooocemingthe  Tilnwiah, 
^  means  whereoi;  it  hath  pleased  Ciod  to  save  such  as  believe,  as  well  under 
toe  qM,  as  under  the  new  testament 

Art  VII.  This  mystery  of  his  will,  God  discovered  to  but  a  small  number 
under  the  old  testament;  under  the  new,  he  reveals  himself  to  many,  with- 
out any  distinction  of  people.  The  cause  of  this  dispensation  is  not  to  be 
ascribed  to  the  superior  worth  ok'  one  nation  above  another,  nor  to  their 
making  a  better  use  of  the  light  of  nature,  but  results  wholly  fh>m  the  sove- 
reign good  pleasure  and  unmerited  love  of  God.  Hence  they,  to  whom  so 
great  and  so  gracious  a  blessing  is  communicated,  above  their  desert,  or 
nther  notwithstanding  their  demerits,  are  bound  to  acknowledge  it  wiUi 
humble  and  grateful  hearts,  and  with  the  apostle  to  adore,  not  curiously  to 
pcv  into  the  severity  and  justice  of  God's  judgments  displayed  in  others,  to 
wnom  this  grace  is  not  given. 

Art  Vin.  As  many  as  are  called  by  the  gospel,  are  unfeignedly  called. 
For  God  hath  most  earnestly  and  truly  declared  in  his  word,  what  will  be 
acceptable  to  him ;  namely,  that  all  who  are  called,  should  comply  with 
the  mvitation.  He  moreover  seriously  promises  eternal  life  and  rest,  to  as 
many  aa  shall  come  to  him,  and  believe  on  him. 

Art  IX.  It  is  not  the  fault  of  the  gospel,  nor  of  Christ  offered  therein, 
nor  of  God,  who  calls  men  by  the  gospel,  and  confers  upon  them  -various 
gifts,  that  those  who  are  called  by  the  ministry  of  the  wora,  refuse  to  come, 
and  be  converted :  the  fault  lies  in  themselves ;  some  of  whom  when  called, 
ie|;ardless  of  their  danger,  reject  the  word  of  life ;  others,  though  they  re- 
ceive it,  sufier  it  not  to  make  a  lasting  impression  on  their  heart ;  therefore, 
their  joy,  arising  only  from  a  temporary  faith,  soon  vanishes,  and  they  fUl 
away ;  while  others  choke  the  seed  of  the  word  bv  perplexing  cares,  and 
die  pleasures  of  this  world,  and  produce  no  fruit. — ^This  our  Saviour  teaches 
in  the  parable  of  the  sower.   Matt.  xiii. 

Art  X.  But  that  others  who  are  called  by  the  goepel,  obey  the  caU,  luid 
are  converted,  is  not  to  bo  ascribed  to  the  proper  exercise  of  free  4nll, 
whereby  one  distinguishes  himself  above  others,  equally  furnished  with 
grace  sufficient  for  faith  and  conversion,  as  the  proud  heresy  of  Pehigius 
maintains;  but  it  must  be  whplly  to  God,  who  as  he  hath  chosen  his  own 
fiom  eternity  in  Christ,  so  he  confers  upon  them  faith  and  repentance,  res- 
cues them  from  the  power  of  darkness,  and  translates  them  into  the  king- 
dom of  his  own  Son,  that  they  may  show  forth  the  praises  of  him,  who 
hath  called  them  out  of  darkness  into  his  marvellous  light ;  and  may  glofy 
wit  in  themselves,  but  in  the  Lord,  according  to  the  testimony  of  the  apos- 
tlea  in  various  places. 

Art  XT.  But  when  God  accomplishes  his  good  pleasure  in  the  elect,  or 
works  in  them  true  conversion,  he  not  only  causes  the  gospel  to  be  exter- 
nally preached  to  them,  and  powerfully  illuminates  their  minds  by  his  holy 
Snint,  that  they  may  rightly  understand  and  discern  the  things  of  the  Spirit 
or  God  ;  but  by  the  efficacy  of  the  same  reeenereting  Spirit,  pervades  the 
inmost  recesses  of  the  man ;  he  opens  the  closed,  and  soflens  the  hardened 
heart,  and  circumcises  that  which  was  uncircumcised,  infuses  new  quali- 
tiea  into  the  will,  which  though  heretofore  dead,  he  quickens,  from  being 
evil,  disobedient,  and  refractory ;  he  renders  it  good,  obedient  and  pliable ; 
■otoates  and  strengthens  it,  that  like  a  good  tree,  it  may  bring  forth  the 
firoitaof  good  actions. 

Art  XII.  And  this  is  the  regeneration  so  highly  celebrated  in  scripture 
and  deix>minated  a  new  creation ;  o  resurrection  from  the  dead ;  a  nmking 
alive,  which  God  works  in  us  without  our  aid.  But  this  is  no  wise  effected 
merely  by  the  external  preaching  of  the  gospel,  by  moral  suasion,  or  such  a 
mode  of  operation,  that  after  God  has  performed  his  part,  it  still  remains  in 
the  power  of  man  to  be  regenerated  or  not,  to  be  converted,  or  to  continue 
unconverted ;  but  it  is  evidently  a  supernatural  work,  most  powerlbl,  and. 
Mt  the  same  time  most  delightful,  astonishing,  myifte(k>\n  \SMAfa^^!a 
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not  infiBrior  in  effincy  to  creation,  or  the  resorrectioa  from  the  deed,  ai  the 
arripCare  inspired  by  the  author  of  this  work  declares;  so  that  all  in  whose 
heortB  God  works  in  this  marvellous  manner,  are  certainly,  infalliblv  and 
eflectoally  regenerated,  and  do  actually  believe.— Whereupon  the  will  thus 
renewed,  is  not  only  actuated  and  influenced  by  God,  but  in  consequence 
of  this  influence,  becomes  itself  active.  Wherefore  also,  man  is  himself 
rightly  said  to  believe  and  repent,  by  virtue  of  that  grace  received. 

Art.  XIII.  The  manner  of  this  operation  cannot  be  fully  comprehended 
by  believers  in  this  life.  IS'otwithstanding  which,  they  rest  satisfied  with 
knowing  and  experiencing,  that  by  this  grace  of  God  they  are  enabled  to 
believe  with  the  heart,  and  love  their  Saviour. 

Art.  XIV.  Faith  is  therefore  to  be  considered  as  the  gift  of  God,  not  on 
account  of  its  being  ofiered  by  God  to  man,  to  be  accepted  or  rejected  at  his 
pleasure ;  but  because  it  is  in  reality  conferred,  breathed,  and  infused  into 
nim ;  nor  even  because  God  bestows  the  power  or  abili^^  to  believe,  and 
then  expects  that  man  should,  by  the  exercise  of  his  own  free  will,  consmt 
to  the  terms  of  salvation,  and  actually  believe  in  Christ;  but  because  he 
who  worics  in  man  both  to  will  and  to  do,  and  indeed  all  things  in  all,  pro- 
duces both  the  will  to  believe,  and  the  act  of  believing  also. 

Art.  XV.  God  is  under  no  obligation  to  confer  this  grace  upon  any;  for 
iww  can  he  be  indebted  to  man,  who  had  no  previous  gift  to  oestow,  aS  n 
foundation  for  such  recompense  ?  Nay,  who  has  nothing  of  his  own  but  sin 
imd  falsehood  ?  lie  therefore  who  becomes  the  subject  of  this  grace,  owes 
eternal  gratitude  to  God,  and  gives  him  thanks  for  over.  Whoever  is  not 
made  partaker  thereof,  is  either  altogether  regardless  of  these  spiritual  gifts, 
and  satisfied  with  his  own  condition ;  or.  is  m  no  apprehension  of  danger, 
and  vainly  boasts  the  possession  of  that  which  he  has  not  With  respect  to 
those,  who  make  nn  external  profession  of  faith,  and  live  regular  lives,  wo 
are  bound  after  the  example  of  the  Apostle  to  judge  and  speak  of  them  in 
the  most  favourable  manner.  For  the  secret  recesses  of  the  heart  are  un- 
known to  us.  And  OS  to  others,  who  have  not  yet  been  called,  it  is  our  duty 
to  pray  for  them  to  God,  who  calls  the  things  that  are  not,  as  if  thev  were. 
But  we  are  in  no  wiso  to  conduct  ourselves  towards  them  with  haughiincss, 
as  if  we  hod  made  ourselves  to  diflcr. 

Art.  XVI.  But  as  man  by  the  fall  did  not  cease  to  be  a  creature,  endowed 
with  understanding  and  will,  nor  did  sin  which  pervaded  the  whole  race 
of  mankind,  deprive  him  of  the  human  nature,  but  brought  upon  him  de- 
pravity, and  spiritual  death ;  so  also  this  grace  of  regeneration,  does  not  treat 
men  as  senseless  stocks  and  blocks,  nor  takes  away  their  will  and  its  proper- 
ties, neither  does  violence  thereto;  but  spiritually  quickens,  heals,  corrects, 
and  at  the  same  time  sweetly  and  powerfully  bends  it :  that  where  carnal 
rebellion  and  resistance  formerl}!]  prevailed,  a  ready  and  sincere  spiritual 
obedience  begins  to  reign ;  in  which  the  true  and  spiritual  restoration  and 
freedom  of  our  will  consist.  Wherefore,  unless  the  admirable  author  of 
every  good  work  wrought  in  us,  man  could  have  no  hope  of  recovering  from 
his  fall  by  his  own  free  will,  l>y  the  abuse  of  which,  in  a  state  of  innocence, 
he  plunged  himself  into  ruin. 

Art.  XVII.  As  the  almighty  operation  of  God,  whereby  he  prolongs  and 
supports  this  our  natural  life,  Joes  not  exclude,  but  requires  the  use  of 
means,  by  which  God  of  his  infinite  mercy  and  goodness  hath  chosen  to  exert 
his  influence :  so  also  the  bcforementioned  supernatural  operation  of  God,  by 
which  we  are  regenerated,  in  no  wise  excludes,  or  subverts  the  use  of  the 
gospel,  which  the  most  wise  God  has  ordained  to  be  tho  seed  of  regenera- 
tion, and  food  of  the  £:oul.  Wlicrefbre  as  the  apostles,  and  teiichers  who 
succeeded  them,  piously  instructed  the  people  concerning  this  grace  of  God, 
to  his  glory,  and  the  abasement  of  all  prido,  and  in  the  mean  time  however 
neglected  not  to  keep  them  by  the  sacred  precepts  of  the  gospel  in  the  exer- 
cise of  the  word  sacraments  and  discipline :  so  even  to  this  day*  be  it  far 
from  either  instructors  or  instructed  to  presume  to  tempt  Cod  in  the  Church, 
by  separating  what  be  of  his  good  pleasure  hath  most  intimately  joined  to- 
gether.  For  grace  is  conferred  by  moans  of  admonitions ;  ana  the  more 
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readily  we  perform  our  daty,  the  more  eminent  luniany  «  this  bieaniw  of 
God  wwldng  in  ua,  and  the  more  directly  is  his  work  advanced ;  to  wnom 
alooe  all  the  gloiy  both  of  means,  and  their  saving  fruit  and  efficacy,  is  for 
ever  dae.  Amen. 


FIFTH  HEAD  OF  DOCTRINE. 


Of  the  Perseverance  of  the  Saints* 

Art  I.  Whom  God  calls,  according  to  his  purpose,  to  the  communion  of 
his  Son  our  Lord  Jesua  Christ,  and  regenerates  by  the  Holy  Spirit,  he  de- 
liveis  also  from  the  dominion  and  slavery  of  sin  in  this  life ;  though  not 
altogether  from  the  body  of  sin,  and  from  the  infirmities  of  Uie  flesh,  so  long 
as  they  continue  in  this  world. 

Art.  II.  Hence  spring  daily  sins  of  infirmity,  and  hence  spots  adhere  to  the 
best  works  of  the  suints ;  which  furnish  them  with  constant  matter  for  hu- 
miliation before  God,  and  flying  fur  refuge  to  Christ  crucified ;  for  mortifying 
the  flesh  more  and  more  by  the  spirit  of  prayer,  and  by  holy  exercises  of 

Siety ;  and  for  pressing  forward  to  (he  goal  of  porfbction,  till  being  at  length 
elivered  from  this  body  of  death,  they  are  brought  to  reign  with  the  Lamb 
of  God  in  heaven. 

Art  IIL  By  reason  of  these  remains i>f  indwelling  sin,  and  the  temptations 
of  sin  and  of  the  worid,  those  who  are  converted  could  not  persevere  in  a 
state  of  ^ce,  if  lef^  to  their  own  strength.  But  God  is  faithful,  who  having 
conferred  grace,  mercifully  confirms,  and  powerfully  preserves  them  therein, 
even  to  the  end. 

Art  IV.  Although  the  weakness  of  the  flesh  cannot  prevail  against  the 
power  of  God,  who  confirms  and  joreserves  true  believers  in  a  state  of  grace, 
yet  converts  are  not  always  so  influenced  and  actuated  by  the  Spirit  of  God, 
OS  not  in  some  particular  mstances,  sinfully  to  deviate  from  the  guidance  of 
diving  grace,  so  as  to  be  seduced  by,  and  comply  with  the  lusts  of  the  flesh ; 
thejr  must  therefore  be  constant  in  watching  and  prayer,  that  they  be  ndt 
led  into  temptation.  When  these  are  neglected,  they  are  not  only  liable  to 
bo  drawn  into  great  and  heinous  sins,  by  Satan,  the  world  and  the  flesh,  but 
sometimes  by  the  righteous  permission  of*  God  actually  fall  into  these  evils. 
This,  the  lamentable  fall  of  David,  Peter,  and  other  samts  described  in  holy 
scripture,  demonstrates. 

Art  V.  By  such  enormous  sins,  however,  they  very  highly  otkad  God, 
incur  a  deadly  guilt,  grieve  the  holy  Spirit,  interAipt  the  enercise  of  fiuth, 
*yery  grievously  wound  their  consciences,  and  sometimes  lose  the  sense  of 
Goq'b  favour,  for  a  lime,  until  on  their  returning  into  the  right  way  by  seri- 
ous repentance,  the  light  of  God*i  fatherly  countenance  again  shines  ujpan. 
diem. 

Art  VI.  But  God.  who  is  rich  ia  mercy,  according  to  his  unchangeable 
purpose  of  election,  does  not  wholly  withdraw  the  holy  Spirit  from  his  own 
people,  even  in  their  melancholy  fiills ;  nor  sufiers  them  to  proceed  so  flir  as 
to  lose  the  grace  of  adoption,  and  forfeit  the  state  of  justification,  or  to  com- 
mit the  sin  onto  death ;  nor  does  he  permit  them  to  be  totally  deserted,  and 
lo  plunge  themselves  into  everlasting  destruction. 

Art  VU.  For  in  the  first  place,  in  these  falls  he  preserves  in  them  the 
incorruptible  seed  of  regeneration  from  perishing,  or  being  totally  lost;  and 
again,  by  his  word  and  Spirit,  certainly  and  eflbctually  renews  ibem  to  re- 
pentance, to  a  sincere  ana  godiv  sorrow  for  their  sins,  that  I  hey  may  seek 
and  obtain  remission  in  the  blooa  of  the  Mediator,  may  agam  experience  the 
favour  of  a  reconciled  God,  throu£[h  (oith  adore  his  mercies,  and  hencefor 
ward  more  diligently  work  out  their  own  salvation  with  fear  and  trembling. 

Art  VIII.  Thus,  it  is  not  in  conseouence  of  their  own  merits,  or  strength, 
bat  of  God's  free  mercy,  that  they  do  not  totally  &U  ftom  fe^liKi  vcii  ^pM^' 
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nor  oootimie  and  penih  iiiiallv  in  their  backsUdinn;  which,  with  respect  ft 
tfaemeelves  i«  not  ooly  poaBibie,  bat  would  undoubtedly  haj[4)en;  bat  with 
MPpect  to  God,  it  m  utterly  impoauble*  lince  his  oouneel  cannot  be  chanced, 
nor  his  promiie  fail,  neither  can  the  call  accord  inff  to  hie  purpoee  be  reYoEed, 
nor  the  merit,  intercession  and  preservation  of  Christ  be  rendered  inefiec- 
tual,  nor  the  sealing  of  the  holy  Spirit  be  frustrated  or  obliterated. 

Art.  IX.  Of  this  preeenration  of  the  elect  to  salvation,  and  of  their  perse- 
verance in  the  faith,  true  believers  fur  themselves  may  and  do  obtain  assur- 
ance according  to  the  measure  of  their  faith,  whereby  they  arrive  at  the 
certain  persuasion,  that  they  ever  will  continue  true  and  living  members  of 
the  church ;  and  that  they  experience  forgiveness  of  sins,  and  will  at  last 
inherit  eternal  life. 

Art  X.  This  assurance,  however,  is  not  produced  by  any  peculiar  revel»> 
tkm  contrary  to,  or  independent  of  the  word  of  God ;  out  springa  from  ftith 
in  God's  promises,  which  he  has  most  abundantly  revealed  in  his  werd  for 
our  comfort;  ffom  the  testimony  of  the  holy  Spirit,  witnessing  with  our  spirit, 
that  we  are  children  and  heirs  of  God,  Rom.  viii.  16 ;  and  lastly,  from  a  seri^ 
ous  and  holy  desire  to  preserve  a  good  conscience,  and  to  perform  good 
works.  Ana  if  the  elect  of  God  were  deprived  of  this  solid  comfort,  that 
they  shall  finally  obtain  the  victory ;  and  of  this  infallible  pledge  or  earnest 
of  eternal  glory,  they  would  be  of  all  men  the  most  misemble. 

Art.  XI.  The  scripture  moreover  testifies,  that  believers  in  this  life  havo 
to  struggle  with  various  carnal  doubts,  and  that  under  ^evous  temptations 
they  are  not  always  sennble  of  this  full  assurance  of  faith,  and  certainty  of 
penevering.  Bnt  God,  who  is  the  Father  of  ail  consolation,  does  not  smer 
liiem  to  be  tempted  above  that  they  are  able,  but  will  with  the  temptation 
abo  make  a  way  to  escape,  that  they  may  be  able  to  bear  ft ;  1  Cor.  x.  19^ 
and  by  the  holy  Spirit  again  inspires  them  with  the  comfortable  assurance 
of  persevering. 

Art.  XII.  This  certainty  of  perseverance,  however,  is  so  far  from  exciting 
in  believers  a  spirit  of  pride,  or  of  rendering  them  carnally  secure,  that  oa 
the  contrary,  it  is  the  real  source  of  humility,  filial  reverence,  true  {Mety, 
patience  in  every  tribulation,  fervent  prayers,  constancy  in  suflerin|f,  and  m 
confessing  the  truth,  and  of  solid  rejoicing  m  God :  so  that  the  consideratioa 
of  tins  benefit  should  serve  as  an  incentive  to  the  serious  and  constant  prao- 
tice  of  gratitude  and  good  works,  as  appears  from  the  testimonies  of  scriptufe^ 
and  the  examples  of  the  saints. 

Art.  XIII.  Neither  does  renewed  confidence  of  perseverinff  produce  licen- 
tiousness, or  a  disregard  to  piety  in  those  who  are  recovered  irom  backsfid- 
mg ;  but  it  renders  them  much  more  careful  and  solicitous  to  continue  in  the 
ways  of  the  Lord,  which  he  hath  ordained,  that  they  who  walk  therein  may 
maintain  an  assurance  of  persevering,  lest  by  abusing  his  Fatherly  kindness, 
God  should  turn  away  his  gracious  countenance  from  them,  to  behold  which 
m  to  the  godly  dearer  than  life ;  the  withdrawing  whereof  is  more  bitter 
than  death ;  and  they  in  consequence  hereof  should  fall  intb  mo/fc  grievous 
torments  of  conscience. 

Art.  XIV.  And  as  it  hath  pleased  God,  by  the  preaching  of  the  gospel,  to 
begin  this  work  of  grace  in  us,  so  he  preserves,  continues,  and  perfects  it  fay 
the  hearing  and  reading  of  his  word,  by  meditation  thereon,  and  by  the  ex- 
hortations, threatenings,  and  promises  thereof,  as  well  as  by  the  use  of  the 
sacraments. 

Art.  XV.  The  carnal  mind  is  unable  to  comprehend  this  doctrine  of  the 
perseverance  of  the  saints,  and  the  certainty  thereof;  which  God  hath  most 
abundantly  revealed  in  his  word,  for  the  glory  of  his  name,  and  the  eone^ 
lation  of  pious  souls,  and  which  he  impresses  upon  the  hearts  of  the  faithful : 
Satan  abnors  it ;  the  world  ridicules  it ;  the  ignorant  and  hypocrite  abuae, 
and  heretics  oppose  it ;  but  the  spouse  of  Christ  hnth  always  most  tenderly 
loved  and  constantly  defended  it,  as  an  inestimable  treasure:  and  God, 
against  whom  neither  counsel  nor  strength  can  prevail,  will  diepooa  her  to 
continue  this  conduct  to  the  end.  Now,  to  this  one  God,  Father,  Son,  and 
aofy  Spirit,  be  honouc  and  glory,  Ibc  ever.  AmeiL 
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CONCLUSION. 

And  this  U  the  penpicuoiu,  simple,  and  in^nuotn  declaration  of  the 
orthodox  doctiine  respecting  the  five  articles  whioh  have  been  controverted 
in  the  Belgic  churchM ;  and  the  rejection  of  the  errors,  with  which  they 
have  for  some  time  been  troubled.  This  doctrine,  the  Synod  judges  lo  he 
drawn  from  the  word  of  God,  and  to  be  agreeable  to  the  confessions  of  th^ 
Reformed  churches.  Whence  it  clearly  appears,  that  some,  whom  such 
conduct  by  no  means  became,  have  violated  all  truth,  equity,  and  charity, 
in  wishing  to  persuade  the  public, 

"  That  the  doctrine  of  the  Reformed  churches  concerning  predestination, 
and  the  points  annexed  to  it,  by  its  own  genius  and  necessary  tendency, 
leads  ofi*  the  minds  of  men  from  all  piety  and  religion ;  that  it  is  an  opiate 
administered  by  the  flesh  aad  the  devil,  and  Ifae  strong  hold  of  Satan,  where 
he  lies  in  wait  for  all ;  and  from  which  he  wounds  multitudes,  and  mortally 
strikes  through  manv  with  the  darts  both  of  despair  and  security;  that  it 
EEiakes  God  the  author  of  sin,  unjust,  tyrannical,  hypocritical;  that  it  is 
nothing  more  than  interpolated  Stoicism,  Manicheism,  Libertinism,  Turcism ; 
that  it  renders  men  carnally  secure,  since  they  are  persuaded  by  it  thai 
nothing  can  hinder  the  salvation  of  the  elect,  let  them  live  as  they  please ; 
and  therefore,  that  they  may  safely  perpetrate  every  species  of  the  most 
atrocious  crimes ;  and  that,  if  the  reprobate  should  even  perform  truly  all 
the  works  of  the  saints,  their  obedience  would  not  in  the  least  contribute  to 
their  salvation ;  that  the  same  doctrine  teaches,  that  God,  by  a  mere  arbi- 
trary act  of  his  will,  without  the  least  respect  or  view  to  any  sin,  has  pre- 
destinated the  greatest  part  of  the  world  to  eternal  damnation ;  and,  has 
created  them  for  this  very  purpose ;  that  in  the  same  manner  in  which  the 
election  is  the  fountain  ana  cause  of  faith  and  good  works,  reprobation  is 
the  cause  of  unbelief  and  impiety ;  that  many  children  of  the  faithful  are 
torn,  guiltless,  from  their  mothers'  breasts,  and  tyrannically  plunged  into 
hell ;  so  that,  neither  baptism,  nor  the  prayers  of  the  church  at  their  bap- 
tism, can  at  all  profit  them."  And  many  other  things  of  the  same  kind, 
which  the  Reformed  churches  not  onlv  do  not  acknowledge,  but  even  detest 
with  their  whole  soul.  Wherefore,  tnis  Synod  of  Dort,  in  the  name  of  the 
Lord,  conjures  as  many  as  piously  call  upon  the  name  of  our  Saviour  Jesus 
Christ,  to  judge  of  the  feith  of  the  Reformed  churches,  not  from  the  calum- 
nies which,  on  every  side,  are  heaped  upon  it;  nor  from  the  private 
expressions  of  a  few  among  ancient  and  modem  teachers,  often  dishonestly 
quoted,  or  corrupted,  and  wrested  to  a  meaning  quite  foreign  to  their  inten- 
tion ;  but  from  the  public  confessions  of  the  churches  themselves,  and  from 
this  declaration  of  the  orthodox  doctrine,  confirmed  by  the  unanimous  con- 
sent of  all  and  each  of  the  members  of  the  whole  S3mod.  Moreover,  the 
Synod  warns  calumniators  themselves,  to  consider  the  terrible  judgment  of 
dod  which  awaits  them,  for  bearing  false  witness  against  the  confessions 
of  BO  many  churches,  for  distressing  the  consciences  of  the  weak ;  and  for 
labouring  to  render  suspected  the  society  of  the  truly  faithful.  Finally, 
this  Synod  exhorts  all  their  brethren  in  the  goopel  of  Christ,  to  conduct 
themselves  piously  and  religiously  in  handling  this  doctrine,  both  in  the 
universities  and  churches;  to  direct  it,  as  well  in  discourse,  as  in  writing, 
to  the  glory  of  the  Divine  Name,  to  holiness  of  life,  and  to  the  consolation 
of  afflicted  souls ;  to  regulate,  by  the  scripture,  according  to  the  analogy 
of  &ith,  not  only  their  sentiments,  but  also  their  language ;  and,  to  abstain 
from  all  those  phrases  which  exceed  the  limits  necessary  to  be  observed  in 
ascertaining  the  genuine  sense  of  the  holy  scriptures;  and  may  furnish  inso- 
lent sophists  with  a  just  pretext  for  violently  assailing,  or  even  vilifying,  the 
doctrine  of  the  Reformed  churches. 

May  Jesus  Christ,  the  Son  of  God,  who,  seated  at  the  Father's  right 
hand,  gives  gifts  to  men,  sanctify  us  in  the  truth,  bring  to  the  truth  those 
who  err;  shut  the  mouths  of  the  calumniators  of  sound  doctrine,  and  endue 
the  faithful  minister  of  his  word  with  the  spirit  of  wisdom  and  discretion, 
that  all  their  discourses  may  tend  to  the  glory  of  God,  and  the  edification 
of  those  who  hear  them.  Amen.

Christian  Prayers  to  be  used  in  the  Assembly  of  the  FaUkfid^ 
and  on  other  occasions. 

A  Prayer  on  (he  Lord's  Day^  hefore  Sermon. 
O  ETERNAL  God,  and  most  merciful  Father,  we  humbly  pruatrate  our- 
selves before  thy  high  majesty,  against  which  we  have  so  often  and  griev- 
ously ofiended ;  and  acknowledge,  if  thou  shouldst  enter  into  judgment 
with  us,  that  we  have  deserved  nothing  but  eternal  death :  for  bnides  that 
we  all  are  by  original  sin,  unclean  in  thy  sight  and  children  of  wrath,  con- 
ceived in  sin  and  brought  forth  in  iniquity,  whereby  all  manner  evil 
lusts,  striving  against  thee  and  our  neighbour,  dwelt  within  us;  we  have 
also  indeed,  frequently  and  without  end,  transgressed  thy  precepts,  neglected 
what  thou  hast  commanded  us,  and  done  what  thou  hast  expressly  forbidden 
us.  We  have  strayed  like  sheep,  and  have  greatly  offended  against  thee, 
which  we  acknowledge,  and  are  heartily  sorry  for;  nay,  we  confess  to  our 
shame,  and  to  the  praise  of  thy  mercy  towards  us,  that  our  sins  are  OMHe 
than  the  hairs  of  our  head,  and  that  we  are  indebted  ten  thousand  talents, 
but  not  able  to  pay.  Wherefore  we  are  not  worthy  to  be  called  thy  child- 
fen  ;  nor  to  lift  up  our  eyes  towards  heaven,  to  pour  out  our  prayers  before 
thee.  Nevertheless.  O  Lord  God,  and  merciful  Father,  knowing  that  thou 
doet  not  desire  the  death  of  a  sinner,  but  that  he  mny  turn  from  his  wick- 
edness and  live ;  and  that  thy  mercy  is  infinite,  which  thou  showest  unto 
those,  who  return  to  thee ;  we  heartily  call  upon  thee,  trusting  in  our  Me- 
diator Jesus  Christ,  who  is  that  Lamb  of  God,  that  taketh  away  the  sins  of 
the  world,  and  we  beseech  thee,  to  commiserate  our  infirmity,  forgiving  us 
all  our  sins  for  Christ's  sake.  Wash  us  in  the  pure  fountain  of  his  blood, 
that  we  may  become  clean  and  white  as  snow.  Cover  our  nakedness  with 
feb  innocence  and  righteousness,  for  the  gk>ry  of  thy  name's  sake :  claar 
«ur  undentanding  of  all  bUndiMM,  and  our  hearts  of  all  hardnew  aad 
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phd*.  Opok  tfia  nouthof  thy  Mrvant  at  praaent,  and  replenuh  him  widi 
thy  wiidoin  and  knowlodge,  that  he  may  purely  and  confidently  wt  finrth  thy 
viwid ;  prepare  alao  our  hearts,  that  we  outy  hear,  undentand,  and  keep  the 
MMM :  write  thy  lawa  (according  to  thy  piomiBO)  in  the  tablet  of  our  heaiti» 
and  atrengthen  ua  to  delight  and  walk  in  the  aame,  to  the  pcaiae  and  gkNrjr 
of  thy  name,  and  to  the  edification  of  thy  church.  O  gracioua  Father,  we 
aak  for,  and  deaire  all  theae  things  in  the  name  of  Jeaua  Cbiiat,  who  hath 
iMQght  ua  thoa  to  pray— Oua  FATBia,  &c 


A  Prayer  on  the  Lord's  Day,  after  Sermon. 

AuiiGHTY  and  merciful  God,  we  acknowledge  in  ourselves,  and  oon- 
fisas  before  thee,  as  the  truth  is.  that  we  arc,  not  worthy  to  lift  up  our  eyes 
towards  heaven,  and  to  present  our  prayers  Jiiefore  thee,  if  thou  shooUst 
respect  our  merits  and  worthiness :  for  our  consciences  accuse  us,  and  our 
sins  bear  witness  against  us;  we  also  know,  that  thou  art  a  righteous  judge, 
punishing  the  sins  of  those,  who  transgress  thy  commandments.  But,  O 
Lord,  unce  thou  hast  commanded  us  to  call  upon  thee  in  all  times  of  neces- 
sity, and  hast  of  thine  ine/&ble  mercy  promised  to  hear  our  prayers,  not 
because  of  our  merits  (which  are  none)  but  for  the  merits  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  whom  thou  hast  appointed  to  be  our  Mediator  and  Advocate :  where* 
ibre,  we  forsake  all  other  help,  and  take  our  refuge  to  thy  merry  alone. 

Especially,  O  Lord,  besides  the  innumerable  benefits,  which  thoU  showest 
to  all  mankind  in  general  on  earth,  thou  hast  in  particular  bestowed  ,  mani 
fi>ld  favours  on  us,  which  we  are  not  eapable  to  comprehend  or  express:  for 
thou  hast  delivered  us  firom  the  woful  slavery  of  the  devil,  and  all  idolatry, 
wherein  we  were  held,  and  hast  brought  us  to  the  light  of  thy  truth,  and 
to  the  knowledge  of  thy  Holy  Gospel.  On  the  contrary,  we  have  fay  our 
kignttitude  been  regardless  of  these  thy  benefits,  we  have  departed  from 
thee,  and  have  followed  our  own  devices,  not  honouring  thee  as  vvas  our 
bounden  duty  to  do.  Thus  have  we,  O  Lord,  grievously  sinned,  and  highly 
oflended  thee,  and  can  expect  nothing  else  than  everlasting  death  and  dam- 
nation, if  thou  shouldst  deal  with  us  according  to  our  deserts.  Yea,  we 
also  perceive,  O  Lord,  by  the  chastisement,  which  thou  daily  art  inflicting 
on  us,  that  thou  art  justly  displeased  with  us.  For  since  thou  art  just,  thou 
wilt  punish  no  man  without  cause,  and  we  also  see  thine  hand  stretched, 
out,  fiirUier  to  punish  us.  But  though  thou  didst  punish  us  more  severely 
dian  thou  hast  hitherto  done,  nay,  though  all  the  plagues  fell  upon  us, 
wherewith  thou  didst  visit  the  sins  of  thy  people  Israel,  we  must  still  con- 
fees  that  thou  wouldst  do  us  no  mjustice.  But,  O  Lord,  thou  art  our  God, 
and  we  are  but  dust  and  ashes :  Thou  art  our  Creator,  and  we  are  thy 
handy  work :  thou  art  our  Shepherd,  and  we  are  thy  sheep :  thou  art  our 
Redeemer,  and  we  are  those  whom  thou  hast  redeemed.  Thou  art  our 
Father,  and  we  are  thy  children  and  heirs.  Therefore,  do  not  punish  us  in 
tfiine  anger,  but  chastise  us  mercifully,  and  preserve  that  work,  which  thou 
hast  of  thy  mercy  begun  in  us,  that  the  whole  world  may  know  and  ackoow 
ledge  thee  to  be  our  CSod  and  Saviour.  Thy  people  Israel  frequently  oflend- 
ed thee,  and  thou  didst  justly  punish  them ;  but  as  o(l  as  they  turned  them- 
selves again  to  thee,  thou  didst  always  mercifully  receive  them  into  favoHV. 
And  though  their  sins  and  transgressions  were  ever  so  great,  thou  didst 
always  avert  thy  wrath  and  punishment  prepared  for  them,  by  reason  of 
lbs  covenant  which  taoa  hadst  made  with  thy  iervQiita,.Mxa3Mm«^aaa&«  vo^ 
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Jmeah;  m  ttmt  tiioa  never  hatt  refined  to  heer  the  prayen  of  Iky  pmsfUk 
And  we  have  of  thy  mercy  even  that  Mme  covenant,  which  thoa  faaN 
erocted  in  the  hand  of  Jeens  Chriit  onr  Mediator,  between  thee  and  aH 
befieven :  nay,  it  is  now  more  gloriotM  and  efBcadotn,  since  Christ  heib 
imtified  and  confirmed  the  same  by  his  holy  snfleiing  and  death,  and  entmnoe 
into  his  glory.  Therefore,  O  Lord,  forsaking  oarselves,  and  all  homan  assifle' 
anoe,  we  ihr  for  snccoor  to  this  blessed  covenant  of  grace,  by  means 
whereof  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  (having  ofiered  his  body  once  on  the  cross  as 
a  perfect  sacrifice  for  us)  hath  reconciled  us  with  ihee  for  ever.  Therefore, 
O  Lord,  look  upon  the  face  of  thine  anointed,  and  not  on  our  sins,  that  thine 
anger  may  be  appeased  by  his  intercession.  And  cause  thy  foce  to  shine  on 
us  to  our  joy  and  salvation.  Take  us  henceforth  into  thy  holy  guidance 
and  protection,  and  govern  us  by  thy  holy  Spirit,  who,  daily  more  and  more 
mortifying  our  flesh  vrith  all  -its  lusts,  renews  us  to  a  better  life,  and  pro- 
daces  in  us  fruits  of  true  foith,  that  hereby  thy  name  may  be  glorified  and 
praised  to  all  eternity,  and  that  we  despising  all  transitory  things,  may  wiA 
an  ardent  desire  fix  our  thoughts  only  on  things  heavenly. 

And  inasmuch  as  it  is  thy  pleasure  that  we  should  pray  for  all  mankind, 
vre  beseech  thee,  to  extend  thy  blessings  on  the  doctrine  of  thy  Holy  Gos- 
pel, that  it  may  be  preached  and  accepted  every  where ;  that  the  whole 
world  may  be  filled  with  thy  saving  knowledge;  that  the  ignorant  may  be 
converted,  the  weak  strengthened ;  that  every  one  not  only  in  word,  but 
also  in  deed,  nmj  nagnify  and  sanctify  thy  holy  name.  Send  forth,  for  this 
end,  faithful  labourers  in  thy  harvest — And  also  replenish  them  with  thy 
grace,  that  they  may  faithfully  serve  before  thee.  On  the  contrary,  utteriy 
destroy  all  false  teachers,  ravenous  wolves,  and  hirelings,  who  seek  their 
own  honour  and  advantage,  and  not  the  glory  of  thy  holy  name,  nor  the 
welfiire  and  salvation  of  souls.  Be  also  pleased  graciously  to  preserve  and 
govern  all  thy  Christian  churches  spread  over  the  face  of  the  earth,  in  unity 
of  true  faith,  and  in  godliness  of  life,  that  thy  kingdom  may  daily  increase, 
and  that  of  Satan  be  destroyed,  till  thy  kingdom  is  perfected,  when  thou 
shalt  be  all  in  all. 

Particularly  we  pray  for  these  United  States  of  America ;  keep  them 
under  thy  holy  protection;  prosper  them  in  their  agriculture,  manufkctures, 
commerce  and  literature ;  and  let  their  civil  and  religious  rights  be  preserA'- 
ed  inviolate  to  the  latest  posterity. 

Bless  and  long  preserve  thy  servant,  the  President  of  the  United  Slates. 
Bless  the  Vice-President;  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  when 
in  congress  assembled.  Bless  all  placed  in  authority  throughout  the  stales, 
and  especially  in  the  state  wherein  we  reside ;  the  Governor  of  the  state, 
the  Magistrates,  and  all  others  entrusted  with  powers,  either  legislative  or 
executive. — Replenish  them  with  all  thy  grace  and  heavenly  gifts,  each  in 
his  respective  calling  and  state,  wherein  thou  hast  placed  him,  that  they 
may  wisely  govern,  and  strenuously  protect  the  people,  whom  thou  hast 
committed  to  their  care,  faithfully  defend  thy  worship  and  rightly  adminis- 
ter justice :  preside  with  thy  Holy  Spirit  in  their  assemblies,  that  in  all 
cases  they  may  resolve  nothing,  but  what  is  good  and  becoming,  and  let  the 
laws  be  happily  executed ;  that  these  United  States  being  preserved  from 
all  enemies,  the  evil  doers  punished,  and  the  just  protected,  thy  name 
thereby  may  be  praised,  and  the  kingdom  of  the  King  of  kings,  Christ 
Jesus,  promoted :  and  that  we  may  lead  a  quiet  and  peaceable  life  in  all 
godhnem  and  honesty.

Eternal  merciful  God  and  Father,  the  eternal  salvation  of  the  living  and 
the  everiasting  life  of  the  dying,  seeing  that  thou  hast  death  and  \\&  in  thy 
hand  alone,  and  takest  such  care  of  us  continually,  that  neither  health  nor 
sickness,  nor  any  good  or  evil  can  befall  us,  nay,  not  a  hair  can  fall  from  our 
head,  without  thy  will :  and  since  thou  dost  order  all  things  for  the  good  of 
thy  people,  we  beseech  thee,  grant  us  the  grace  of  thy  holy  spirit  to  teach 
us  rightly  to  acknowledge  our  misery,  and  patiently  to  bear  thy  chastenings, 
which  we  have  deserved  ten  thousand  times  more  severe.  We  know  that 
they  are  not  the  evidences  of  thy  wrath,  but  of  thy  fatherly  love  towards 
Tis,  that  we  should  not  be  condemned  with  the  world. — O  Lord,  increase  our 
faith  in  thine  infinite  mercy,  that  we  may  be  more  and  more  united  to 
Christ,  as  members  to  their  spiritual  head,  to  whom  thou  wilt  make  us  con- 
form in  sufferings  and  in  glory.  Lighten  the  cross,  so  that  our  weakness 
may  be  able  to  bear  it.  We  submit  ourselves  entirely  to  thy  holy  will, 
whether  thou  art  pleased  to  continue  our  souls  longer  in  these  tabernacles, 
or  take  them  into  eternal  life,  since  we  belong  to  Christ  and  therefore  shall 
not  perish.  We  would  willingly  leave  this  weak  body  in  hopes  of  a  blessed 
resurrection,  when  it  shall  be  restored  to  us  much  more  glorious.  Grant  us 
to  experience  the  blessed  comfort  of  the  remission  of  sins,  and  of  justifica- 
tion through  Christ,  that  we  by  that  shield  may  overcome  all  the  assaults  of 
Satan.    May  his  innocent  blood  wash  away  all  the  stain,  and  uncleaimess 
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<if  our  ains,  and  hii  righteoutnen  answer  for  oar  unrighteoiuDew  in  thy  last 
Judgment  Arm  us  with  faith  and  hope,  that  we  may  not  be  ashamed  nor 
oonfiNmded  by  the  tenor  of  d^ath ;  bat  when  oar  bodily  eyes  are  closing  in 
daiimesB,  may  the  eyes  of  oar  souls  be  directed  towards  thee ;  and  when 
tbou  shalt  have  deprived  as  of  the  use  of  our  tongues,  may  our  hearts  never 
cease  to  call  upon  thee.  O  Lord,  we  commit  our  souls  into  thy  hands,  ibr- 
aake  us  not  in  our  last  extremity,  and  that  only  for  the  sakr  of  Jesus  Christ, 
'who  hath  taught  us  to  pray— Oua  FATHxa,  &i\ 

THE  FORM 
FOR  THE  ADMINISTRATION  OP  BAPTISM 
TO  INFANTS  OF  BELIEVERS. 

The  principal  parts  of  the  doctrine  of  holy  baptism  are  these 
three:  Firtt.  That  we  with  our  children  ar«  conceived  and  bom 
in  sin,  and  therefore  are  children  of  wrath,  in  so  much  that  we 
cannot  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God,  except  we  are  bora  again. 
This,  the  dipping  in,  or  sprinkling  with  water  teaches  us,  whereby 
the  impurity  of  our  souls  is  signified,  and  we  admonished  to  loathe, 
and  humble  ourselves  before  God,  and  seek  for  our  purification  and 
salvation  without  ourselves. 

Secmdly,  Holy  baptism  witnesseth  and  sealeth  onto  us  the 
washing  awa^  of  our  sins  through  Jesus  Christ  Therefore  W0' 
are  buSised  tn  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  tf 
the  Holy  Gho$t.  For  when  we  are  baptised  in  the  name  of  the 
Father,  God  tiie  Father  witnesseth  and  sealeth  unto  us,  that  he 
doth  make  an  eternal  covenant  of  grace  with  us,  and  adopts  us 
for  his  children  and  heirs,  and  therefore  will  provide  us  with  every 
good  thing,  and  avert  all  evil,  or  turn  it  to  our  profit  And  when 
we  are  baptised  in  the  name  of  the  Son,  the  Son  sealeth  unto  ns, 
that  he  doth  wash  us  in  his  blood  from  all  our  sins,  incorporating 
us  into  the  fellowship  of  his  death  and  resurrection,  so  that  we  are 
free  fix)m  all  our  sins,  and  accounted  righteous  before  God.  In 
like  manner,  when  we  are  baptised  in  the  name  of  the  Holy 
Ghost,  the  Holy  Ghost  assures  us,  by  this  holy  sacrament,  that  hie 
will  dwell  in  us,  and  sanctify  us  to  be  members  of  Christ,  apply- 
ing unto  us,  that  which  we  have  in  Christ,  namely,  the  wawing 
away  of  our  sins,  and  the  daily  renewing  of  our  lives,  till  we  shall 
finally  be  presented  without  spot  or  wrinkle  among  the  assembly 
of  the  elect  in  life  eternal. 

Thirdly.  Whereas  in  all  covenants,  there  are  contained  two 
parts :  therefore  are  we  by  God  through  baptism,  admonished  of, 
and  obliged  unto  new  obedience,  namely,  that  we  cleave  to  this 
one  God,  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Ghost ;  that  we  trust  in  him,  and 
love  him  with  all  our  hearts,  with  all  our  souls,  with  all  our  mind, 
and  with  all  our  strength ;  that  we  forsake  the  world,  cruciQr  our 
old  nature,  and  walk  in  a  new  and  holy  life. 

And  if  we  sometimes  through  weakness  fall  into  sin,  we  must 
not  therefore  despair  of  God*s  mercy,  nor  continue  in  sin,  since 
baptism  is  a  seal  and  undoubted  testimony,  that  we  have  an  eter* 
nal  covenant  of  grace  with  God, 
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And  although  our  youn^  children  do  not  understand  these  tbiDgi;  I 
we  may  not  therefore  exclude  them  from  baptism,  for  as  thej  ire, 
without  their  knowledge,  partakers  of  the  condemnation  in  Adu; 
■o  are  they  again  received  unto  grace  in  Christy  as  God  speaketh 
uuto  Abraham  the  fattor  of  all  the  faithful,  and  therefore  unto  us 
and  our  children — Gen.  xvii.  7,  saying,  ^  I  will  establish  my  cove- 
nant between  me  and  thee,  and  thy  seed  after  thee,  in  their  gene- 
rations, for  an  everlastinpr  covenant ;  to  be  a  God  unto  thee,  and 
to  thy  seed  after  thee.  This  also  the  apostle  Peter  testiiieth, 
with  these  words.  Acts  ii.  39,  *'  For  the  promise  is  unto  you,  and 
to  your  children,  and  to  all  that  are  afar  off,  even  as  many  as  the 
Lord  our  God  shall  call."  Therefore  God  formerly  commanded 
them  to  be  circumcised,  which  was  a  seal  of  the  covenant,  and  of 
the  righteousness  of  faith ;  and  therefore  Christ  also  embraced 
them,  laid  his  hands  upon  them  and  blessed  them :  Mark,  chap.  x. 

Since  then  baptism  is  come  in  the  place  of  circumcision,  there- 
fore infants  are  to  he  baptised  as  heirs  of  t)ie  kingdom  of  God, 
and  of  his  covenant.  And  parents  are  in  duty  bound,  farther  to 
instruct  their  children  herein,  when  tiiey  shall  arrive  to  years  of 
discretion.  That  therefore  this  holy  ordinance  of  God,  may  be 
administered  to  his  glory,  to  our  comfort,  and  to  the  edification  <^ 
his  church,  let  us  call  upon  his  holy  name. 

O  Almighty  and  eternal  God,  we  beseech  thee,  that  thou  wilt 
be  pleased  of  thine  infinite  mercy,  graciously  to  look  upon  these 
^children,  and  incorporate  them  by  thy  holy  spirit  into  thy  Son 
Jesus  Christ,  that  they  may  be  buried  with  him  into  his  death, 
and  be  raised  with  him  in  newness  of  life ;  that  they  may  daily 
follow  him,  joyfully  bearing  their  cross,  and  cleave  unto  him  in 
true  faith,  firm  hope,  and  ardent  love :  that  they  may,  with  a 
comfortable  sense  of  thy  favour,  leave  this  life,  which  is  nothing 
but  a  continual  death,  and  at  the  last  day,  may  appear  without 
terror  before  the  judgment-seat  of  Christ  thy  Son,  through  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord,  who  with  thee  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  one  only 
God,  lives  and  reigns  for  ever.  Amen. 


An  Exhortation  to  the  Parents^  and  those  who  come  with  them 
to  Baptism. 

BELovEn  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  you  have  heard  that  baptism 
is  an  ordinance  of  God,  to  seal  unto  us  and  to  our  seed  his  cove- 
nant, therefore  it  must  be  used  for  that  end,  and  not  out  of  custom 
or  superstition.  That  it  may  then  be  manifest,  that  you  are  thus 
minded,  you  are  to  answer  sincerely  to  these  questions. 

First.  Whether  you  acknowledge,  that  although  our  children 
are  conceived  and  born  in  sin,  and  therefore  are  subject  to  ah 
miseries,  yea,  to  condemnation  itself;  yet  that  they  are  sanctified* 
in  Christ,  and  therefore,  as  members  of  his  church,  ought  to  be 
baptized  1 

Secondly.  Whether  you  acknowledge  the  doctrine  which  is 
contained  m  the  Old  and  New  Testament,  emd  in  the  articles  of

fglnrdly.  Whether  you  promise  and  intend  to  see  these  chil- 
dran,  when  come  to  the  ^ears  of  discretion,  (whereof  thou  art 
•ither  parent  or  witness)  instructed  and  teought  up  in  the  afive- 
Hud  doctrine,  or  help  or  cause  them  to  be  instructed  therein,  to 
llie  utmost  of  ^our  power  1   Anstoer.  Yes. 

Then  the  minister  <tf  God's  word,  in  baptizing,  shall  say,  N.  I 
baptize  thee,  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of 
the  Holy  Ghost  Amm. 


Almiohtt  God  and  merciiiil  Father,  we  thank  and  praise  thee. 


die  Uood  of  thy  beloved  Son  Jesus  Christ,  and  received  us  through 
thy  Holy  Spirit,  as  members  of  thy  only  begotten  Son,  and  adopted 
OS  to  be  thy  children,  and  sealed  and  confirmed  the  same  unto  us 
by  holy  baptism :  we  bemech  thee,  through  the  same  Son  of  thy 
bve,  ti^at  thou  wilt  be  pleased  always  to  govern  these  baptised 
daiidren  by  thy  holy  Spirit,  that  they  may  be  piously  ana  reli- 
giously educated,  increase  and  grow  up  in  the  Lord  Jesos  Christ, 
that  thev  then  may  acknowledge  thy  fatherly  goodness  and  mercy, 
which  thou  hast  shown  to  them  and  us,  and  Rve  in  all  righteous- 
DMB,  under  our  only  Teacher,  King  and  High  PrieH,  Jesuff 
Ofiiill^sand  manfully  fight  against,  and  overcome  sin,  the  devil 
eind  hm  whole  dominion,  to  the  end  that  they  may  etemalljr  praise 
And  magnify  thee,  and  thy  Son  Jesus  Christ,  together  with  the 
Holy  Ghost,  the  one  cmly  true  God.  Amen. 


THE  FORM 

FOR  THE  ADMINISTRATION  OF  HOLY  BAPTISM 

TO  ADULT  PERSONS. 

HowBVBR  children  of  Christian  parents  (although  they  under* 
stand  not  this  mystery)  must  be  baptised  by  virtue  of  the  cove* 
nant ;  yet  it  is  not  lawful  to  baptise  those  who  are  come  to  years 
of  discretion,  except  they  first  be  sensible  of  their  sins,  and  make 
confession  both  of  their  repentance  and  faith  in  Christ:  fw  this 
cause  did  not  only  John  the  Baptist  preach  (according  to  the 
command  of  God)  the  baptism  of  repentance,  and  baptised,  fiir  the 
remission  of  sin,  those  who  confessed  their  sins,  Mark  1^  and 
Luke  3.  But  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  also  commanded  his  disciples 
to  teach  all  nations,  and  then  to  baptise  them,  in  the  name  cS  the 
FVither,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  Mat  28,  Mark  16. 
Adding  this  promise :  He  that  believeth  and  is  baptized  shall  be 
saved.'*  Acooidlng  to  which  rule,  the  Apostles,  as  appearetih 
from  Acts  2, 10,  and  16,  baptised  none  who  were  of  years  of  dis- 
5r«tion,  but  such  who  made  confession  of  their  fkith  and  repettt-

that  thou  hast  forgi' 


and  our  children,  all  our  sins,  through 
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ance ;  therefore  it  is  not  lawful  now-a-days,  to  baptise  any  other 
adult  persons,  than  such  as  have  been  taught  the  mysteries  of 
holy  baptism,  by  the  preacbinc^  of  the  gospel,  and  are  able  to  ^ve 
an  account  of  their  faith  by  &e  confession  of  the  mouth. — Smce 
therefore  you  N.  are  alao  desirous  of  holy  baptism,  to  the  end,  it 
may  be  to  you  a  seal  of  your  ingrafting  into  the  dinrch  of  God, 
that  it  may  appear  that  you  do  not  only  receive  the  Christian  re- 
liffion,  in  which  you  have  been  privatelj  instraeted  by  us,  and  of 
which  also  you  have  made  confeeskm  More  us;  bat  that  you 
(through  the  grace  of  God)  intend  and  parpose  to  lead  a  life  ac- 
cording to  the  same;  you  are  sincerely  to  give  answer  before  (jod 
and  his  church ;  First :  Dost  thou  believe  in  the  only  true  Grod, 
distinct  in  three  persons,  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Ghost,  who  hath 
made  heaven  and  earth,  and  all  that  in  them  is,  of  nothing,  and 
still  maintains  and  governs  them,  insomuch  that  nothing  comes  to 
pass,  either  in  heaven  or  on  earth,  without  his  divine  will  ?  An- 
swer, Yes. 

Secondly,  Dost  thou  believe  that  then  art  conceived  and  bom 
in  sin,  and  therefore  art  a  child  of  wrath  by  nature,  wholly  in- 
capable of  doing  any  good,  and  prone  to  all  evil ;  and  that  thou 
hast  frequently,  both  in  thought,  word,  and  deed^  transgressed  the 
commandments  of  the  Lord :  and  whether  thou  art  heartily  sorry 
for  these  sins  ?    Answer,  Yes. 

Thirdly,  Dost  thou  believe  that  Christ,  who  is  the  true  and 
eternal  God,  and  very  man,  who  took  his  human  nature  on  him 
out  of  the  flesh  and  blood  of  the  Virgin  Mary,  is  given  thae  of 
God,  to  be  thy  Saviour,  and  that  thou  dost  receive  by  this  faith, 
remission  of  sins  in  his  blood,  and  that  thou  art  made  by  the  power 
of  the  Holy  Ghost,  a  member  of  Jesus  Christ  and  his  church  ? 
Answer,  Yes. 

Fourthly.  Dost  thou  assent  to  all  the  articles  of  the  Christian 
religion,  as  they  are  taught  here  in  this  Christian  church,  accord- 
ing to  the  word  of  God ;  and  purpose  steadfastly  to  continue  in  the 
same  doctrine  to  the  end  of  thy  life ;  and  also  doet  thou  reject  all 
heresies  and  schisms,  repugnant  to  this  doctrine,  and  promise  to 
persevere  in  the  communion  of  our  Christian  church,  not  only  in 
the  hearing  of  the  word,  but  also  in  the  use  of  the  Lord^s  Supper? 
Answer.  Yes. 

Fifthly,  Hast  thou  taken  a  firm  resolution  always  to  lead  a 
Christian  life ;  to  forsake  the  world  and  its  evil  lusts,  as  is  becom- 
ing the  members  of  Christ  and  his  church ;  and  to  submit  thyself 
to  all  Christian  admonitions  ?    Answer,  Yes. 

The  good  and  great  God  mercifully  grant  his  grace  and  bless- 
ing to  this  your  purpose,  through  Jesus  Christ.  Amen, 


THE  FORM 

FOR  THE  ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  LORD'S  SUPPER. 

Belovbo  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  attend  to  the  words  of  the 
institution  of  the  holy  Supper  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  as  they 
are  delivered  by  the  holy  Apostle  Paul,  1  Cor.  xi.  23—30. 
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For  I  have  received  of  the  Lord,  that  which  also  I  delivered 
unto  you,  that  the  Lord  Jesus,  the  same  night  in  which  he  was 
betrayed,  took  bread ;  and  when  he  had  given  thanks,  he  brake 
it,  and  said.  Take,  eat ;  this  is  my  body,  which  is  broken  for  you, 
this  do  in  rememli^nce  of  me.  And  after  the  same  manner,  also, 
he  took  the  cup  when  he  had  supped,  saying,  this  cup  is  the  new 
testament  in  my  blood ;  this  do  ye,  as  oft  as  ye  drink  it,  in  remem- 
brance of  me :  for  as  oA  as  ye  eat  this  bread,  and  drink  this  cap, 
ye  do  show  the  Lord's  death  till  he  come.  Wherefore,  whoso- 
ever shall  eat  this  bread,  and  drink  this  cup,  of  the  Lord  un- 
worthily, shall  be  guilty  of  the  bodv  and  blood  of  the  Lord.  But 
let  a  man  examine  himself,  and  so  let  him  eat  of  that  br^,  and 
drink  of  that  cup ;  for  he  that  eateth  and  drinketh  unworthily, 
eateth  and  drinketh  '*'damnation  to  himself,  not  discerning  the 
Lord's  body." — That  we  may  now  celebrate  the  supper  of  the 
Lord  to  our  comfort,  it  is  above  all  things  necessary. 
First.  Rightly  to  examine  ourselves. 

■  Secondly.  To  direct  it  to  that  end,  for  which  Christ  hath 
ordained  and  instituted  the  same,  namely,  to  his  remembrance. 
The  true  examination  of  ourselves,  consists  of  these  three  parts. 

First,  That  every  one  consider  by  himself,  his  sins  and  the 
curse  due  to  him  for  them,  to  the  end  that  he  may  abhor  and 
humble  himself  before  God :  considering  that  the  wrath  of  God 
against  sin  is  so  great,  that  (rather  than  it  should  go  unpunished) 
he  hatli  punished  the  same  in  his  beloved  Son  Jesus  Christ,  with 
the  bitter  and  shameful  death  of  the  cross. 

.  Secondly,  That  every  one  examine  his  own  heart,  whether 
he  doth  believe  this  fidUiful  promise  of  God,  that  all  his  sins  are 
forgiven  him,  only  for  the  sake  of  the  passion  and  death  of 
Jesus  Christ,  and  that  the  perfect  righteousness  of  Christ  is  im- 
puted and  freely  given  him  as  his  own,  yea,  so  perfectly,  as  if  he 
had  satisfied  in  fis  own  person  for  all  his  sins,  and  fulfilled  all 
righteousness. 

Thirdly,  That  every  one  examme  his  own  conscience,  whether 
be  purposeth  hencefor&i  to  show  true  thankfulness  to  God  in  his 
whole  life,  and  to  walk  uprightly  before  him ;  as  also,  whether 
he  hath  laid  aside  unfeignedly  all  enmity,  hatred,  and  envy,  and 
ck>th  firmly  resolve  henceforward  to  walk  in  true  love  and  peace 
with  his  neighbour. 

All  those,  then,  who  are  thus  disposed,  God  will  certainly 
receive  in  mercy,  and  count  them  worthy  partakers  of  the  table 
of  his  son  Jesus  Christ  On  the  contrary,  those  who  do  not  feel 
this  testimcKuy  in  their  hearts,  eat  and  drink  judgment  to  them- 
selves. 

Therefore,  we  also,  according  to  the  command  of  Christ  and 
the  Apostle  Paul,  admonish  all  those  who  are  defiled  with  the 
foUowmg  sins,  to  keep  themselves  from  the  table  of  the  Lord, 
and  declare  to  them  that  they  have  no  part  of  the  kingdom  of 
Christ;  such  as  all  idolaters,  all  those  who  invoke  deceased 
saints,  angels,  or  other  creatures ;  all  those  who  worship  images ;

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nil  eDchontera,  divinera,  cbarmera,  and  those  who  confide  in  sueii 
enchantments ;  all  despisers  of  God  and  bis  word,  and  of  the  holy 
sacraments;  all  blasphemers;  all  those  who  are  given  to  raise 
discord,  sects,  and  mutiny,  in  church  or  state;  all  perjured  per- 
sons ;  all  thoee  who  are  disobedient  to  their  parents  and  superiors; 
ull  murderers,  contentious  persons,  and  those  who  live  in  hatred 
And  envy  against  their  neighbours;  all  adnlterera,  whoremongerB, 
drunkards,  thieves,  usurers,  robbers,  gameoters,  covetous,  and  all 
who  lead  o&nsive  lives. 

All  these,  while  they  continue  in  such  ains,  shall  abstain  from 
this  meat,  (which  Christ  hath  ordained  only  for  the  fiuthful)  lest 
their  judgment  and  condemnation  be  made  the  heavier.  But 
this  is  not  designed  (devrly  beloved  brethren  and  sisters  in  the 
Lord)  to  deject  the  contrite  hearts  of  the  &ithiul,  as  if  none 
might  come  to  the  supper  of  the  Lord,  but  those  who  are  without 
sin :  for  we  do  not  come  to  this  supper,  to  testify  thereby  that  we 
are  perfect  and  righteous  in  ourselves ;  but  on  tbe  contrary,  con- 
sidering that  we  seek  our  life  out  of  ourselves  in  Jesus  Christ, 
we  acluiowledge  that  we  lie  in  the  midst  of  death:  therefore,  not- 
withstanding we  feel  many  infirmities  and  miseries  in  ourselves, 
as  namely,  that  we  have  not  perfect  faith,  and  that  we  do  not 

give  ourselves  to  serve  God  with  that  zeal  as  we  are  bound,  but 
ave  daily  to  strive  with  the  weakness  of  our  fiiith,  and  the  evil 
lusts  of  our  flesh ;  yet,  since  we  are  (by  the  ffrace  of  the  Holy 
Ghost)  sorry  for  these  weaknesses,  and  earnestly  deeirous  to  fight 
against  our  unbelief,  and  to  live  according  to  all  the  command- 
ments of  God :  therefore  we  rest  assured  that  no  sin  or  infirmity, 
which  still  remaineth  against  our  will,  in  us,  can  hinder  us  from 
being  received  of  God  in  mercy,  and  from  being  made  worthy  par- 
takers of  this  heavenly  meat  and  drink. 

Let  us  now  also  consider,  to  what  end  the  Lord  hath  instituted 
his  supper,  namely,  that  we  do  it  in  remembrance  of  him.  Now 
after  this  manner  are  we  to  remember  him  by  it 

First,  That  we  are  confidently  persuaded  in  our  hearts,  that 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  (according  to  the  promises  made  to  our 
forefathers  in  the  old  Testament)  was  sent  of  the  Father  into  the 
world :  that  he  assumed  our  flesh  and  blood ;  that  he  bore  fixr  us 
the  wrath  of  God  (under  which  we  should  have  perished  ever- 
lastingly) from  the  beginning  of  his  incarnation,  to  the  end  of  his 
life  up(m  earth ;  and  that  he  hath  fiilfilled,  for  us,  all  obedience 
to  the  divine  law  and  righteousness ;  especially,  when  the  weight 
of  our  sins  and  the  wrath  of  God  pressed  out  of  him  the  bloody 
sweat  in  the  garden,  where  he  was  bound  that  we  might  be  fi:-eed 
from  our  sins;  that  he  afterwards  sufiered  innumerable  re- 
proaches, that  we  might  never  be  confounded.  That  he  was 
innocently  condemned  to  death,  that  we  might  be  acquitted  at  the 
judgment-seat  of  God ;  yea,  that  he  suffered  his  blessed  body  to 
be  nailed  on  the  cross — that  he  might  afl[ix  thereon  the  hand- 
writing of  our  sins;  and  hath  also  taken  upon  himself  the  curse 
due  to  us,  that  he  might  fill  us  with  his  blessings ;  and  hath  hum- 
bled himself  unto  the  deepest  reproach  and  pains  of  hell,  both  in 
body  and  soul,  on  the  tree  of  the  cross,  when  he  cried  out  with  a 
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loud  voice,  My  Ood,  my  God  !  why  hast  thou  forsaken  me  ?  That 
we  might  be  accepted  of  Grod,  and  never  be  forsaken  of  him :  and 
finally  confirmed  with  his  death  and  shedding  of  his  blood,  the 
new  and  eternal  testament,  that  covenant  of  grace  and  reconcilia- 
tion, when  he  said.  It  is  finished. 

And,  that  we  might  firmly  believe  that  we  belong  to  this  cove* 
nant  of  grace,  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  in  his  last  supper,  took 
bread,  and  when  he  had  given  thanks,  he  brake  it,  imd  gave  it  to 
his  disciples,  and  Mid,  Take,  eat,  this  is  my  body  which  is  broken 
for  you,  this  do  in  remembrance  of  me ;  in  like  manner  also  after 
nipper,  he  took  the  cup,  gave  thanks  and  said.  Drink  ye  all  of  it; 
this  cup  is  the  new  testament  in  my  blood,  which  is  shed  for  you 
and  for  many,  for  the  remission  of  sins ;  this  do  ye  as  often  as  ye 
drink  it  in  remembrance  of  me :  that  is,  as  often  as  ye  eat  of  this 
brend,  and  drink  of  this  cup^  you  shall  thereby  as  by  a  sure  re- 
membrance and  pledge,  be  admonished  and  assured  of  this  my 
hearty  love  and  faithfulness  towards  you;  that  whereas  you 
should  otherwise  have  suffered  eternal  death,  I  have  given  my 
body  to  the  death  of  the  cross,  and  shed  my  blood  for  you ;  and 
as  certainly  foed  and  nourish  your  hungry  and  thirsty  soul  with 
my  crucified  body,  and  shed  blood,  to  everlasting  life,  as  this 
bread  is  broken  before  your  eyes,  and  this  cup  is  given  to  you, 
and  you  eat  and  drink  the  same  with  your  mouth,  in  remem- 
brance of  me. 

Prom  this  institution  of  the  holy  supper  of  our  Lord  Jesus . 
Christ,  we  see  that  he  directs  our  faith  and  trust  to  his  perfect 
EACrifice  (once  offered  on  the  cross)  as  to  the  only  ground  luid 
foundation  of  our  salvation,  wherein  he  is  become  Co  our  hungry 
and  thirsty  souls,  the  true  meat  and  drink  of  life  eternal.  For 
by  his  death  he  hath  taken  away  the  cause  of  our  eternal  death 
and  misery,  namely,  sin:  and  obtained  for  us  the  quickening 
spirit,  that  we  by  the  same  (which  dwelleth  in  Christ  as  in  the 
head,  and  in  us  as  his  members^  might  have  true  communion  with 
him,  and  be  made  partakers  or  all  his  blessings,  of  life  eternal, 
righteousness,  and  ^lory. 

Besides,  that  we  by  the  same  spirit  may  also  be  united  as  mem- 
bers of  one  body  in  true  brotherly  love,  as  the  holy  apostle  saith. 
For  we,  being  many,  are  one  bread,  and  one  body :  for  we  are 
all  partakers  of  that  one  bread.  For  as  out  of  many  grains  one 
meal  is  ground,  and  one  bread  baked,  and  out  of  many  berries 
being  pressed  together,  one  wine  floweth,  and  mixeth  itself  too- 
ther ;  so  shall  we  all,  who  by  a  true  faith  are  ingrafted  into  Christ, 
bo  altogether  one  body,  through  brotherly  love,  for  Christ's  sake, 
our  beloved  Saviour,  who  hath  so  exceedingfly  loved  us :  and  not 
only  show  this  in  word,  but  also  in  very  deed  towards  one  another. 

Hereto .  assist  us,  the  Almighty  God  and  Father  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  through  his  holy  spirit.  Amen, 

That  we  may  obtain  all  this,  let  us  humble  ourselves  before 
God,  and  with  true  faith  implore  his  grace. 

O  Most  merciful  God  and  Father,  we  beseech  thee,  that  tliou 
wilt  be  pleased  in  tJiis  supper  (in  which  we  celebrate  the  glorious 
remembrance  of  the  bitter  death  of  thy  beloved  Son  Jesus  Christ) 
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^  work  a  oar  Waits  tfarooffa  the  holy  vpirit,  that  we  may  daily 
wmme  and  more  vhh  true  ooofideDce,  ^ve  ounelves  op  imto  thy 
Sam  Jem  Chrat,  that  oar  afflicted  and  contrite  hearts,  through 
the  xxwer  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  may  be  led  and  comforted  with  his 
trae  body  and  Uood;  Vea.  with  him,  tme  €iod  and  man,  that  only 
heaignly  bread:  and  that  we  may  no  longer  live  in  our  sins,  bat 
he  in  OB^  and  we  in  him,  and  thus  truly  be  made  partakers  of  the 
new  and  eTerlasdnir  testament,  and  of  the  cov^iant  of  grace. 
That  we  may  not  doabt  bat  tboo  wilt  for  em  be  our  ^rracioos 
Father,  never  more  imputing  our  sins  onto  us,  and  providing  us 
with  aU  things  necessary,  as  well  for  the  body  as  the  soul,  as  thy 
beloved  children  and  heirs ;  grant  us  also  thy  grace,  that  we  may 
take  upon  us  our  cross  cheerfully,  deny  ourselves,  confess  oor 
Saviour,  and  in  all  tribulations,  with  uplifted  heads  expect  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  finom  heaven,  where  he  wiU  make  our  mortal 
bodies  like  unto  his  most  glorious  body,  and  take  us  unto  him  in 
eternity,    ilaieji. — Ovm  FAmBy  dec 

Strengthen  us  also  by  this  holy  8U{^)er  in  the  Cathc^c  undoubt- 
ed Chri&an  foith,  whereof  we  make  confessioQ  with  oor  mouths 
and  hearts,  saying, 

1  beUewe  nt  Crod  the  Father  Almighty,  MtAer  of  heaven  and 
earth :  amd  in  Jesus  Christ  his  only  Son.  our  Lord  ;  who  was 
conceited  by  the  holy  Ghost,  bom  of  the  Ftrnn  Mary,  suffered 
under  Pontius  Pilate,  was  crwciJUd,  dead  and  buried,  he  descend- 
ed into  hell :  the  third  day  he  rose  again  from  the  dead,  he  as- 
cended into  heaven,  and  sitieth  on  the  right  hand  of  God  the 
Father  Almighty :  from  thence  he  shall  come  to  judge  the  quick 
and  the  dead. 

I  believe  in  the  Holy  Ghost ;  the  holy  Catholic  church  ;  the 
communion  of  saints;  the  forgiveness  of  sins;  the  resurrec- 
tion of  the  body  ;  and  the  life  everlasting.  Amen. 

That  we  may  be  now  fed  with  the  true  heavenly  bread,  Christ 
Jesus,  let  us  not  cleave  with  our  hearts  onto  the  externiil  bread 
and  wine,  but  lift  them  up  on  high  in  heaven,  where  Christ  Jesus 
is  our  advocate,  at  the  right  hand  of  his  heavenly  Father,  whither 
all  the  articles  of  our  faith  lead  us ;  not  doubting,  but  we  shall  as 
certainly  be  fed  and  refreshed  in  our  souls  through  the  working 
of  the  Holy  Ghost,  with  his  body  and  blood,  as  we  receive  the 
holy  bread  and  wine  in  remembrance  of  him. 

In  breaking  and  distributing  the  bread,  the  Minister  shaU  say. 
The  bread  which  we  break,  is  the  communion  of  the  body  of 
Christ 

And  when  he  giveth  the  cup. 
The  cup  of  blessing,  which  we  bless,  is  the  communion  of  the 
blood  of  Christ 

During  the  communion,  there  shall  or  may  be  devoutly  sung,  a 
psalm,  or  some  chapter  read,  in  remembrance  of  the  death  of 
Christ,  asthe  md  chapter  of  Isaiah,  the  13,  14,  15,  16,  17, 
and  IBih  chapters  of  John,  or  the  like. 
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After  the  communion^  the  Minister  shall  say, 
Belovkd  in  the  Lord,  since  the  Lord  hath  now  fed  our  souls  at 
l|is  table,  let  us  therefore  jointly  praise  his  ho]y  name  with  thanks- 
guying,  and  every  one  say  in  his  heart,  thus, 

Bless  the  Lord,  O  my  soul ;  and  all  that  is  toithin  me,  bless 
htM  holy  name. 

Bless  the  Lord,  O  my  soul,  and  forget  not  all  his  benefits. 
Who  forgiveth  thine  iniquities  ;  who  healeth  all  thy  diseases. 
Who  redeemeth  thy  life  from  destruction,  who  crowneth  thee 
with  loving  kindness  and  tender  mercies. 

'  The  Lord  is  merciful  and  gracious,  slow  to  anger  and  plente- 
one  in  mercy. 

He  hath  not  dealt  with  us  after  our  sins,  nor  rewarded  us  ac- 
cording to  our  iniquities. 

For  as  the  heaven  is  high  above  the  earth,  so  great  is  his  mercy 
itmwds  them  that  fear  him. 

As  far  as  the  East  is  from  the  West,  so  far  hath  he  removed 
our  transgressions  from  us. 

Like  as  a  Father  pitieth  his  children,  so  the  Lord  pitieth  them 
that  fear  him. 

Who  hath  not  spared  his  own  Son,  but  delivered  him  up  for  us 
•11,  and  given  us  all  things  with  him.  Therefore  God  commend- 
eth  therewith  his  love  towards  us,  in  that  while  we  were  ^et  sin- 
ners, Christ  died  for  us ;  much  more  then,  being  now  justified  in 
his  blood,  we  shall  be  saved  from  wrath  through  him :  for,  if  when 
we  were  enemies,  we  were  reconciled  to  God  by  the  death  of  his 
Son ;  much  more  being  reconciled,  we  shall  be  saved  by  his  life. 
Therefore  shall  my  mouth  and  heart  show  forth  the  praise  of  the 
Lord  from  this  time  forth  for  ever  more.  Amen. 

Let  every  one  say  with  an  attentive  heart, 
O !  ALMioBmr,  merciful  God  and  I^ither,  we  render  thee  most 
faomble  and  hearty  thanks,  that  thou  hast  of  thy  infinite  mercy, 
ffiven  us  thine  only  begotten  Son,  for  a  mediator  and  a  sacrifice 
far  our  sins,  and  to  be  our  meat  and  drink  unto  life  eternal,  and 
tbit  thou  givest  us  lively  fiuth,  whereby  we  are  made  partakere 
crif  such  thy  benefits — ^thou  hast  also  been  pleased,  that  thy  belov- 
ed Son  Jesus  Christ  should  institute  and  ordain  his  holy  supper 
Ibr  the  confirmation  the  same.  Grant,  we  beseech  thee,  O 
iaithfiil  God  and  Father,  that  through  the  operation  of  thy  hdiy 
SiHrit,4lie  commemoration  of  the  death  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
may  tend  to  the  daily  increase  of  our  %ith,  and  saving  fellowdiip 
with  him,  through  Jesus  Christ  thy  in  whose  name  we  con- 
clude our  prayers,  saying — Omt  FATinnt,  &c. 


THE  FORM  OF  EXCOMMUNICATION. 

Bblovcd  in  the  Lord  Jemw  Christ ;  it  is  known  unto  yoa»  that  we  have 
•everal  timee»  and  by  several  methods  declared  unto  you  the  neat  sin  com- 
witted,  and  the  heinous  ofience  ^ven  by  our  fellow  member  N.  to  the  end 
ftmt  he,  by  your  Christian  admonition,  and  prayers  to  God,  might  be  brought 
•0  repentance,  and  so  be  freed  from  the  bonds  of  the  devil,  (by  whom  he  is 
held  captive)  and  raooverad  by  the  will  of  the  Lord.  Bat  we  cannot  con- 
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ceal  from  you,  with  groat  sorrow,  that  no  one  has  m  yet  appeared  befiiro  on^ 
who  hath  in  the  least  given  us  to  understand  that  he,  by  the  frequent  ad* 
monitioafl  given  him,  (as  well  in  private  as  before  witnesses,  and  in  the  pre* 
aeoce  of  many)  is  come  to  any  remorse  for  his  sins,  or  hath  shown  the  least 
token  of  true  repentance ;  since  then  he  daily  aggravates  his  sin  (which  in 
itself  is  not  small)  by  his  stubbornness,  and  since  we  have  signified  unto 
vou  the  last  time,  that  in  case  he  did  not  repent,  after  such  patience  shown 
Kim  by  the  church,  we  should  be  under  the  disagreeable  necessity  of  being 
further  grieved  for  him,  and  come  to  the  last  remedy:  wherefore  we  at  this 
present  are  necessitated  to  proceed  to  this  excommunication  according  to  the 
command  and  charge  ^ven  us  by  God  in  his  holy  word to  the  end  that  he 
may  hereby  be  mode  (if  possible)  ashamed  of  his  sins,  and  Ukewise  that  we 
may  not  by  this  rotten  and  as  yet  incurable  member,  put  the  whole  body 
of  the  church  in  danger,  and  that  God's  name  mav  not  oe  blasphemed. 

Therefore  we,  the  ministers  and  rulers  of  the  church  of  Goa,  being  here 
assembled  in  the  name  and  authority  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  declare 
before  yon  all,  that  for  the  aforesaid  reasons  we  have  excommunicated,  and 
by  these,  do  excommunicate  N.  from  the  church  of  God,  and  from  fellow* 
snip  with  Christ,  and  the  holy  sacraments,  and  from  all  the  spiritual  bless- 
ings and  benefits,  which  God  promiseth  to,  and  bestows  upon  his  churdv  n 
long  as  he  obstinately  and  impenitently  persists  in  his  sins,  and  is  therefore 
to  be  accounted  by  jrou  as  a  heathen  man  and  a  publican,  according  to  the 
command  of  Christ,  Mat  16,  who  saith,  that  whatsoever  his  ministers  shall 
bind  on  earth,  shall  be  bound  in  heaven. 

Further  we  exhort  you,  beloved  Christians,  to  keep  no  company  vnth  him, 
that  he  may  be  ashamed ;  yet  count  him  not  as  an  enemy,  but  at  all  times 
admoniili  him  as  you  would  a  brother.  In  the  mean  time  let  every  one  take 
warning  by  this  and  such  like  examples,  to  fear  the  Lord,  and  diligently 
take  heed  unto  himself,  if  he  thinketh  he  standetht  lest  he  fall:  but  having 
true  fellowship  with  the  Father  and  his  Son  Jesus  Christ,  together  with  afl 
faithful  Christians,  remain  steadfast  therein  to  the  end,  and  so  obtain  eter- 
nal salvation.  You  have  seen,  beloved  brethren  and  sisters,  in  what  man- 
ner this  our  excommunicated  brother  has  begun  to  fall,  and  by  degrees  is 
<'ome  to  ruin;  observe,  therefore,  how  subtle  Satan  is,  to  bring  man  to 
destruction,  and  to  withdraw  him  from  all  salutary  means  of  salvation: 
^ard,  then,  against  the  least  beginnings  of  evil,  "  ana  laying  aside,"  accord- 
mg  to  the  exhortation  of  the  apostle,  "  every  weight  and  the  sin  which  does 
80  easily  beset  us,  let  us  run  with  patience  the  race  that  is  set  before  us, 
looking  unto  Jesus  the  author  and  finisher  of  our  faith ;  be  sober,  watch 
and  pray,  lest  you  enter  into  temptation.  To-day,  if  you  will  hear  the  voice 
of  the  Lord,  harden  not  your  hearts,  but  work  out  your  own  salvation  with 
foar  and  trembling  ana  every  one  repent  of  his  sins,  lest  our  God  humble 
us  again,  and  that  we  be  obliged  to  bewail  some  one  of  you ;  but  that  you 
may  with  one  accord,  living  in  all  godliness,  be  our  crown  and  joy  in  the 
Lord. 

Since  it  is  God  who  worketh  in  us,  both  to  will  and  to  do  of  his  good 
pleasure,  let  us  call  upon  his  holy  name  with  confession  of  our  sins,  saying, 

O!  RIGHTEOUS  God  and  merciful  Father,  we  bewail  our  sins  before  thy 
high  majesty,  and  acknowledge  that  we  have  deserved  the  grief  and  sor- 
row caused  unto  us  by  the  cutting  off  of  this  our  late  fellow  member:  vea, 
we  all  deserve,  shouldst  thou  enter  into  judgment  with  us,  by  reason  of^ our 
great  transgressions,  to  be  cut  off  and  banished  from  thy  presence. — But,  O 
Lord,  thou  art  merciful  unto  us  for  Christ's  sake,  forgive  lis  our  trespasses, 
for  we  heartily  repent  of  them,  and  daily  work  in  our  hearts  a  greater 
measure  of  sorrow  for  them ;  that  we  may,  fearing  thy  judgments  which 
thou  oxecutest,  agai^ist  the  stiflPnecked,  endeavour  to  please  thee :  grant  us 
to  avoid  all  pollution  of  the  world,  and  those  who  are  cut  off  from  the  com- 
rnunion  of  tne  church,  that  we  may  not  make  ourselves  partakers  of  their 
sins :  and  that  he,  who  is  excommunicated,  may  become  ashamed  of  his 
sins :  and  since  thou  desirest  not  the  death  of  a  sinner,  but  that  he  may 
repent  and  live,  and  the  bosom  of  thy  church  is  always  open  for  those,  who 
turn  away  from  their  wickedness :  we  therefore  humbly  beseech  thee,  to 
kindle  in  our  hearts  a  pious  zeaU  that  we  may  labour,  with  good  Christian 
admonitions  and  examples,  to  bring  again  this  excommunicated  person  on 
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^  liglit  way,  togedier  with  all  those,  who,  through  unbeliif  or  diwilnte- 
neas  of  life,  io  astray. 

Give  thy  blessinff  to  our  admonitions,  that  we  may  have  reason  dierefaf 
to  rejoice  agiun  in  him,  for  whom  we  most  now  mourn :  and  that  thy  holy 
name  may  be  praised,  through  our  Lord  Jems  Christ,  who  hath  thai  tmi^ 
OS  to  pray— Ouft  Fathui,  &c 


THE  FORM 

OF  RE-ADMITTING  EXCOMMUNICATED  PERSONS 

INTO  THE  CHURCH  OP  CHRIST. 

Belovkd  in  the  Lord,  it  is  known  unto  yoo,  that  some  time  ago  oar  fellow 
member  N.  was  cut  off  from  the  church  ef  Christ:  we  cannot  now  conceal 
fiom  you,  that  he,  by  the  above-mentioned  remedy,  as  also  byr  tlie  means 
of  good  admonitien  and  your  christian  prayers,  is  come  so  fer,  tbst  he  is 
ashamed  of  his  sins,  praying  us  to  be  re-admitted  into  the  communion  of 
Idle  church. 

Since  we  then,  by  virtue  of  the  comqnand  <^  God,«re  in  duty  bound  te 
receive  such  persons  with  joy,  and  it  being  necessary  that  good  order  should 
be  used  thereui,  we  therefore  give  you  to  undentaiid  thereby,  that  we  pnr- 
to  loose  again  the  aforementioned  excommunicated  person  from  tibe 
of  excommunication,  the  next  time  when  by  the  grace  of  God  we 
celebrate  the  supper  of  the  Lord,  and  receive  him  again  into  the  communion 
ef  the  church ;  except  any  one  of  you,  in  the  mean  time,  shall  show  just 
cause  why  this  ought  not  to  be  done,  of  which  you  must  give  notice  to  m 
in  due  time.  In  the  mean  time,  let  every  one  thank  the  Lord,  fer  the 
mercy  shown  this  poor  sinner,  beiseeching  him  to  perfect  his  work  in  him 
to  his  eternal  salvation.  Amen. 

AftenoanU,  if  no  impediment  be  allegedy  the  Mnister  shall  proceed  to  Ike 
re<tdmi9$ton  of  the  excommwiicated  sinner,  in  the  following  manner: 
Belovkd  Christians,  we  have  the  last  time  informed  vou  of  the  repent* 
«nce  of  our  fellow  member  N.  to  the  end  that  he  might  with  vour  fere- 
knowledge  be  again  received  into  the  church  of  Christ:  and  wnereas  ne 
one  has  alleged  any  thing  why  his  re-admission  ought  not  to  take  place,  we 
therefore  at  present  purpose  to  proceed  to  the  same. 

Our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  Mat.  IS,  having  confirmed  the  sentence  of  his 
church,  in  the  excommunicating  of  impenitent  sinners,  deciareth  immedi- 
ately thereupon,  that  whatsoever  his  mmisters  shall  loose  on  earth,  shall  be 
loosed  in  heaven ;  whereby  he  giveth  to  understand,  that  when  any  person 
is  cut  off  from  his  church,  he  is  not  deprived  of  all  hopes  of  salvation ;  but 
can  again  be  loosed  fbom  the  bonds  of  condemnation.  Therefore,  since  God 
declares  in  his  word,  that  he  takes  no  pleasure  in  the  death  of  a  sinner,  but 
that  he  turn  from  his  wickedness  and  live,  so  the  church  always  hopes  fer 
the  repentance  of  the  backslidden  sinner,  and  keepeth  her  bosom  open  to 
receive  the  penitent :  accordingly  the  Apostle  Paul,  1  Cor.  5,  commanded 
the  Corinthian  (whom  he  had  declared  ouffht  to  be  cut  off  from  the  church) 
to  be  again  received  and  comforted,  since  heing  reproved  by  many,  he  was 
come  to  the  knowledge  of  his  sins :  to  the  end  that  he  should  not  be  swal- 
lowed up  with  over-much  sorrow.  2  Cor.  2. 

Secondly.  Christ  teocheth  us  in  the  aforementioned  text,  that  the  sentence 
of  absolution,  which  is  passed  upon  such  a  penitent  sinner  accoiding  to  the 
word  of  God,  is  counted  sure  ano  firm  by  the  Lord ;  therefore,  no  one  ondit 
to  doubt  in  the  least,  who  truly  repents,  that  he  is  assuredly  received  liy 
God  in  mer^,  as  Christ  saith,  John,  chap.  20,  Whose  soever  sins  ye  remU, 
fhey  are  remitted  unto  them. 

But  now  to  proceed  to  the  matter  in  hand :  I  ask  thee,  N.  whether  tbon 
doet  declare  here  with  all  thine  heart  before  God  and  his  church,  that  thon 
art  sincerely  sorry  for  the  sin  and  stubbornness,  for  which  thou  hast  been 
justly  cut  off  from  the  church  ?  whether  thou  dost  also  truly  beheive,  that 
the  Lord  hath  forgiven  thee,  and  doth  forgive  ihvsins  for  Christ's  aake,  tnl 
that  thou  therefore  art  desirous  to  be  re-admittea  into  the  chnrch^  Chrivt, 
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iramiii^^  hifMbrth  to  live  jo  all  godlioeai  acoording  to  Oie  oomBMiid  ef 
Anmer,  Ym,  verily. 

TkenikeMuuMterahaUfurtJker  my. 

We.  then,  here  ui—nibled  in  the  name  and  authority  of  the  Lord  Jmm 
Chrirt,  declare  thee,  N.  to  be  abmWed  from  the  bonds  ofexoommiinkatioD; 
and  do  receive  thee  again  into  the  church  of  the  Lord,  and  declare  onto 
tibee  that  thou  art  in  the  communion  of  Christ  and  of  the  holv  sacramentii, 
and  of  all  the  spiritual  blessings  and  benefits  of  God,  which  ne  piomiseth 
to  and  beatoweth  upon  his  church:  may  the  eternal  God  preserve  diee 
therein,  to  the  end,  through  his  only  begotten  Son  Jesus  Christ  Amem. 

Be  therefore  assured  in  thy  heart,  my  beloved  brother,  that  the  Loid  hath 
again  received  thee  in  mercy.  Be  diligent  henceforward  to  auaid  thyself 
against  the  subtlety  of  Satan,  and  the  wickedness  of  the  worn,  to  the  end 
that  thou  mayeat  not  fall  again  into  sin :  love  Christ,  for  many  ains  are  for- 
given thee. 

And  you,  beloved  Christians,  receive  this  your  brother  with  hear^ 
aflfection ;  be  glad  that  he  was  dead  and  is  alive  again,  he  wras  lost  and  w 
fiMmd ;  rejoice  with  the  angels  of  heaven,  over  this  sinner  who  repenteth : 
ooont  him  no  longer  as  as  a  strai^r,  but  as  a  follow-citizen  with  the  saints 
and  of  the  household  of  God.  And  whereas  we  can  have  no  good  of  our^ 
selves,  let  us,  praising  and  magnifying  the  Lord  Almighty,  implore  his 
Hiercy,  saying. 

Gracious  God  and  Father,  we  thank  thee,  through  Jesus  Christ,  that 
diou  hast  been  pleased  to  give  this  our  fellow  brother  repentance  onto  life, 
and  us  cause  to  rejoice  in  his  ccmversion.  We  beseech  thee,  show  him  thy 
mercy,  that  he  may  become  more  and  more  assured  in  his  mind  of  the  re- 
misBion  of  his  sins,  and  that  he  may  receive  from  thence  inexpressible  joy 
and  delight,  to  serve  thee.  And  whereas  he  hath  heretofore  by  his  sins 
offended  many,  grant  that  he  may,  by  his  conversion,  edify  many.  Grant 
also  that  he  may  steadfastly  walk  in  thy  ways,  to  the  end ;  and  may  we 
learn  fiom  this  eiample,  that  with  thee  is  mercy,  that  thou  mayest  be 
feared ;  and  that  we,  counting  hira  for  our  brotner  and  co-heir  of  lifo 
eternal,  may  jointly  serve  thee  with  filial  fear  and  obedience  all  the  days 
of  our  life,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord,  in  whose  name  we  thus  con- 
chide  our  prayer—OuR  Father,  &c. 


THE  FORM 

FOR  ORDAINING  THE  MINISTERS  OF  GOD'S  WORD. 

The  sermon  and  (he  usual  prayers  being  finished,  the  Minister  shaU 
thus  speak  to  the  congregation. 

Beloved  brethren,  it  is  known  unto  you,  that  we  have  now  at  three 
different  times  published  the  name  of  our  brother  N.  here  present,  to  learn 
Whether  any  person  had  aught  to  offer  concerning  his  doctrine  or  life,  why 
he  might  not  be  ordained  to  the  ministry  of  the  word.  And  whereas  no  one 
hath  appeared  before  us,  who  hath  alleged  any  thing  lawful  agahist  hia  per- 
son, we  shall  therefore  at  present,  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  proceed  to  his 
ordination ;  for  which  purpose,  you  N.  and  all  those  who  are  here  present, 
Aall  first  attend  to  a  short  declaration  taken  from  the  word  of  God,  touching 
the  institution  and  the  office  of  pastors  and  ministers  of  God*s  word ;  where, 
in  the  first  place  you  are  to  observe,  that  God  our  heavenly  Father,  willing 
to  call  and  gather  a  church  from  amongst  the  corrupt  race  of  men  onto 
lite  eternal,  doth  by  a  particular  mark  of  his  favour  use  the  ministry  of  men 


^PHerefore,  Puil  Mith.  thaC  the  Lord  JetuM  Christ  hatk'gittw  somUs  iipm- 
UeSt  and  tome  prophas^  ami  tome  evangdisls,  and  some  pastorwand  ministeni 
for  the  perfecting  of  Ike  minis,  for  the  work  of  ihe  wmnslry,  for  the  eddying 
of  the  body  of  ChrisL  Here  we  see  that  the  holy  ApcMtle  among  Olhar  Ifamfi 
with*  that  the  pastoral  crfBce  is  an  institution  of  Chnrt.' 

What  this  holy  ofllee  enjoins,  may  easily  be  gathered  from  the  very  IMnie 
itaelf ;  for  as  it  is  the  duty  of  a  common  shepherd,  to  feed,  guide,  piol8tt» 
end  rule  the  flock  commilted  to  his  charge ;  so  it  is  with  regard  to  these 
vpiritual  shepherds,  who  are  set  over  the  church  which  God  calleth  unto 
valvatioo,  and  counts  as  sheep  of  his  pasture.  The  pasture,  with  which 
these  sheep  are  fed,  is  nothing  Mse  but  the  preaching  of  the  gospel,  accom- 
panied with  prayer,  and  the  administration  of  the  holy  sacraments ;  the 
«ame  word  of  God  is  likewise  the  staflfwith  which  the  fk>ck  is  guided  and 
ruled,  consequently  it  is  evident,  that  the  office  of  pastors  and  rainkters  of 
Clod's  word  is, 

lirtL  That  they  faithfully  explain  to  their  flock,  the  word  of  the  Lord, 
revealed. by  the  vnitings  of  the  prophets  and  the  apostles;  and  apply  the 
same  as  wreW  in  general  as  in  particular,  to  the  edification  of  the  hearers ; 
inslmctifig,  admonishing,  comforting,  and  reproving,  aoeording  to  every 
cue's  need ;  preaching  repentance  towards  God,  and  reconciliation  with  him 
through  faith  in  Christ ;  and  refuting  with  the  Holy  Scriptures,  all  schisms 
and  herenes  which  are  repugnant  to  the  pure  docticine.  All  this  is  clearly 
aignified  to  us  in  holy  writ,  for  the  Apostle  P&nl  saith,  Aat  these  labour  in  the 
word ;  and  elsewhere  he  teacheth  that  this  must  be  done  according  to  the 
measure  or  rule  of  faiih ;  he  writes  also,  that  a  pastor  must  hold  fast  and 
rightly  difoide  ^ke  fo^ful  and  sincere  word  which  is  adcording  to  the  doctrine  : 
likewise,  he  that  prophetietk  (that  is,  preacheth  God^  VKiid)  epexAetk  uido 
men  to  edification,  and  exhortation  and  comfort :  in  another  place  he  pcoposes 
himself  as  a  pattern  to  pastom,  dedaring  that  he  haiA  pvhUdy,  and  from 
iiouse  to  house  taught  and  testified  repentance  towards  Qod,  €md  faith  towards 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ :  but  particularly  we  have  a  clear  description  of  the 
office,  and  ministers  of  God's  word,  2  Corinth,  chap.  v.  18, 19,  and  90th 
verses,  where  the  apostle  thus  speaketh,  **  And  all  things  are  of  God,  who 
hath  reconciled  us  to  himself  by  Jesus  Christ,  and  hath  given  to  us,  (namely 
to  the  apostles  and  pastors)  the  ministry  of  reconciliation ;  to  wit,  that  God 
was,  in  Christ,  reconciling  the  world  unto  himself,  not  imputing  their  tres- 
passee  imto  them,  and  haih  committed  unto  us  the  word  of  reconciliation. 
Now  then  we  are  ambassadors  for  Christ,  as  though  God  did  beseech  you  by 
m;  we  pray  you  in  Christ's  atead,  be  ye  reconciled  to  God."  Conoeming 
the  lefutation  of  false  doctrine,  the  same  apostle  saith.  Tit  i.  9.  **  That  a 
miniater  must  hold  fast  the  faithful  word  of  God,  that  he  may  be  aUe  by 
■omid  doctrine,  both  to  exhort  and  convince  the  gainsayers. 

Secondly.  It  is  the  oflice  of  the  ministers,  publicly  to  call  upon  the  name 
of  the  Lord  in  behalf  of  the  whole  congregation;  for  that  which  the  apostles 
■ay»  toe  wHl  give  oursdves  continually  to  prayer,  and  to  the  ministry  of  the 
word,  is  eommon  to  these  pastors  with  the  apostles;  to  which  St  Faul, 
aUn^Dg,  thus  speaketh  to  Timothy :  I  exhort  therefore,  that  first  of  all, 
•applications,  prayers,  intercessions,  and  giving  of  thanin,  be  made  Ibr  all 
men ;  for  kings,  aiid  for  all  that  are  in  authority,"  &c   1  Tim.  ii.  1  and  8. 

Tkirdly.  Their  office  is  to  administer  the  sacraments  which  the  Loid  hath 
ioatituted  as  seals  of  his  grace :  as  is  evident  from  the  command  giTtn  by

iHrnas'i  wtingipn,  whieh  k  aJao  the  waaon  why  the  Lotd  will  hanw  weh 
•a o6b)e ahN^  to  lemains  ftrChnat  mid  when  heaenttah  h»  npoillea 
tatolBanta  in  thia  ho^y  ftinction,  Lo,Iamtimay§  wUh  yon,.gaiia  tarfe  Urn  md 
^tkewoHd;  where  we  aee  hat  pleeanra  i% that  thii  hoiy  offiee  <|bp.tha 
jmaona  to  whom  he  here  qwaketh  eenld  ant  hva  to  the.  end  of  the  world) 
ahooU  alwnfa  be  mamtained  en  earth.'

Forannach  theaafiypB  as  we,  fi>r  the  maintaining  of  thio  office  in  the  chnreh 
'  of  God,  are  now  to  ordain  a  new  minister  of  tb«  woid,  and  having  siifll> 
eiently  spoke  of  the  office  of  mch  persons,  therefore  you  N.ahall  answer  to 
the  foUowing  qnestions,  which  shall  be  proposed  to  you,  to  the  end  that  it 
wm^  appear  to,  all  here  present,  that  yovL  are  inclined  to  accept  of  thia  office 
aa  above  described. 

FireL  I  ask  thee,  whether  thou  ftelest  in  diy  heart  that  then  art  lawliilty 
ealled  of  God's  churdi,  and  therefore  of  God  himself,  to  this  holy  ministiy.? 

Secondly,  yj^eiher  thou  dost  believe  the  books  of  the  and  New  Tea- 
lanient  to  be  the  only  word  of  God,  and  the  peifoet  doctrine  unto  salvation, 
and  doat  reject  all  (hietrinea  repugnant  thereto  ? 

J%mUy,  Whether  thou  dost  promise  faithfully  to  dischaige  thy  offiee,  ne- 
eording  to  the  same  doctrine  ae  above  described,  and  to  adorn  it  with  a 
9odly  lift ;  also,  to  submit  thyael^  in  case  thou  shouldst  become  delinquent 
either  in  life  or  doctrine,  to  ecclesiastical  admonition,  acoordiogtto  tha  pah 
lie  ordinance  of  the  churcheaf

7%em  Ab  Mmuler  thsM,  from  the  pulpUt  trnkoH  Ike  ordained  MiniHer,  and 
the  congregatwn,  w  the  foUowing  manner : 

•*  Take  heed,  therefore,  beloved  brother,  and  fellow-servant  in  Christ, 
unto  yourself  and  to  ail  the  flock,  over  which  the  Holy  Ghost  hath  made 
yoa  overseer,  to  feed  the  church  of  God  which  he  hath  purchased  with  his 
ownbkxxl:  k>ve  Christ,  and  feed  his  sheep,  taking  the  oversight  of  them 
not  by  ooostraini,  but  willingly:  not  for  filthy  lucre,  but  of  a  ready  mind, 
neither  as  being  lord  over  God's  heritage,  but  as  an  example  to  the  flocks 
Be  an  example  of  believers,  in  word,  ineonversation,  in  charity,  in  spirit,  in 
fiutfa,  in  purity.  Give  attendance  to  reading,  to  exhortation,  to  doctrine. 
Neglect  not  the  gift  that  is  in  thee,  meditate  upon  those  things,  give  thy- 
self wholly  to  them,  that  thy  profiting  may  appear  to  all :  take  heed  to  thy 
doctrine,  and  continue  steadfiist  therein.  Bear  patiently  all  suflbrings,  and 
oppressions,  as  a  good  soldier  of  Jesus  Christ,  for  in  doling  this  thou  shalt 
both  save  thyself  and  them  that  hear  thee.  And  when  tha  chief  Shepherd 
shall  appear,  thou  shalt  receive  a  crown  of  glory  that  fiideth  not  away." 

"  And  you  likewise,  beloved  Christians,  receive  this  your  minister  in  the 
Lofd  with  all  gladness,  '  and  hold  such  in  reputation :'  Remember  that 
God  himself  through  him  speaketh  unto  you  and  beseecheth  you.  Receive 
the  word,  which  he,  according  to  the  sciipture,  shall  preach  unto  jrou,  *DOt 
at  the  word  of  man,  but  (as  it  is  in  truth)  the  word  of  God/  Let  the  feet 
of  those  that  preach  the  gospel  of  peace,  and  bring  glad  tidings  of  good 
things,  be  beautiful  and  pleasant  unto  you.  Obey  them  that  have  the  rule 
over  yoii,  and,  submit  yourselves ;  for  they  wateh  for  yom  souls,  as  they 
that  must  give  account,  that  they  may  do  it  with  joy,  and  not  with  grief: 
for  that  is  unprofitable  for  you.  If  you  do  these  things,  it  shall  come  to 
pass,  that  the  peace  of  God  shall  enter  into  your  houses,  and  that  yoa  who 
leceive  this  man  in  the  name  of  a  prophet,  shall  receive  a  prophet's  reward, 
and  through  bis  preaching,  believing  in  Chnst,  shall  through  Christ  inherit 
lifo  eternal." 

Since  no  man  is  of  himself  fit  for  any  of  these  things,  let  us  call  upon 
Ciod  vrith  thanksgiving : 

BfKRCiFUL  Father,  we  thank  thee  that  it  pleaseth  thee,  by  the  ministiy 
Qf  men,  to  gather  a  church  to  thyself  onto  life  eternal,  from  amongst  the 
Joet  children  of  men :  we  bless  thee  for  so  gmciously  providing  the  church 
in  this  place  with  a  faithful  minister,  we  beseech  thee  to  qualify  him  daily 
more  and  more  by  the  holy  spirit,  for  the  ministry  to  which  thou  hast  or- 
dained and  callisd  him:  enlighten  his  undentanding  to  comprehend  thy 
holy  word,  and  give  him  utterance,  that  he  may  boldly  open  his  mouth,  to 
make  known  and  dispense  the  mysteries  of  the  gospel.  Endue  him  with 
wisdom  and  valour,  to  rale  the  people  aright  over  which  he  is  set,  and  to 
preserve  them  in  Christian  peace,  to  the  end  that  thy  churoh  under  his  ad- 
ministration and  by  tus  good  example,  may  increase  in  number  and  in  vir- 
tue. Grant  him  courage  to  bear  the  difficulties  and  troubles  which  he  may 
meet  with  in  his  ministry,  that  being  strengthened  by  the  comfort  of  thy 
spirit,  he  may  remain  steadfiist  to  the  end,  and  be  received  with  all  fiu& 
foi  servants  into  the  joy  of  his  master.  Give  thy  grace  also  to  this  people 
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Md  ohmdk  tlMt  thflf  mqr  boooniiiKly  <hipoit  tlm—BTf w  tiwwidi  tiwi  tiiMr 
vwlw;  tbit  they  majr  uluwivMffft^  hialobeientoCtfaM;tiuittlMsr 
may  receive  hii  dodipDe  with  all  reverence,  and  mibMil  thenMlvee  to  hm 
•ihorlalioat.  To  the  ead  thai  they  nay,  by  his  vwd,  beliering  in  QhiM, 
beuMdepartakefaofeteRial  lUe.  Hear  an,  O  Father,  through,  thy  htiovad 
Son,  who  hath  thpa  taught  oa-to-pMy— Our  Fathdu^w.

Belovio  Christiani,  jrou  know  ttat  we  have  ■everal  tnnee  pablUied 
onto  yoa  the  names  of  oar  brethren  here  present,  who  are  choaen  to  the 
oflke  of  elders  and  deaeona  in  this  chnrchr  ta  ihe  end  that  we  might  know 
whether  any  peison  had  aught  to  allege,  why  they  should  not  be  ordained 
in  their  respective  oflSces ;  and  whereas  no  eae  hath  appeared  before  us, 
who  hath  aHeged  any  thing  lawful  against  them,  we  shall  therefore  at  pre 
sent,  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  proceed  to  their  oidtnation. 

But  first,  you,  who  are  to  be  ordained,  and  all  those  who  are  here  pre 
sent,  shall  attend  to  a  short  declaration  from  the  word  of  God  concerning 
the  institution  and  the  oflice  of  elders  and  deacone:  of  the  elders  is  to  be 
observed,  that  the  word  elder  or  eldest  (which  is  taken  out  of  the  Old  Tes- 
tament, and  signifieth  a  person  who  is  placed  in  an  honourable  office  of 
government  over  others)  is  applied  to  two  sorts  of  persons  who  administer 
in  the  church  of  Jesus  Christ :  for  the  apostle  saith,  "  the  elders  (hat  rule 
well,  shall  be  counted  worthy  of  double  honour,  especially  they  who  labour 
in  the  word  and  doctrine.**  Hence  it  is  evident  that  there  were  two  sorts 
of  elders  in  the  apostolic  church,  the  former  whereof  did  labour  in  the- 
word  and  doctrine,  and  the  latter  did  not.  The  firat  were  the  ministers  of 
the  word  and  pastors,  who  preached  the  gospel  and  administered  the  sacra- 
ments :  but  the  others,  who  did  not  labour  in  the  word,  and  still  did  serve 
in  the  church,  bore  a  particular  office,  namely,  they  had  the  oversight  of 
.  the  church,  and  ruled  the  same  with  the  ministers  of  the' word :  for  Paul, 
Rom.  chap.  12,  having  spoke  of  the  ministry  of  the  word,  and  also  of  tho 
office  of  distribution  or  deaconi^ip,  speaketh  afterwards  particularly  of  this 
c^ce,  saying:  "he  that  ruleth,  let  him  do  it  with  diligence:"  likewise,  in 
another  place,  he  counts  government  among  the  gifts  and  offices  which  God 
hath  instituted  in  the  church :  1  Cor.  12.  Thus  we  see  that  these  sorts  of 
ministers  are  acMed  to  the  others  who  preach  the  gospel,  to  aid  and  assist 
them,  as  in  the  old  testament  the  common  Levites  were  to  the  priests  in  the 
service  of  the  tabernacle,  in  those  things  which  they  could  not  perform 
alone:  notwithstanding  the  offices  always  remained  distinct  one  from  the 
ether.  Moreover  it  is  proper  that  such  men  should  be  joined  to  the  minis- 
ters of  the  word  in  ttm  government  of  the  church,  to  the  end,  that  thereby 
all  tyranny  and  lording  may  be  kept  out  of  the  church  of  God,  which  may 
sooner  creep  in,  when  the  govenunent  n  placed  in  the  hands  of  one  alone, 
or  of  a  very  fow.  And  thus  the  ministers  of  the  word,  together  with  the 
eUen,  form  a  body  or  assembly,  being  as  a  council  of  the  church,  repre- 
•enliiig  the  whole  church;  to  whkh  Chnst  alludes  when  he  saith,  "Tell. 
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Ik^  ehtoreii"— ^wUeh  can  ia  no  wise  be  undenfood  of  idl  and  ereiy  omb- 
btr  of  Ihe  cbnreh  in  pwtieiikr,  but  veiy  pioperlf  of  thote  who  gorem  d» 
ciMrohf  out  of  whioh  they  era  ehoeen. 

Theielbra  in  the  first  place,  the  office  of  the  elden  is,  together  wiA  the 
■Hriiteie  of  the  word,  to  take  the  oversight  of  the  church,  which  is  com- 
mitted to  them,  and  diligently  to  look,  whether  every  one  properly  depoiti 
himself  in  his  confession  and  converaation;  to  admonish  those,  who  behave 
themselvea  disoiderly,  and  to  prevent,  as  much  as  possible,  the  saeramenls 
fiom  being  pro&ned ;  also  ta  act  (according  to  the  Christian  discipline) 
against  the  impenitent,  and  to  receive  the  penitent  again  into  the  buasm  ef 
the  cfaureh,  as  doth  not  only  appear  from  the  above-mentioned  saying  of 
Chiirt,  but  also  firom  many  other  {daces  of  holy  writ,  as  1  Cor.  chap.  6,  and 
2  Cor.  chap.  2,  that  these  things  are  not  alone  entrusted  to  one  or  two  per- 
Booa,  but  to  many  who  are  ordained  thereto. 

Steomdiy.  Since  the  apostle  enjoineth,  that  all  things  MhaU  be  dene  deeeiUitf 
mad  w  enler,  amongst  Christians,  and  that  no  other  persons  ought  to  serve 
in  tiie  church  of  Christ,  but  those  who  are  lawfully  called,  according  to  the 
Christian  ordinance,  theteibre  it  is  also  the  doty  of  the  elders  to  pay  regard 
to  it,  and  in  all  occurrences,  which  relate  to  the  welfare  and  good  order  of 
the  chorcli,  to  be  assistant  with  their  good  counsel  and  advice,  to  the  minis- 
teiB  of  the  word,  yea,  also  to  serve  all  Christians  with  advice  and  consola- 
tion. 

TkirdLy.  It  is  also  their  duty  particularly  to  have  regard  unto  the  doctrine 
and  conversation  of  the  ministers  of  the  word,  to  the  end  that  all  things 
may  be  directed  to  the  edification  of  the  church ;  and  that  no  strange  doc- 
trine be  taught,  according  to  that  which  we  read,  Acts  20,  where  the  apostle 
ezhortoth  to  watch  diligently  against  the  wolves,  which  might  come  into 
the  sheep-iold  of  Christ :  fi>r  the  performance  of  which  the  elders  are  in 
duty  bound  diligently  to  search  the  word  of  God,  and  oontinnally  to  he 
meditating  on  the  mysteries  of  faith. 

Concerning  the  Deacons;  of  the  origin  and  institution  of  their  office  we 
may  read.  Acts  6,  vrhere  we  find  that  the  apostles  themselves  did  in  the 
beginning  serve  the  poor,  At  whose  feet  was  brought  the  price  of  the 
things  that  were  sold :  and  distribtttioBwaa  made  unto  every  man,  accord- 
ing as  he  had  need.  But  afterwards,  when  a  mqrmuring  arose,  because  the 
widows  of  the  Grecians  were  neglected  in  the  daily  ministration,"  men 
were  chosen  (by  the  advice  of  the  apostles)  who  should  make  the  serviee 
of  the  poor  their  peculiar  business,  to  the  end  that  the  apostles  might  e<m- 
imuaUy  give  thenudves  to  prayer,  and  to  the  ministry  cf  the  word.  And  this 
has  been  continued  from  that  time  fi>rward  in  the  church,  as  appears  from 
Rom.  12.  Where  the  apostle,  speaking  of  this  office,  saith,  he  that  giveth, 
let  him  do  it  with  simplicity."  And  1  Cor.  12.  28,  speaking  of  helps,  lie 
means  those,  who  are  appointed  in  the  churoh  to  help  and-  assist  the  poor 
and  indigent  in  time  of  need ;  firon  which  passages  we  may  easily  gather, 
what  the  deacon's  ofike  is,  namely,  that  they  in  the  first  place  collect  and 
preserve  with  the  greatest  fidelity  and  diligence,  the  alms  and  goods  which 
are  given  to  th»poor:  yea,  to  do  their  utmost  endeavours,  that  many  good 
means  be  procured  for  the  relief  of  the  poor. 

The  second  part  of  their  office  consists  in  distribution,  wherein  are  not 
only  required  discretion  and  prudence,  to  bestow  the  alms  only  on  otgeois 
of  charity,  but  also  cheerfvOness  and  siiiipiiGity  to  assist  the  poor  with  eoi* 
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pmm  and  heuty  afieetioii;  m  die  •poMle  raqniivi,  Ron.  tbmp,  IS;  nd 
i  Cor.  ebaii.  9^  For  wlricii  end  it  is  vefy  beneficiel,  tiiat  tfiey  do  not  onljr 
■dmiiiiiter  relief  to  the  poor  and  indigeiit  with  external  gifia,  bat  alaa  with 
oomfortabie  words  from  acriptnre. 

To  the  end  therefore,  beloved  brethren,  N.  N.  that  erery  one  may -hear, 
that  yoa  are  willing  to  take  your  reepediYe  oflfeea  opon  ywh  ye  triMll 
newer  to  the  following  qneationa. 

Aai  hi  tha  firrt  place  I  atk  you,  both  elden  and  deaoona,  whether  ye  da 
■Dt  ImI  io  your  hearti,  that  ye  are  lawfully  called  of  God's  ehoreh,  and 
ooaaaqMiitly  of  God  himself,  to  these  your  respective  holy  offices? 

gssBadly.  Whether  ye  believe  the  books  of  the  old  and  new  testamanf  to 
be  the  only  word  of  God.  and  the  perfect  doctrine  of  sal  vataoo,  and  do  reject 
all  doctrines  repugnant  thereto? 

Tkirdly.  Whether  ye  promae,  agreeably  to  aaid  doetriae,  fttthfidly, 
•oeoiding  to  your  ability,  to  discharge  your  respective  offices,  aa  they  are 
kmm  deecribed  ?  ye  eUeis  in  the  government  of  the  ehoreh  together  with 
the  Binisters  of  the  word :  and  ye  deacons  in  the  mhustretion  to  the  poor? 
Do  ye  also  jointly  promise  to  walk  in  all  godlinePi  and  to  sobinit  yooP" 
aalvea,  in  ease  ye  should  become  remiss  in  yoor  doty,  to  the  adaMnitkms 
of  the  church  ?— Upon  which  they  shall  answer.  Yet, 

'I%en  the  Miniaier  ehaU  aay, 
The  Almighty  God  and  Father,  replenish  yon  all  with  his  grace,  that  ye 
may  fiuthfully  and  fruitfully  discharge  your  respective  offices.  Amen. 

The  Minuter  thaXL  further  exhort  them,  and  the  whole  congregation^  in  the 
foUotoing  manner : 

Therefore,  ye  elders,  be  diligent  in  the  government  of  the  church,  which 
is  committed  to  you,  and  the  ministera  of  the  word.  Be  also,  as  watchmen 
over  the  house  and  city  of  God,  foithful  to  admonish  and  to  caution  every 
one  against  his  ruin.  Take  heed  that  purity  of  doctrine  and  godliness  of 
life  be  maintained  in  the  church  of  God.  And,  ye  deacons,  be  diligent  in 
collecting  the  alms,  prudent  and  cheerful  in  the  distribution  of  the  same: 
assist  the  oppressed,  provide  for  the  true  widows  and  orphans,  show  libe- 
rality unto  all  men,  but  especially  to  the  household  of  faith. 
'  Be  ye  all  with  one  accojd  faithful  in  your  offices,  and  hold  the  myetery 
<^  the  faith  in  a  pure  conscience^  being  good  examples  unto  all  the  people. 
In  so  doing  you  will  purchaee  to  yourtdves  a  good  degree,  and  great  botd- 
nets  in  the  faith,  tohich  is  in  Christ  Jesus,  and  hereafter  enter  into  the  joy 
of  our  Lord.  On  the  other  hand,  beloved  Christians,  receive  these  men  as 
the  servants  of  God:  count  the  elders  that  rule  well  worthy  double 
honour,  give  yourselves  willingly  to  their  inspection  and  government 
Provide  the  deacons  with  good  means  to  assist  the  indigent  Be  cbaritaUe, 
ye  rich,  give  liberally,  and  contribute  willingly.  And,  ye  poor,  be  poor  in 
apirit  and  deport  yourselves  respectfully  towards  yovkt  benefoctors,  be 
thankful  to  them,  and  avoid  murmuring:  follow  Christ,  for  the  food  of  your 
iouls,  but  not  for  bread.  Lit  him  that  hath  stolen  (or  who  hath  been  bur- 
thensome  to  his  neighbours)  steal  no  more:  but  rather  let  him  labour,  work- 
ing with  his  hands  the  things  vAich  are  good,  that  he  maygi^e  to  him  that 
tteedeth.  £ach  of  you,  doing  these  things  in  your  l«spective  callings,  shall 
aaoeive  of  the  Lord,  the  reward  of  righteousness.  But  since  we  are  unable 
«f  ouiselvea,  ]|St  us.  call  upon  the  name  of  the  Lord,  saying, 
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O  Lo&D  GkMi  and  hMveiUy  Father,  we  thank  thee  that  it  hath  pleaiad 
thee*  for  the  better  edification  of  thy  church,  to  ordain  in  it,  hemdee  the 
miniaterB  of  the  word,  rulers  and  assistants,  by  whom  thy  church  may  be 
preserved  in  peace  and  prosperity,  and  the  indigent  assisted ;  and  that  Chou 
hast  at  present  granted  us  in  this  place,  men,  who  are  of  good  testimony, 
ao^.'We  hope  endowed  with  thy  spirit  We  beseech  thee,  replenish  them 
more  and  more  with  such  giAs,  as  are  necessary  for  them  in  their  ministra- 
tion; with  the  gills  of  wisdom,  courage,  discretion,  and  benevolenoa,,to  the 
end  that  everyone  may,  in  his  respective  oflice,  acquit  himself  as  is- becom- 
ing; the  elders  in  taking  diligent  heed  unto  the  doctrine  and  conveinlaaD, 
in  keeping  out  the  wolves  from  the  sheepfbid  of  thy  beloved  Son;  and  in 
admonishing  and  reproving  disorderly  persons,  in  like  manner,  the  deacons 
in  carefully  receiving,  and  liberally  and  prudently  distributing  of  the  alms 
to  the  poor,  and  in  comforting  them  with  thy  holy  word.  Give  grace  both 
to  the  elders  and  deacons,  that  they  may  persevere  in  their  faithful  labour, 
and  never  become  weary  by  reason  of  any  trouble,  pain  or  persecution  of 
the  world.  Grant  also.especially  thy  divine  grace  to  this  people,  over  whom 
tfaey  are  placed,  that  they  may  willingly  submit  themselves  to  the  good  ex- 
hortatiooB  of  the  elders,  counting  them  worthy  of  honour  for  their  works' 
sake ;  give  also  unto  the  rich,  Uberal  hearts  towards  the  poor,  and  to  the 
poor  grateful  hearts  towards  those  who  help  and  serve  them ;  to  the  end 
that  every  one  acquitting  himself  of  his  duty,  thy  holy  name  may  thereby 
be  magnified,  and  the  kingdom  of  thy  Son  Jesus  Christ,  enlarged,  in  whose 
name  we  conclude  our  prayers,  &c. 


THE  FORM 
FOR  THE  CONFIRMATION  OF  MARRIAGE 
BEFORE  THE  CHURCH. 
WnnXAS  married  persons  are  generally,  by  reason  of  sin,  subject  to 
many  troubles  and  affliotionff;  to  the  end  that  you  N.  and  N.  who  desire  to 
hne  your  marriage  bondpuUSeiy  confirmed^  here  in  the  name  of  Gody  before 
tkia  church,  may  alto  be  assured  in  your  hearts  of  the  certain  assistance  of 
God  in  your  afflictions,  hear  therefore  from  the  word  of  God,  how  honourable 
the  marriage  state' is,  and  that  it  is  an  institution  of  God.  which  is  platting 
to  him.    Wherefore  he  alto  will  (as  he  hath  pmmi$ed)  Uen  and  asttei  vi 
married penontt  and  on  the  contrary,  judge  andpunith  wkoremongere  ana 
aduUerere. 

la  the  first  place  you  are  to  know,  that  God  our  Father,  o/i'er  Atf'Jkicf  crsiM 
knten  and  earth,  and  all  that  in  them  is,  made  man  in  his  own  image  ti^ 
likeneH;  that  he  tkoM  have  dominion  oner  the  beasts  tf^thefidd,  oner  the 
JUh  of  the  sea,  and  aver  the  fouds  of  the  air.  And  after  he  had  created  man^ 
he  said,  *'It  is  not  good  that  man  should  be  alone,  I  will  make  him  an 
meet  for  him."  And  the  Lord  caused  a  deep  sleep  to  faU  upoil  Adam,  and 
he  dspt;  and  he  took  one  of  his  rihs,  and  dosed  up  the  Jlesh  instead  thereof 
Aad  the  rib  which  the  Lord  CM  had  taken  from  man,  made  he  a  woman,  and 
brought  her  vnto  the  man.  And  Adam  said,  this  is  now  bone  of  my  bone,  and 
Jlesh  of  rnyJUA:  dke  shall  be  called  woman,  because  she  was  taken  out  of 
mam^  Therefore  shall  a  man  leave  his  Father,  and  his  Mother,  and  shall 
elMTtnnlo  hii  fpifo^  and  they  two  shall  be  one  flesh.  Thsr^ore  yearewA 
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10  doubt  bui  that  the  married  elate  it  pleating  to  the  Lord^  tmoe  he  made  imfo 
Adam  hie  wifct  brought  and  gave  her  himedf  to  him  to  be  Me  wife;  tcwbiei*- 
ing  Ikerebf  that  he  doth  yet  ae  with  his  hand  bring  unto  every  man  hie  wife. 
Fbt  Miff  rendm  the  Lord  Jeeue  Christ  did  also  highly  honour  ii  with  his  pre- 
*  jeence,  gifts  and  miracles  in  Cana  of  Galilee,  to  show  thereby  that  this  hdy 
etate  ought  to  be  kept  honourably  by  all,  and  that  he  vnll  aid  and  protect  mar- 
ried persons,  even  when  they  are  least  deserving  it.  But  that  you  may  live 
godly  in  this  state,  you  must  know  the  reasons  wherefore  Qod  hath  instituted 
the  tame.  The  fret  reason  in,  that  each  faithfully  assist  the  other,  in  all  things 
that  belong  to  this  life,  and  a  better. 

Secondly.  That  they  bring  up  the  children  which  the  Lord  shaU  give  them, 
tn  Oie  true  knowledge  and  fear  of  Qod,  to  his  ^lory,  and  their  salvation. 

Thirdly.  That  each  of  them,  avoiding  all  undeanness  and  evU  lusts,  may 
live  with  a  good  and  quiet  conscience. 

For,  to  avoid  fornication,  let  every  man  have  his  own  wife,  and  every  woman 
her  own  husband ;  insomuch  that  all  who  are  come  to  their  years,  and  hone  nOl 
M0  gift  of  continence,  are  bound  by  the  command  of  C^od,  to  enter  into  the 
wmrriage  s!ale,  with  knowledge  and  consent  of  parents,  or  guardians  and 
friends ;  so  that  the  temple  of  Qod,  which  is  our  body,  may  not  be  defikd ;  for 
whosoever  defHeth  the  temple  of  Qod,  him  shall  Qod  destroy. 

Next  you  are  to  know,  how  each  is  bouod  to  behave  respectively  towaidi 
the  other,  according  to  the  word  of  God. 

First.  You,  who  are  the  bridegrooni,  must  know,  that  God  hath  set  you 
to  be  the  head  of  your  wife,  that  you,  according  to  ywa  ability,  shall  lead 
her  with  discretion;  instructing,  comforting,  protecting  her,  as  the  head 
rules  the  body ;  yea,  as  Christ  is  the  head,  wisdom,  consolation,  and  assist- 
ance to  his  church.  Besides,  you  are  to  love  your  wife  as  your  ovm  body, 
as  Christ  hath  loved  his  Church :  you  shall  not  be  bitter  against  her,  bat 
dwell  with  her  as  a  man  of  undereiuudiug,  giving  honour  to  the  wife,  as 
the  weaker  vessel,  considering  that  ye  are  joint  heirs  of  the  grace  of  life, 
that  your  prayers  be  not  hindered ;  and  since  it  it  God's  command,  "  that 
the  man  shall  eat  his  bread  in  the  sweat  of  hit  face^*  therefore  you  are  to  !«• 
hour  diligently  and  faithfully,  in  the  calling  wherein  God  haih  set  you,  that 
you  may  maintain  your  household  honestly,  and  likewise  have  something  to 
give  to  the  poor. 

In  like  manner,  must  you,  who  are  the  bride,  know  how  you  are  to  carry 
yourself  towards  your  husband,  according  to  the  word  of  God:  3rou  are  to 
Vve  your  lawful  husband,  to  honour  and  fear  him,  as  also  to  be  obedient 
unto  him  in  ail  lawful  things,  as  to  your  Lord,  "  m  the  body  is  obedient  to 
IIm  head,  and  the  Church  to  Christ  Yon  shall  not  exercise  any  dominioa 
over  your  husband,  but  be  silent:  for  Adam  was  first  created,  and  then 
Eve,  to  be  an  help  to  Adam and  after  the  fiiU,  God  said  to  Eve,  and  in 
liar  to  all  women,  "your  will  shall  be  subject  to  your  husband;*'  [yoic 
tktU  not  resist  this  ordinance  of  Crod,  but  be  obedient  to  the  word  tf  God, 
and  fcUow  the  examples  of  godly  women,  who  trusted  in  God,  and  were 
subject  to  their  husbands;  **€U  Sarah  was  obedient  to  Abraham,  caiUng 
him  her  lord  you  shall  also  be  an  help  to  your  husband  in  aU  good  and 
lawful  things,  looking  to  your  family,  and  walking  in  all  honesty  and 
virtue,  without  worldly  pride,  that  you  may  give  an  example  to  othert  of 
modesty.] 

Wherefore  you  N.  and  you  N.  having  now  understood  tb«t  God  b«th  in« 
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fltitated  marriage,  and  what  he  oommands  you  therein :  are  you  willing  thu 
to  behave  yourselves  in  this  holy  state,  (u  you  here  do  confess  b^ore  lUt 
Chrutkm  astemUy,  and  desirous  that  you  be  confirmed  in  the  same  f 
Ansiocr.  ITes. 

Wheretqwn  (he  Minister  shall  say, 
rtake  you  aO,       are  met  here  to  witness,  that  there  is  brought  no  lawful 
ia^^ediment. 

Further  to  the  married  persons. 
Since  then  it  is  JU  thai  you  be  furthered  in  this  your  work,  the  Lord  God 
confirm  your  purpose,  which  he  hath  given  you ;  and  jrour  beginning  be  in 
the  name  of  the  Lord,  who  made  heaven  and  earth. 

Hereupon  they  shaU  join  hands  together,  emd  the  Minister  speak  Jirst  to  the 
bridegroom. 

N.  Do  3rou  acknowledge  hero  before  God,  and  this  his  holy  church,  that 
you  have  taken,  and  do  take  to  your  lawful  wife,  N.  here  present,  promisiDg 
her  never  to  forsake  her ;  to  love  her  faithfully,  to  maintain  her,  as  a  fiutfaful 
and  {Hous  husband  is  bound  to  do  to  his  lawful  wife ;  that  you  will  live  bo- 
lily  with  her;  keeping  faith  and  truth  to  her  in  all  things  according  to  the 
holy  gospel?  Answer.  Yes. 

Afterwards  to  the  bride. 
N.  Do  you  acknowledge  here  before  God,  and  this  his  holy  church,  that 
yon  have  taken,  and  do  take  to  your  lawful  husband,  N.  here  present, 
promising  to  be  obedient  to  him,  to  serve  and  assist  him,  never  to  forsake 
him,  to  live  holily  with  him,  kee^Hng  faith  and  truth  to  him  in  all  things, 
as  a  pious  and  faithful  wife  is  bound  to  her  lawful  husband  according  to 
the  holy  gospel  ?  Answer.  Yes. 

Then,  the  Minister  shall  say. 
The  Father  of  all  mercies,  who  of  his  grace  hath  called  you  to  diia  holly 
state  of  marriage,  bind  you  in  f^p  love  and  faithfulness,  and  grant  you  h^ 
blessing.  Amen. 

'  Hear  now  from  the  gospd,  how  firm  the  bond  of  marriage  is,  as  described, 
Matthew,  chap.  xix.  verses  3,  4,  5, 6, 7,  8, 9. 
*   "  **  The  Pharisees  came  imto  him,  tempting  him,  and  saying  unto  hm,  is  it 
laiafulfor  a  man  to  put  away  his  wife  ?"  4i-c. 

Believe  these  words  of  Christ,  and  be  certain  and  assured,  that  our  hoHt 
Qod  hath  joined  you  togt§m  in  this  holy  state.

CONFESSION  OF  FAITH, 

COMPOSED  IN  THE  COUNCIL  OF  NICE,  IN  THE  YEAR  OP  OUR 
LORD,  325. 

We  believe  in  one  God,  the  Father  Almighty,  Maker  of  heaven  and 
eaitfi,  and  of  all  things  visible  and  invisible;  and  in  one  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
the  only  begotten  Son  of  God,  begotten  of  his  Father,  before  ail  worlds ; 
God  of  God,  Light  of  Light  very  God  of  very  God,  begotten,  not  made, 
being  of  one  substance  with  the  Father,  by  whom  all  things  were  made: 
who  for  us  men  end  for  our  salvation,  came  down  from  heaven,  and  was 
incarnate  by  the  Holy  Ghost  of  the  Viigin  Mary,  and  was  made  man.  and 
was  crucified  also  tor  us  under  Pontius  Pilate.  He  suffered  and  was  buried, 
and  the  third  day  he  arose  again  according  to  the  scriptures,  and  ascended 
into  heaven,  and  sitteth  on  the  right  hand  of  the  Father.  And  he  shall  come 
figain,  with  glory,  to  judge  both  the  quick  and  the  dead ;  whose  kingdom 
shall  have  no  end.  And  in  the  Holy  Ghost,  who  spake  by  the  prophets. 
And  one  holy  Catholic  and  Apostolic  church.  We  acknowledge  one  bap* 
tistt  for  the  remission  of  sins ;  we  look  for  the  resurrection  of  the  dead,  and 
the  life  of  the  world  to  come.  Amen. 


THE  CREED  OF  ATHANASIUS, 

WRITTEN  IN  THE  YEAR  OF  OUR  LORD,  333. 

1.  Whosoever  will  be  saved,  before  all  things  it  is  necessary  that  he 
hold  the  Catholic  faith. — ^2.  Which  faith,  except  one  do  keep  whole  and  un- 
defiled,  without  doubt  he  shall  perish  everlastingly.— 3.  The  Catholic  faith  is 
this,  that  we  worship  one  God  m  Trinity,  and  Trinity  in  Unity. — 4.  Neither 
confounding  the  Persons  nor  dividing  the  Substance.— 5.  For  there  is  one 
Person  of  the  Father,  another  of  the  Son,  and  another  of  the  Holy  Ghost — 
e.  But  the  Godhead  of  the  Father  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost  is  aU 
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one ;  the  Glory  equal,  aiwJ  the  Majesty  co-etemal. — 7.  Such  as  the  Father  is, 
such  is  the  Son,  and  such  is  the  Holy  Ghost — 8.  The  Father  uncreated,  the 
Son  uncreated,  and  the  Holy  Ghost  uncreated. — 9.  The  Father  incompre- 
hensible, and  the  Son  incomprehensible,  and  the  Holy  Ghost  incomprehen- 
sible.— 10.  The  Father  eternal,  the  Son  eternal,  and  the  Holy  Ghost  eternal. 
— U.  And  yet  there  are  not  three  Eternals ;  but  one  eternal. — 12.  As  also 
there  are  not  three  incomprehensibles,  nor  three  Uncreated,  but  one  Un- 
created, and  one  Incomprehensible. — 13.  So  likewise  the  Father  is  Almighty, 
the  Son  Almighty,  and  the  Holy  Ghost  Almighty. — 14.  And  yet  there  arc 
not  three  Almighties,  but  one  Almighty .-71 5.  So  the  Father  is  God,  the  Son 
is  God,  and  the  Holy  Ghost  is  God. — 16.  And  yet  there  are  not  three  Gods, 
but  one  God. — 17.  So  likewise  the  Father  is  Lord,  the  Son  Lord,  and  the 
Holy  Qhost  Lord. — 18.  And  yet  there  are  not  three  Lords,  but  one  Lord. — 
19.  For,  as  we  are  compelled  by  the  Christian  Truth  to  acknowleflge  eaoh 
person  by  himself  to  be  God  and  Lord. — 20.  So  we  are  forbidden  by  the 
Catholic  Faith,  to  say,  there  be  three  Gods,  or  three  Lords. — 21.  The  Father 
is  made  of  none,  neither  created  nor  begotten. — 22.  The  Son  is  of  the  Father 
alone,  not  made,  nor  created,  but  begotten.— 23.  The  Holy  Ghost  is  of  the 
Father,  and  of  the  Son,  neither  made,  nor  created,  nor  begotten,  but  pro- 
ceeding.— 24.  So  there  is  one  Father,  not  three  fathers ;  one  Son,  not  three 
Sons;  one  Holy  Ghost,  not  three  Holy  Ghosts. — 25.  And  in  this  Trinity, 
there  is  not  First  nor  Last,  nor  greater  nor  less. — ^26.  But  the  whole  three 
persons  are  co-etemal  together,  and  co-equal. — ^87.  So  that  in  all  thing*,  as 
it  is  aforesaid,  the  Unity  in  Trinity,  and  Tnnity  in  Unity  is  to  be  worshipped. 
— 28.  He  therefore  that  will  be  saved,  must  thus  think  of  the  Trinity. — 29l 
Furthermore  it  is  necessary  to  everlasting  salvation,  that  he  also  belLe^e 
rightly  the  Incarnation  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. — 30.  For  the  right  Faini  w, 
that  we  believe  and  confess,  that  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  Son  of  .God,  is 
God  and  Man. — 31.  God  of  the  Substance  of  the  Father,  begotten  beibr» 
the  world ;  and  Man  of  the  Substance  of  his  Mo&er,  bom  m  time. — 32.  - 
Perfect  God  and  perfect  man,  having  a  reasonable  Soul  and  a  human  Body.. 
33.  Equal  to  the  Father,  accordingjo  his  Godhead :  and  inferior  to  Ibe  Fa- 
ther as  to  his  Manhood. — 34.  Who,  although  he  be  God  and  Man,  yet  he  is 
not  two  but  one  Christ — 35.  One,  not  by  conversion  of  the  Godhead  into 
Flesh,  but  by  taking  of  the  Manhood  into  God — 36.  He  is  not  one  by  mix- 
ture of  Sabistance,  but  by  unity  of  Person.— 37.  For  the  reasonable  Soul  and 
Flesh  is  one  Man;  bo  God  and  Man  is  one  Christ. — 38.  Who  suffered  for 
our  salvation,  descended  mto  hell.jpose  ngsin  the  third  Day  firom  the  Dead. 
— 39.  He  ascended  into  Heaven,  sits  at  the  right  hand  of  God,  the  Father 
Ahrnighty. — 40.  From  whence  he  shall  come  to  judge  the  Quick  and  the 
Dead. — 41.  At  whose  coming,  all  Men  shall  rise  again  with  their  Bodies. — 
42.  And  shall  give  accoimt  for  their  own  Works. — 43.  And  they  that  have 
done  Good,  shall  go  into  Life  everlasting,  and  they  that  have  done  Evil,  into 
everlasting  fire/-^.  This  is  the  Catholic  Faith,  which  except  a  man  beliere 
fitithfully,  ne  cannot  be  saved.
